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ARCHITECTURE: A Big Business 


In 1879, three men named Charles 
Follen McKim, William Rutherford 
Mead, and Stanford White, cooperated 
in drawing their first plan, laying 
their first “paper” bricks, and put 
themselves tentatively on record as 
architects for the first time. Perhaps 
they didn’t even sense they were des- 
tined to one day become giants in 
their field, creating thousands of 
plans, small and large, and in some 
cases, enormous—and that some 
seventy-odd years iater their firm 
name would be carved for all time 
on many famous Manhattan corner- 
stones. It has been said that if any 
architects are entitled to be remem- 
bered as the architects of New York, 
the dignity belongs to none other than 
McKim, Mead and White. 


Not much thought had been given 


to a proper architectural setting for 
Manhattan back in the 1860’s and 
70’s. Its many brownstone fronts 
once prompted Edith Wharton to re- 
mark that Manhattan was a “cramped 
horizontal gridiron of a town with- 
out towers, porticoes, fountains, or 
perspectives, hidebound in its deadly 
uniformity of mean ugliness”, and she 
found it puzzling that “people who had 
seen Rome and Seville, Paris and Lon- 
don, could come back to live contented- 
ly between Washington Square and 
Central Park”. Such was the impres- 
sion made by one of the world’s most 
wondrous cities-to-be. 

An unequaled pictorial record of 
the achievements of McKim, Mead 
and White, who broke the path lead- 
ing toward the Manhattan of today, 
has been presented to The New York 
Historical Society this past year. Al- 
most 300 bundles of specifications, 
350 transfer cases and files, 500 tubes 
of drawings, and 250 glass negatives, 
tell the story. 

Within this raft of material is re- 
flected the changing architectural 
tastes of the period from 1879 to 1951. 
Though usually remembered for their 
more imposing structures, the record 
reveals that this firm, in its infancy, 
was among the pioneers of modern 
architecture. The celebrated Tiffany 
house, formerly standing at 72nd 
Street and Madison Avenue, exemp- 
lified their early efforts to introduce 
modern architecture to the sidewalks 
of New York. 

Later the firm became engaged in 
designing in the Renaissance style 
and in this period their most impos- 
ing masterpieces were constructed. 
Included as examples of this period 
are drawings of the old Madison 
Square Garden, the Herald Building, 
formerly at Herald Square, Pennsyl- 
vania Station, the Harvard Univer- 
sity and Metropolitan Clubs, Columbia 
University buildings, the Cyrus Hall 
McCormick residence at _ Richfield 


Springs, New York, the Clarence H. 
Mackay Mansion, Roslyn, the Henry 
Villard residence, New York City, 
and numerous others. 

And behind each home, of course 
there is the homespun tale, offering 
us a glimpse into the personalities 
involved in each commission—client 
versus architect, husband versus wife, 
pocketbook pitted against costly 
whims. From the New York His- 
torical Society Quarterly comes a be- 
hind-the-scenes story regarding Clar- 
ence Mackay, whose imposing man- 
sion is pictured at the top of the next 
page. 

The Quarterly states: “Clarence 
Mackay, while willing to go to almost 
any expense to gratify Mrs. Mackay’s 
longing for a country house at Roslyn 
worthy to be compared with the cha- 
teau of Maisons, was _ occasionally 
stricken with doubts. ‘In regard to 
the remaining mooseheads which you 
strongly advise me to buy, and of 
which I understand you made a hur- 
ried inspection, you seem to forget the 
main point, viz: the price,’ Mackay 
once notified White, of McKim, Mead 
and White. ‘I know that this is a 
very small matter to you, but I look 
upon it in an entirely different as- 
pect.’ Before long of course, Mackay 
was reassured just as the clients of 
spirited architects have usually been 
reassured. ‘Although it may be a 
calamity to you,’ White reminded 
Mackay in 1900, two years before the 
house was finished, ‘you must ac- 
knowledge that, in the end, you will 
get a pretty fine chateau on the hill, 
and with the exception of Biltmore, I 
do not think there will be an estate 
equal to it in the country.’ This was 
the estate in which the Mackays wel- 
comed the Prince of Wales in 1924. 
Today only the gate house and the 
ruined gardens tell of White’s hopes; 
the mansion itself was demolished at 
the end of the Second World War.” 
What an inglorious ending for such 
a celebrated chateau, one of the finest 
ever built! 

The more recent work of the firm 
is represented by drawings of the 
New York Municipal Building, Stat- 
ler Hotel, Savoy Plaza, and the U.S. 
Post Office, and other well-known 
landmarks completed since White died 
at 52 in 1906, McKim at 62 in 1909, 
and Mead at 83 in 1928.

Playing Old Reccrds 


on Modern Repreducers 


Part VIII 
By STEPHEN B. FASSETT 


To conclude this series of articles 
on mouern methous of reproducing cid 
recoruwinys, 1 Must revurn to tne sub- 
ject of needies and pickups with 
which I began my discussions. For 
something snould be said on the im- 
portant question of how the present 
day collector can best go about the 
complicated business of playing cylin- 
der and hiil-and-dale (vertical cut) 
Edison and Fathé discs with current 
machines. Cyunders, of course, are 
entirely out of the question unless one 
has a cylinder phonograph on which 
to play them. Those who are inter- 
ested in acquiring such an instrument 
are advised to consult the advertise- 
ments in this section of HOBBIES, 
or to place an ad of their own. The 
most useful type of cylinder machine 
is any one of the Edison models de- 
signed to play both two and four min- 
ute cylinders. (The four-minute 
“Amberol” cylinder, introduced in 
1908, was the long-playing record of 
its day. The then current machines 
could be adapted to handle the new 
record, so that all one had to do was 
to shift a gear changing lever, and 
twist the stylus assembly to bring 
the smaller sized sapphire or diamond 
point into playing position. (Isn’t 
there anything new under the sun?) 

Ten vears ago the problem of play- 
ing cylinders electrically through 
one’s amplifier and loudspeaker sys- 
tem was much more easily solved 
than it can be today, for then the un- 
forgettable father and son team, John 
L. Norton Sr. and Jr., were making 
their famous “Woodymay” pickups. 
All one had to do at that time was to 
send them an Edison reproducer 
(soundbox) and soon it would come 
back, ingeniously electrified by means 
of a crystal cartridge sealed in a 
cardboard container so that the meth- 
od of hitching it up was concealed 
and kept secret. It came with a wire 
which merely had to be plugged into 
the input of the amplifier. It worked 
wonderfully and received much en- 
thusiastic praise from me in my 


HOBBIES writing of the period. My 
own ‘“*Woodymay” cylinder pickup, by 
the way, is still in use. The Nortons 
were aiso successful in electrifying 
the Edison Diamond Dise reproducer 
. .. But what is the use of mention- 
ing that fact? The widely beloved 
“Dad”? Norton died a couple of years 
ago and his son Jack, a warmhearted 
enthusiastic person and a passionate 
Edison-ite, is no longer connected 
with the business of ‘“Woodymay”’. 
Where to turn for cylinder or Edison 
Diamond Disc electrical reproducers 
today, I do not know. Perhaps some 
of my more mechanically gifted read- 
ers can duplicate the accomplishments 
of the Nortons, though not without 
much experimentation and travail, I 
fear. 

While Edison cylinders and discs 
are best played on the machines which 
were specially designed for them (the 
reproducer was fed across the record 
surface by means of a worm gear and 
not propelled by the action of the 
spiral groove as is the case with 
lateral-cut discs), the Diamond Discs 
can be used on an ordinary turntable 
(correct speed: 80-RPM) with a hill- 
and-dale pickup or with an ordinary 
pickup using a stylus bent to a cer- 
tain angle. High quality hill-and-dale 
pickups are manufactured today for 
radio transcriptions and these would 
probably play Edison and Pathé discs, 
but they are priced beyond the reach 
of most of us. However, by remount- 
ing a crystal cartridge on a stand- 
ard pickup arm, so that the needle 
is positioned at the correct angle for 
hill-and-dale reproduction, anyone 
with patience and a little skill can 
make his own hill-and-dale dise pick- 
un. While with such a nickun both 
Fdison and Pathé discs ean b2 renro- 
duced with ordinarv thorn or steel 
needles. it is hetter to use a sapnhire 
ball-point stylus for the Pathé discs, 
and a stylus with a diamond or san- 
phire for Edison dises. These mav be 
ohtained from J. R. Harrison. 8 Pare 
Road. Bedford, Mass., who has often 
advertised in this magazine. Mr. 
Harrison will also supply you with 
the special bent styli for plavine Edi- 
son and Pathé dises on standard pick- 
up. Priced at $5 each, they are 
beautifully made. I have found the 
one for Pathé discs particularly 
successfui.

Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 


CHARLES W. HARRISON & BEULAH GAYLORD YOUNG 
By JIM WALSH 


(NOTE—This article originally ap- 
peared in the October, 1951, issue of 
HOBBIES, but through an unfortu- 
nate error only a small portion of the 
manuscript was published. Because 
of many requests from admirers of 
Mr. and Mrs. Harrison, the sketch 
is being reprinted substantially in its 
first compl-te form.) 


It is a particular pleasure to set 
down some of the achievements of 
Charles Harrison’s career, because I 
not only admire his singing but 
regard him as a dear friend. When 
to this is added the privilege of say- 
ing something about his wife, the 
former Beulah Gaylord Young, who 
‘was a charming recording soprano 
in her own right, my gratification is 
great. 

Charles William Harrison was 
born on September 11, year not speci- 
fied, in Jersey City, New Jersey. His 
middle name comes from the fact 
that both his grandfathers were 
named William. He was musically 
inclined from an early age and when 
he was 17 began taking voice instruc- 
tion from a well known teacher, Leo 
Koeffler, of New York. However, he 
was earning his living as an office 
worker and singing “on the side” 
with an amateur male quartet when 
he received his first chance as a 
recording artist. Mr. Harrison re- 
calls the date of this as January, 
1912, but it must have been a year 


earlier, because his first record, 
“Cujas Animam,” appears in the 
Columbia list for May, 1911. It is 


No. A5275, coupled with the “Inflam- 

matus” from “Stabat Mater,” by a 

soprano, Anna Grant Fugitt. Later 

it was renumbered A5833, and com- 

bined with the “Inflammatus,” sung 

bv the Columbia Oratorio Chorus. 
The singer recalls: 


“The lead tenor of our quartet knew 
the manager of the Columbia laboratory, 
so we nade some ‘test’ recordings. Dur- 
ing the session he spoke about a test 
of his own solo voice, and I for once 
put on a bold front and said I would 
also like to make a test. Of course the

I at once refused to 
as I apparently had _ been 
duped, so went to both Victor and Bdi- 


son on 8 non-exclusive basis, designed 
to keep me at least with ‘the big three.’ 
After another year or so, I got raises, 
and more raises, then began tree-lanc- 
ing. 

“In 1919-20, I was recording for 18 
laboratories, working every day in New 
York, Philadelphia. Chicago, Boston, 
Montreal, ete. I think I can claim, with- 
out bragging or making any misstate- 
ments, to have made mere recordings 
from 1912 to 1925 or so than anv other 
singer, as I was in aquartets, choruses 
and light opera groups, as well as 
duets and trios. I sang under several 
names besides my own, onlv two of 
which I recall — Hugh Donovan and 
Billv Burton. Some of these indenendent 
recording outfits sold master records to 
mail order and flv-bv-night sales eon- 
cerns. As I had been paid outright for 
mv work. there was no wav to restrain 
them or collect rovalties. In 1925 T heean 
radio work, singing on the first com- 
mercial programs over WEAF and W1Z.” 


Recause of his beautiful Ivrie tenor 
voice and clear ennunciation. Charles 
Harrison’s first Columbia records 
sung in English were immediate suc- 
cesses and, as he says, caused him to 
be sought bv the two other large 
recording companies. His first pov- 
ular song disc was A1141, “Take Me 
Rack to the Garden of love,” in which 
he was assisted bv the Columbia 
(Peerless) Quartet. Then follow the 
old Irish song. “Come Back to Erin,” 
sung as a straight solo. 

The young tenor’s first Edison 
evlinders were issued in July, 1912. 
The initial offering was a four-min- 
ute Amberol. No. 1045. a duet of 
“Absent,” with Edison’s favorite 
soprano, Elizabeth Spencer. Harri- 
son’s first Edison solo was No. 1057, 
an English version of “All Hail, Thou 
Dwelling Lowly,.” from Faust. The 
monthly supplement said: 

“Famous in itself, the great Cavatina 


from the garden scene of Gounod’s 
‘Faust’ has been the goal of many a 
tenor. Mr. Harrison, who recently left 


Calvary Church of Fast Orange. New 
Jersey, to become tenor soloist for the 
Brick Presbyterian Church. New York. 
has made a remarkablv clear record. 
while the orchestra shades its heautiful 
accompaniment from violin obbligato to 
full rich chords.’’ 


This seems the best place to remark 
that Charlie Harrison credits his ob- 
taining the New York church singing 
job to the influence of a fine singer 
with whom he was intimately associ- 
ated for many years — that dis- 
tinguished basso. the late Frank Crox- 
ton. He says: “Frank put me on the 
track of the big church job in New 
York — Fifth Avenue Brick Presby- 
terian Church. Acting on his tip, I 
crashed the gate and got the job, 
which I held for four years, until my 
recording and concert work necessi- 
tated resigning.” 

In August, 1912, Harrison showed 
his versatility by making an Edison 
cylinder of Louis A. Hirsch’s catchy 
“Oriental Rose” from “The Winter 
Garden.” 


“The New York Winter Garden,’’ said 
the supplement, “is usually associated 
with ragtime ‘hits,’ but the fact that 


this exquisite melody is one of the 
greatest successes of the show proves 
that the idea is mistaken. For this is a 
beautiful love song of tenderest senti- 
ment, placed in a truly Oriental musical 
setting . . Mr. Harrison is in fine 
voice, his beautifully shaded tones and 
the graceful ease of his verformance 
adding vreatly to the charm of the 
enchanting air.’’ 


Until he had a disagreement with 
Mr. Edison several years ‘later, 
Charles Harrison was one of the out- 
standing Edison artists. His name 
did not appear in a Victor list until 
May, 1913, when record No. 17317 
coupled his rendition of “When I Met 
You Last Night in Dreamland” with 
a Harry Macdonough version of an 
all-time hit. “When Irish Eves Are 
Smiling.” Speaking of the Harrison 
side, the monthly supplement termed 
it “a pleasing ballad which introduces 
another new tenor to Victor audiences. 
Mr. Harrison’s clear tenor and good 
ennunciation will be much appreci- 
ated by our customers.” This brief 
description was accompanied by a 
photograph of the singer. 

The same photograph appeared in 
June, with a listing of what must 
have been one of the biggest selling 
Harrison records, combining two bal- 
lads that had been made famous by 
John McCormack, “I Hear You Call- 
ing Me” and “A Dream.” The cata- 
leg editor commented: 

“Two of the greatest favorites 
among modern concert songs are now 
issued fcr the first time in double- 
faced form, and the combination 
seems a most happy one. Mr. Harri- 
son has given these two highly popu- 
lar songs in a most effective manner.” 

This record, No. 17321, established 
Charles Harrison asa Victor favorite. 
It also caused him to incur the dis- 
pleasure ot Mr. McCormack. As 
Charlie himself says: 

“When I began recording for Victor, 
they wanted a tenor who could make Mc- 
Cormack records on a cheaper disc — 
someone with a voice and appeal that 
he had — so i was told to do some of 
these McCormack songs. The first two 
were ‘I Hear You Calling Me’ and ‘A 
Dream,’ then ‘Mother Machree’ and ‘A 
Little Bit of Heaven.’ A few months 
after these were released I was switched 
to other ballads and songs, and when I 
inquired about this was told by the re- 
cording manager that McCormack had 
raised h because Harrison records 
were cutting into his royalties.”’ 





Meanwhile, Harrison was _ being 
extensively used by Columbia, for 
whom he did more singing than for 
any other company. The Columbia 
recording manager decided that the 
company needed a male guartet, com- 
posed of four artists, each of whom 
would be a star soloist but capable 
of finished harmonious team work. 
The new quartet was to record music 
of a less ephemereal type than the 
popular songs in which the Peerless 
Quartet had a virtual Columbia mo- 
nopoly, and to specialize in numbers 
that could be sung without accompani- 
ment. Thus originated the Columbia 
Stellar Quartet — Stellar meaning 
that each member was a Star in his 
own right. 

“The Stellar Quartet was organized 
by the recording manager, George Jell, 
and Charles A. Prince was deiegated to 


rehearse us. I had done up to this time, 
all .a capella (without accompaniment) 
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work and was one of the group who 
wanted to try it out on records, so that 
is why we began, or experimented, with 
these numbers without any kind of ac- 
companiment, It Was a complete suc- 
cess, and Prince was instrumental in 
arranging and conducting us in sub- 
seguent recording work. If my memory 
does not fail me the first of these num- 
bers to be recorded was ‘Absent,’ und it 
so deeply struck the vice president of 
Columbia that he ordered a series of ‘a 
capella’ numbers. Whether this was one 
not 


of the first to be released, I do 
know. Incidentally, Leo Koeffler was 
the choirmaster who coached me _ on 


breathing and sight reading in his choir 
at Od St. Pauls Chapel, Broadway and 
Fulton Street, New York. Later, after 
1 nad progressed in church solo work, I 
went to Frederick Bristol, an old sing- 
ing master, who did the finishing 
touches on my voice production, Up to 
that time I nad been a ‘natural’ and 
required no real instruction. (You see 
how lucky I was). He wanted me for 
epern, but 1 turned down contracts for 
the Metropolitan and two free trips of 
three years each in Europe, which J did 
not want.”’ 


Now, back to the Stellar Quartet. 

The new quartet’s first published 
record, No. A1440, was issued in Jan- 
mary, 1914, and consisted of “Sally in 
Our Alley” and “The Girl I Left 
Behind Me.” The supplement termed 
them “superb male quartet numbers 
. . . an introduction par excellence 
for our new quartet, made up of 
four of the best concert voices now 
heard in the United States.” The 
singers were Harrison, first tenor; 
John Barnes Wells, lead; Andrea 
Sarto, baritone; and the already 
mentioned Frank Croxton, bass. In 
April, the quartet sang “Annie 
Laurie,” doubled with “Meet Me By 
Moonlight,” by the Columbia Mixed 
Quartet, in which Harrison also was 
heard. “Absent” did not appear until 
February, 1916. 

Other members of the mixed quar- 
tet — all dead now — were Grace 
Kerns, soprano; Mildred Potter, con- 
tralto, and Croxton. Its personnel 
later changed, and Harrison recalls 
that “the Columbia Mixed Quartet — 
Beulah Gaylord Young, soprano; Rose 
Bryant, contralto: Croxton, bass, and 
myself tenor — did a lot of club and 
concert work at about the 1918-19 
period.” The original mixed auariet 
was the nucleus of a group that 
recorded a double-faced combination 
of the Rigoletto Quartet and the 
Lucia Sextet, sung in English and is- 
sued in the October, 1915, Columbia 
list. The quartet was sung by 
Kearns, Potter, Harrison and Albert 
Wiederhold, baritone; and the Sex- 
tet by Kearns. Potter, Harrison, 
Croxton, Wiederhold and _ another 
tenor, Reed Miller. On occasion, Clara 
Moister sang contralto in the mixed 
quartet, and Wiederhold took the 
place of Croxton. 

After Wells had been used for only 
a few records, he dropped out of the 
Stellar Quartet. Henry Burr served 
briefly, but also soon gave it up —- 
probably because he was so busy with 
his solo and duet recordings and 
leading the Peerless Quartet. Reed 


Miller then became the second tenor, 
and there were no further personnel 
changes, other than that other tenors 
sometimes filled in for Miller when 
he went on long concert .ours and 
oratorio engagements. When I talked 
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with Lewis James a few months ago, 
Mr. James, now program director at 
Radio Station WGN, Chicago, re- 
called that he sometimes sang with 
the Steilars in Miller’s place. The 
quartet disbanded after Miller’s 
death in 1923. 

Columbia gave the Stellar Quartet 
the following glowing description in 
record catalogs published while the 
ensemble was at the height of its 
popularity: 

“The admirers ot the four-part sing- 
ing of the Columbia Stellar Quartet are 
sv many that a short personal introduc- 
tion to the individual members of this 
unexcelled ensemble will be of real inter- 
est. This quartet sings together only 
for the Columbia Company and each new 
record is a veritable sensation, 

“Charlies Harrison, tirst tenor, Whose 
clear voice 1s so otten heard brilliantly 
currying the ait, is a New Jersey man. 
He cohunenced voice culture al the age 
ot 17 under Leo Koeffler and has been 
tenor at the New York Fifth Avenue 
Church , unul he entered the con- 
cert tield. He has been forced to give 
up uw professionali career at the call of 
public adnurers of his musical ability. 

“eed Miller, second lenor, Is &@ halive 
of the Soutn, Miler came to New yok 
Wilh nultmiag in his pocket but ability. 
Wilh aw voice no jess than a gill, he 
has achieved fame us one of the greatest 
GOrulorlg SOLOISLS Lie country hus ever 
known. roi coast LO COust ne has been 
culled tO sing ib chorus producuons, 

“Andrea surto, baritone, is above all 
a@ ‘singer.’ krom a boy he sang for him- 
self and his friends. In 1910 he left his 
church position to step up on the coia- 
cert and operatic stage. Conried, of 
operatic fame, selected Sarto for bari- 
tone work at the Metropolitan, and from 
that tine he has grown 1n- popular 
esteem throughout the country as a von- 
cert singer of rare excellence and 
sterling character. 

“trank Croxton, bass, was born in 
Kentucky and was educated at the Ken- 
tucky University. At the youthrul age 
of six his remarkable voice was develop- 
ing under the tutorship of his father. 
At twenty-one he came to New York 
and built up a reputation as soloist with 
orchestras and choral societies through- 
out the United States. The outstanding 
quality of Croxton’s voice is an unusual 
clearness seldom found in a voice of 
such low bass register. In his solo pas- 


suges this clarity is particularly notice- 
able.”’ 
Reading the foregoing, Columbia 


patrons must have felt that the Stel- 
lar Quartet was the finest group of 
its kind in the world. A 1919 article 
attributed much of the credit for the 
quartet’s success to Charles Prince: 


“Practically the only conductor who 
has spent his entire career in the 
recording field, Prince has unquestion- 
ably been one of the moving spirits 


which have made Columbia records whut 
they are today. The Stellar (uurtet... 
is another ot Prince's musical chiidren. 
His remarkable pianism enables Prince 
to go over selections and instruct the 
perfect interpretation before artists 
stand before the horn. This he does 
over and over with tireless interest — 
his one aim being a perfect record.” 


Like many other popular recording 
groups, the Columbia Quartet used 
more than one name. In _ singing 
popular music it was known as the 
Broadway Quartet, and I suspect it 
may also have been, on Columbia 
records, the Knickerbocker Quartet 
a different group from the Edison 
organization of the same name. Sarto 
sometimes called himself Edgar Stod- 
dard, and Harrison and_ Albert 
Wiederhold made duets as Billy Bur- 
ton and Herbert Stuart. As has al- 
ready been brought out, Hugh Dono- 
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van was another disguise for Harri- 
son, and some of his Columbia solos 
were issued in the 1920’s under the 
Harmony and Velvetone labels and 
credited to “Charles Hilton.” I have 
a National Music Lover’s_ record 
(made, I believe, by Grey Gull), of 
an operatic aria sung in English by 
“Hugo Donivetti”! 

Once, discussing various Columbia 
artists in a letter to me, the veteran 
Columbia executive, Frank Dorian, 
who died in 1939, remarked: 

“Charles Harrison was a_ tenor 
soloist on records long before the 
Stellar Quartet was organized. His 
repertoire was almost unlimited, but 
he specialized in ballads and grand 
opera arias. In his heyday he was 
provably one of the largest selling 
recording artists in the world.” Mr. 
Dorian said he thought Harrison be- 
Icnged on any lst of the greatest 
popular recorders, 

AS a member of the Edison re- 
cording start, the blue-eyed, brown- 
haired, slightly-built Charlies Har- 
rison had the supervision of ‘Thomas 
A. Edison himseit. He was the sub- 
ject of this flattering description in 
a 1914 Edison Biue Amberol record 


catalog: 
“Cp to the past year his work has 
been conlined  principaily to  cnureh 


singing, bul in the stort time which he 
hus devoted to Ccuncerls aud reciluls he 
has gained @ protounced and well-de- 
served success. Huis voive is notable tor 
its ireshness and viviuness of tone. It 
has life and is absolutely free from the 
deadiy monotony of so many tenor 
voices. It responds perfectly to his 
sympathetic touch. His voice has power, 
tonal purity and sweetness.” 


Equally flattering were the news- 
paper comments on Harrison’s_ re- 
citals. A typical example is the fol- 
lowing from a 1916 issue of the 
Sedalia (Mo.) Democrat: 

“Charles Harrison fulfilled every ex- 
pectation and = surpassed any tenor 
Sedulia ever heard, His voice is beauti- 
ful, even and sympathetic, with never a 
harsh tone—and his wonderful artistry 
made every song a gem.,”’ 





. 


There ‘were plenty of unusual ex- 
periences in Charlie Harrison’s recital 
career. He was called on to sing for 
a few days with the Eight Famous 
Victor Artists, while the troupe was 
touring Texas, because of Henry 
Burr’s being summoned home, ow- 
ing to the death of his wife’s daugh- 
ter by a former marriage. He says, 
“Henry Burr was a fine fellow and 
thought a lot of his stepdaughter.” 
Almost the same remark was made 
to me by Burr’s widow, Mrs. Cecelia 
McClaskey, in a telephone conver- 
sation I had with her during my visit 
to Chicago last October. She said, 
“He was a wonderful man. I was a 
widow when he married me, and no- 
body could have been better to my 
daughter than he was.” 


Harrison says that he ran _ into 
every sort of weather, but mostly 
bad, during his travels as a recitalist. 
“T recall,” he -writes, “going through 
all kinds of snow and stuff one winter 
while concertizing; again, while in 
Houston, Texas, one spring, the 
floods were so bad I had to go in 
and out of a back door, then ‘float’ 
to the other side of the street in.a 
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boat, to get to the Auditorium and 
back the same way. The house ‘was 
packed for the recital! I think I still 
prefer Maine in summer and winter, 
for I’ve experienced every month 
there and like them all. Maybe if I 
live long enough I’ll end my days 
there.” 

In the late 1920’s Harrison sang 
briefly with the famous radio and 
recording ensemble, the Revelers. He 
also organized for radio work tne 
Eveready Mixed Quartet, consisting 
of Beulah Gaylord Young, soprano; 
Rose Bryant, contralto; himself, tenor; 
Wilfred Glenn (founder of the 
Revelers), bass, and Tom Griselle, 
pianist. (Griselle won a _ $10,000 
prize for a symphony that took first 
place in a contest sponsored in 1927 
by the Victor Talking Machine Com- 
pany). The tenor also sang in a male 
ensemble consisting of himself; 
Arnold Morgan, lead; Theodore Webb, 
baritone; Elsworth Sliker, bass, and 
Stuart Ross, pianist. 

But, getting back to the days of 
acoustic recording, some of the most 
picturesque experiences of Charles 
Harrison’s career were those he had 
with the great, but crotchety, inven- 
tor, Thomas A. Edison. “The Old 
Man” had brought out his wonderful 
Diamond Disc phonograph, which 
perfectly “re-created” the exact 
quality of asinger’s voice and couldn’t 
be detected, in direct comparison, 
from the living tones as long as the 
singer was careful to sing exactly 
as loud as the phonograph and not 
to use his full power. In other words, 
while the quality of the reproduction 
was precisely like the real thing, the 
singers, in making records, didn’t 
sing as loud as they would naturally 
do when appearing before a_ huge 
audience in a large concert hall. Ob- 
viously, this meant, that in giving 
“tone tests,” they couldn’t cut loose 
with all the strength of their lungs, 
but had to keep on “the phonograph 
level.” It was this compulsory re- 
straint that caused envious dealers 
for other makes of phonographs to in- 
sist that singers “imitated” the Edi- 
son instrument. In 1926 Edison 
brought out the Edisonic soundbox 
which gave a louder reproduction 
than the original light-weight equip- 
ment. 

Now I shall let Charlie Harrison 
tell in his own words the story of his 
misadventures with Mr. Edison, which 
removed him for a time from the 
roster of Edison artists: 

“IT was making tone tests at the 
Orange ‘cage’ euch week, and at the 
same time was recording operatic arius 
in Inglish. The ‘cage’ was the glass 
room which ‘the old man’ had in_ his

This was a separate arrangement 
from my recording contract. 

“Well, Mr. Edison criticized one of 
my opera arias and laboratory workers 
kidded me about it, so I foolishly made 
the remark that he couldn't hear, any- 
way, so ‘why should he be the judge as 
to whether it was suitable for the Metro- 
politan but not on his record? After the 
repcrt of my criticism got to the old 
man, I went to.Orange for my weekly 
testing , period, and. after waiting. for 


almost the full hour, motioned to his 
secretary that I ‘ced an audience. He 
finally got Mr. Exdison’ to call me in, 


and what a surprise I got! He told ime 
to sit down, and when 1 did he put his 
hand to his ear and asked me, ‘What 
was it you said about my being deaf 
and couldn't hear your record?’ I was 
quite at my wits’ end for a reply and 
before | could think up what to say he 
told me | was througn making records 
and to go on home! My guarantee was 
paid evch month for the full year or 
more it ran. When | was asked to sing 


for one of their big banquets and shows 
in Orange | thougit it. strange, but went 


to it, sung ‘Celeste Aida’ on the stage 
Where the banquet tubles were set, and 
at the conclusion Waiter Miller, the 
ludison recording manager, Came to me 
anu suid Mr. kdisoa wanted me to sing 
that again, and to stand beside him. 
After i had finished he took my hand 
and told ine Il was improving. A_ short 


time later I resumed kLalison recording.” 


Apparently, Harrison did not record 
“Celeste Aida” for Edison, or if he 
did it wasn’t issued, but he did sing 
the tenor part in an English version 
ot the Misere from ‘Trovotore; Dia- 
mond Disc No. 82516. This record had 
a checkered career. It was first sung 
by Agnes Kimbail, soprano, and John 
Young, tenor. A few years later it 
was remade by the late Mrs. himball 
with Harrison, and in 1928 was done 
over still again by Esther Nelson and 
Charles Hart. Remaking dise records 
was a common pracuce with Edison, 
and sometimes the artists were 
changed when the original singers, 
for one reason or anolner, were not 
available. 

The tenor reminisces concerning his 
“tone testing” experiences: 


“That Edison ‘tone test’ business, 
which was carried on throughout tne 
COunlry atl One time, was quice a LPICK. 


Fortunately, L could hold my voice vel- 
ume down without losing the quality of 


tone. It was used in churches princi- 
pally, though lL did them for stores 
Where the records were sold, and in 


clubs where special meetings were held. 
My last one was in Newark, at, | think, 
the Centenary Church, where 1 had been 
engaged for a recital. 1 had sung there 


on numervous occasions and they were 
fumiliar with my _ voice. After the 
demonstration of the tone test, I was 


asked to sing @ group of songs, and al- 
though | tried to hold my voice in check, 
so to speak, the pastor interrupted to 
ask why I did not sing out and give my 
full voice to the listeners. As 1 was in 
this instance being paid by the church 
and not by Edison, | had to comply, and 
of course everyone noticed the difference. 
The fellows who came there with the 
machine and records of mine were dis- 
gusted and left early, so I was ‘bounced’ 
from this work and never did any more 
Of it,* 

When a performer has made many 
thousands of records, as Charles Har- 
rison did, it is virtually impossible 
to pick out a few and say they are 
his finest. But, like every other ar- 
tist I have known who sang for all 
the companies, he considers Edison 
recording the best of its period. His 
comment is, “Edison records were the 
nearest to the real thing that I’ve 
ever heard.” Among his acoustically 
recorded Diamond Discs, “Funiculi, 
Funicula” and “Love Me and the 
World is Mine” are particularly good. 
However, I believe that the Edison 
electric recordings which he sang in 
1928 and 1929 are the most admirable 
of his entire ‘career. Take, for in- 
stance, a trivial song called “Momsy,” 
which he did with a fine male chorus. 
The words and music are cheap, but 
the voice quality is gorggous. “Love’s 
First Kiss” is beautifully ‘sung, and 
Harrison is the only artist J can re- 
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call who made “Sonny Boy” sound 
like respectable music instead of 
trash. To compare his recording with 
that of Al Jolson or Ruth Etting is 
to realize the vast difference between 
his dignified restraint and their wal- 
lowing in pathos. John McCormack 
also recorded “Sonny Boy,” but I — 
no McCormack admirer at any time— 
consider his effort poor beside Har- 
rison’s. 

The tenor was under contract to 
Edison for two records a month when 
the inventor’s company went out of 
the phonograph and record business 
in October, 1929. By that time he 
had organized a fine male quartet, 
much on the order of the Columbia 
Stellars, which, while under contract 
to Kdison, also recorded by the elec- 
tric method for Victor and Columbia. 
The new group was known as the 
American Singers. At first it con- 
sisted of Harrison as top tenor; the 
Canadian, Kedferne Hollinshead, who 
made Edison records in 1915, second 
tenor; Vernon Archibald, another 
Edison artist, baritone; and our old 
friend, Frank Croxton, bass. Hollins- 
head was soon replaced by Lambert 
Murphy, who previously had been an 
exclusive Victor artist from the be- 
ginning of his recording career in 
1yl1. (Mr. Murphy is still living, 
and delighted me a few years ago 
by letting me know that he regularly 
reads kavorite Recording Artists). 

I have an undated newspaper clip- 
ping which contains a blurry cut of 
Harrison, Murphy, Archibald and 
Croxton. It says that they ‘“com- 
prise the Old Company Singers, who 
with Dr. Sigmond Spaeth broadcast 
every Sunday at 7 P. M. over WEAF 
and associated stations.” The article 
gives this amusing thumbnail sketch 


of the idiosyncrasies of tke four 
singers: 

“Charles Harrison spends his _ idle 
hours at his home in Summit, N. J., 


With a@ can of weed killer in one hand 
and @ boo« on hortuculture in the other, 
Lumbert Murphy spenuds as much time 
as he can on his New Hampshire farm, 
with his collection of firearms (he’s 
Planning to visit Chicago) and his prize- 
Winning bird dog. Vernon Archibaid is 
haiied as the perfect disciple of Izaak 
Walton. He went two weeks without a 
bite and never gave vent to profanity. 
And frank Croxton is still trying to 
equal the 84 he made on the links way 
back in 1905.’’ 

Concerning the American Singers, 
Harrison wrote to me in 1948: 

“We serviced Columbia Broadcasting 
System the first year of its life, con- 
tracting for ten hours of broadcasting 
per week at a very handsome salary for 
each one of us, and two women to make 
a@ sextet. We then free-lanced and then 
did a four-year stretch for Lehigh or 
Old Company Coal and various other 
spot commercials. The war ended all 
that, and ‘so it ended me for radio, too, 
as -l would not: hang around the offices 
looking for a job, I took to business, 
as did Lambert Murphy.”

A few months earlier 
written: 

“I. would love to do some recording 
work,ras my voice is still youthful, but 
for radio only glamour is wanted. Voice 
and musical ability come second.” 

Last year, in a reminiscent mgod, 
he said: “You know, Jim, it’s diffi- 
cult for me to try to recall some of 
the artists who recorded with me, as 
I used. various names, and I know

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ANCIENT 
EGYPTIAN 
ART 


Between the covers of the catalogue 
cn the Mansoor collection lies a com- 
prehensive view of five thousand 
years of Egyptian art from prehis- 
tory to the rude Christianity of the 
Coptic era. The collection was 
formed over a period of nearly fifty 
years by M. A. Mansoor of Cairo and 
Heliopolis, the oldest existing firm of 
Egyptian antiquarians, who have been 
represented in this country by Mr. 
William Mansoor, son of the retiring 
head, and himself an Egyptologist of 
wide reputation. Mr. Mansoor is re- 
turning to Egypt to assume charge of 
the firm; and for this reason and be- 
cause of the necessity of satisfyins, 
the stringent obligations imposed upon 
him by the exchange controls, it has 
been decided that a complete liquida- 
tion of the collection is necessary. 
This will, therefore, constitute the 
most important public sale of Egyp- 
tian art ever to take place in America.

From the Predynastic era and the 
Old Kingdom come a series of fine 
animalistic palettes and dishes in 
slate; granite, porphyry and calcite 
vases; a unique alabaster hawk- 
headed boat sculptured with two 
mummy figures; and a beautiful V 
Dynasty bas-relief of two oarsmen. 
The Middle Kingdom is notably rep- 
resented by a superb wood statuette 
of a nude girl; important heads ot 
scribes in green quartzite and 
granite; the limestone bas-relief stele 
of Thet-Shenen, his family anda 
servants; toilet vessels and amulets. 

The New Empire, the most sophis- 
ticated climax of Egyptian art, is 
portrayed in such exquisite sculptures 
as the unique polychromed wood head 
of a horse; the exquisite limestone 
reliefs of a female dancer, from the 
tomb of Kheru-ef, and three maidens; 
the noble yellow quartzite portrait 
head of King Akhenaton; the great 
stele of Rameses II, from Karnak; a 
bas-relief of Seti I and a bust of 
Rameses III; a marble head of 
Amon-ra; and the rare portrait head 
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ascribed by Dr. Drioton to the last 
years of the XVI1 Dynasty, and hence 
an end-product of Hyksos sculpture. 
To these may be added the beautiful 
carved and polychromed wood Horus 
falcon; examples of the minuscule 
jewelry and mosaic glass of the per- 
iod; royal scarabs and amulets; and 
many other objects of note. The out- 
standing artifacts of this era are, 
however, the extraordinary collection 
of foundation-deposits of the reign of 
Thotmes III, found near Thebes, and 
comprising sixteen tools and nine 
faience plaquettes. The tools, which 
have bronze blades engraved with the 
King’s praenomen, are attached by 
the original red-tinted leather thongs 
to the wooden handles, and are in 
perfect preservation, constituting 
what is undoubtedly the finest group 
ever excavated. Side by side with 
these, as an epitome of the period, 
must be placed the noble Mansoor 
papyrus as yet barely opened, with 
its wealth of illuminated vignettes of 
hieratic and domestic ceremonies, and 
its exquisite hieroglyphic writing. 

Among the late dynastic objects is 
the famous XXV Dynasty group de- 
picting King Taharqa worshipping be- 
fore the Horus hawk, the only known 
major object combining the metals, 
gold, silver and bronze; and a large 
assortment of selected bronze and 
turquoise blue faience Sait figurines. 

From the period of cultural inter- 
change between Egypt and the north- 
ern shores of the Mediterranean come 
a Greek marble head of Alexander 
the Great; the bust of a Greek gen- 
eral of the early Ptolemies; a heroic 
head of Niobe; a great Roman por- 
trait of the Republican period, the 
marble head of Scipio Africanus, the 
conqueror of Hannibal; and a unique 
marble fivurine of a fallen boxer, 
found at Fayoum,

Clark C. Evernham, executive 
manager of the San Diego Museum 
of Man, San Diego, Calif., has worked 
out a partial solution to this ever dis- 
couraging problem, with the install- 
ment of “take-away” labels.

“New methods of writing and p 
senting labels so they will attract "ae 
public’s interest are being continually 
worked on. The San Diego Museum 
of Man has developed what it believes 
to be an altogether new idea that ap- 
pears to be catching the public fancy. 
“The development of the idea 
hinges on several factors: (1) The 
public has long been trained to take 
any free literature it can secure; 
(2) People have difficulty reading a 
iong label in a case; (3) People 
crowd other people away from cases 
not allowing sufficient time to digest 
the label thoroughly.

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Armor Returned to 
Metropolitan Museum 
After Loan to Britain 


Five suits of historical armor, in- 
cluding one of the finest examples of 
the armorer’s art in existence, are 
back in The Metropolitan Museum of 
Art after a sojourn at last summer’s 
Festival of Britain. 

As a part of the exhibition of 
armor made in the royal workshop at 
Greenwich, the suits and several ele- 
ments of armor were shown in the 
Tower of London from May 22 to 
September 29, 1951. 

The best of the Metropolitan’s 
armors and the most impressive in 
the Tower of London exhibition is 
that ascribed to Gourdon de Gen- 
ouilhac, Master of Artillery of Louis 
XII and Francis I. It is dated 1527. 

About the Genouilhac armor centers 
a controversy as to what hand pro- 
duced it. .Sir James Mann, Master of 
the Armories of the Tower of London 
and President of the Society of Anti- 
quaries of London, believes that the 
elaborate etched and gilded surface 
may have been devised by Hans Hol- 
bein, the great German artist. The 
decoration was perhaps executed by 
the same hand that etched Henry 
VIII’s armor in the Tower of London, 
and may have been made for Henry 
himself.

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Stephen V. Grancsay, Curator of 
Arms and Armor at the Metropolitan 
who made a study of the exhibit last 
summer, says that the problem of at- 
tribution is still being examined. 
There are convincing reasons, he as- 
serts, for considering it to be French- 
Italian workmanship and for continu- 
ing to ascribe it to Genouilhac. 

In any event, the Genouilhac armor 
was described by the late Sir Guy 
Francis Laking, Armorer of King 
George V, as “one of the grandest 
suits of armor extant.’”’ Its surface 
is a stream of glittering gold and 
there are 219 articulated lames, large 
and small, comprising it. More than 
1400 rivets and 85 articulating straps 
hold it together. Every detail is 
worked out with such care that an 
X-ray of a man wearing the Gen- 
ouilhac harness would show its plates 
conforming to the bones and joints 
of the body.

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ON TIME-- - 
What to Look for in Old Clocks 


I have very recently completed the 
reading of one of the most amazing 
books that I have ever known. Its 
title is “Clocks and Watches” by G. 
H. Baillie and it is described as “An 
Historical Bibliography.” The book 
was printed in London, 1951. 

There are many good bibliographies 
on material relating to devices for 
measuring time, but I have never 
seen one like this. It covers the per- 
iod 1344 to 1799 and lists practically 
all known books and manuscripts on 
the subject during that period. It not 
only lists the items; it describes them 
and quotes interesting extracts where 
pertinent. There are many illustra- 
tions showing the most interesting 
developments in the history of time- 
pieces. 

As a source of background knowl- 
edge on the subject of clocks and 
watches, I know of nothing to equal 
this most astonishing book. From a 
practical standpoint, however, I can 
see no immediate benefit from it. It 
would be a useless waste of time to 
start looking for any of the time- 
pieces listed and illustrated in this 
book because none of them are in ex- 
istence today outside of historical 
museums and fabulous private col- 
lections. A study such as this book 
presents is much like the study of 
dead languages. From the knowl- 
edge of dead languages one learns the 
derivation of modern languages. From 
a knowledge of the centuries of strug- 
gle to produce reliable timepieces, one 
can follow the painful path leading 
up to the time measuring devices as 
we know them today. The knowledge 
is more cultural than practical. 

The history of: time measuring and/ 
or recording .deyices can be covered 
briefly in chronological order: 

1. The Sun Dial: Conclusive evi- 
dence indicates that this device was 
in use in the valleys of the Tigris 
and the Euphrates as early as 2000 
B. C 


2. The Clepsydra, or Water Clock: 
The earliest known reference to 
this device is 157 B. C. 

3. Sand Glasses: This is a develop- 
ment of the Clepsydra with sand 
substituted for water. Some claim 
it is as old as the Clepsydra. 

4. The First Mechanical Clock: 
Known to be in existence in Paris 
in 13860 A. D. This was a self- 
contained, purely mechanical, 
weight-driven, verge controlled 
timekeeper. It was a tower clock. 

5. Invention of the Main Spring: In- 
vented in 1500 A. D. A coiled 
spring to furnish driving power in- 
stead of a weight. 

6. Invention of the Pendulum: The 
application of the synchrony of 
swinging bodies to timekeeping 


devices by Christiaan Huygens in

1658 is the most important event in 
this fascinating history. It per- 
mitted accuracy never before 
dreamed of. 


7. The Lever Escapement: Invented 
by Thomas Mudge in 1799. Now 
used in every watch and in many 
types of clocks. 


8. The First Factory Made Clocks: In 
1814, kli Terry patented his “Im- 
proved Clock” and introduced fac- 
tory production methods into the 
ciockmaking industry. 


So far as we practical clock col- 
lectors are concerned, the wurst six 
items in the historical calendar are of 
interest only. it is doubtful if we 
will ever own a shelf ciock made be- 
fore 1814. In his admuirabie book, 
“Time And Timekeepers”, first pub- 
lished in 1923, Prot. Willis I. Miluam 
states tnat: “It must aiso not be sup- 
posed that shelf ciocks are ail very 
nearly alike. ‘lo be sure, there are 
only six varieties; (1) tnose made be- 
fore 1814, of which there are practi- 
caily none in existence, 7? On an- 
other page in the same book, we find 
this: “‘tnere are three distinct per- 
iods in the history of ciockmaking 
in America. ‘The first extends from 
the earliest Colonial times until about 
1800. it was the era of individual 
effort. Each clockmaker made but a 
few clocks entirely with hand tools, 
and tuey were usuaily not exactly 
aiike. ‘Che second period extends 
from 1800 to almost 1860. Machine 
metnods made their appearance and 
numerous ciock factories came into 
existence. The number of diffierent 
kinds of clocks made during this per- 
iod was, however, extremely small. 
There were not many more than a 
haif dozen varieties. The third per- 
iod is the modern period and extends 
from 1860 to the present day.” 


In speaking of shelf clocks, Prof. 
Milham states that—‘“there are only 
SIX varieties: (1) those made before 
1814 of wnich there are pu.actica.ly 
none in existence, (2) Terry’s pa- 
tented wood clock of 1814, (8) the 
later form of ‘Verry’s patented clock, 
(4) Jerome’s bronze looking-glass 
clock, invented in 1837, and (5) the 
eight-day brass ciock, which was 
made in small numbers during the 
whole period.” 


At this point, we appear to have 
reached a conclusion of some impor- 
tance. Don’t waste time in looking 
for American shelf clocks made prior 
to 1814. If we should happen to come 
across one and can be reasonably sure 
of its authenticity, let’s grab it. It 
will, in all probability, be an antique 
of significance. 


Clocks naturally fall into several 
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classifications. I have tried to follow 
these natural groupings in previous 
writings and, therefore, in the follow- 
ing paragraphs many references ww 
preceding articles will be made. 

In my first article, published in 
HOBBIES, issue of July 1951, I rec- 
ommended the factory made Con- 
necticut shelf clocks of the period 
1860 to 1900 to those who would like 
to start a clock collection but are 
limited in technical knowledge ana 
finances. Now, almost a year later, 
I find no good reasons to change this 
recommendation. My own knowledge 
and perception of the subject has, I 
believe, increased greatly during the 
period but my liking for these time- 


pieces has not decreased in conse- | 


quence. [ still like them and, al- 


tnough J have a gooaly number in my | 


collection, I continue to buy them. 
We know, of course,

are seldom seen. As for the third’ 
factor (quality of design), they-must 
be considered individually. Some are 
good and some are not. The fourth 
desirable feature (quality of work- 
manship) will most generally apply. 
They are good clocks. The fifth 
qualification (artistic merit), must 
also be applied individually. Some’ 
are good and some are not. The sixth 
consideration ~ (usability) can be

If one cares to pick and choose, 
many will be found that rate sixty to 
seventy percent on the chart of de- 
sirability. The point is to use some 
judgment in selection. In general, 
one should avoid the so-called kitchen 
clock, which is usually in oak and 
o¢casionally in chestnut, with crude 
design and the cheapest kind of 
scratch carving. The movement of 
these clocks, however, is usually of 
the same quality as the movements 
housed in better cases. Walnut is the 
predominating wood of the better 
mantel ciocks. Look for an overall 
pleasing design with good, deep carv- 
ing and/or turnings. Some of them 
are very graceful in this respect. The 
decoration of the glass panel in the 
door is important. This is usually 
in gold or silver tracings and some 
are remarkable in their delicate treat- 
ments of birds, animals, flowers ana 
drapes. I have found many of these 
door designs to be truly delightful. A 
third item for consideration is the 
pendulum. These pendulum designs 
appear to be endless. 

The most desirable clock of this 
type is one in a walnut case with a 
pleasing overall design, with good 
carvings and/or turnings, a _ nicely 
decorated door panel and an attrac- 
tive pendulum. It is almost impos- 
sible to find any two exactly alike in 
all four of these features. If one is 
nice in all four of these points, it can 
almost be rated one hundred percent 
on rarity because you probably wil 
never again see an exact duplicate. 

Condition, of course, is an impor- 
tant consideration in all old clocks. 
If the case is badly battered or broken

or if the door decoration is mostly 
rubbed off, it is not very desirable. 
If, however, the case is_ basically 
sound and the decoration in good con- 
dition, a simple refinishing job on the 
ease will produce amazing results. 

In the article for August 1951 in 
HOBBIES, I wrote about a most 
fascinating group of calendar clocks. 
I still think that this type of clock is 
completely fascinating. In age, they 
rate about the same as the factory 
made Connecticut mantel clocks, i.e. 
1860 to 1900. They, therefore, range 
in age from fifty to ninety years. In 
rarity, they rate a little better since 
they were never made in the quanti- 
ties that characterized the simple 
mantel clock. 

Seth Thomas made his first calen- 
dar clock about 1860. Nearly all 
manufacturers in business during the 
ensuing period made calendar clocks 
in some quantities. 

The most prolific maker of calendar 
clocks was the Ithaca Calendar Clock 
Company of Ithaca, N. Y. which flour- 
ished during the period 1865 to about 
1914, This: Company manufactured 
clock cases and a calendar mechanism 
which was patented by H. B. Horton 
in 1865 and 1866. This calendar 
mechanism is very efficient, although 
cheaply made. If properly set, it will 
compensate for the varying lengths 
of the months, including leap year, 
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400-day domes: 54x11”, 7%xll” and 7%x15%”.

for a period of eight years. This 
Company did not manufacture time 
movements but purchased these time 
movements from other manufacturers 
and assembled the completed clock at 
their factory in Ithaca. 


The Ithaca Calendar Clock Com- 
pany produced many different types 
of cased clocks, although the mechan- 
ical operation of all are similar, Many 
large wall type clocks were made and 
sold for use in offices, banks and pub- 
lic places. This type, while often at- 
tractive and interesting, is of little 
value today since few people will buy 
a large wall clock. Of the shelf or 
mantel type clocks, two separate and 
distinct lines were produced. Some 
very beautiful models in walnut cases 
with simulated ebony decorations, 
etched glass dials and ornate numer- 
als were often spoken of as “Gentle- 
men’s Clocks.” The more ordinary 
models in walnut, or sometimes rose- 
wood, were called “Poor Men’s 
Clocks.” The more ornate models are 
rare and very desirable. The ordi- 
nary models are becoming more scarce 
and are growing in value. 

In selecting a calendar clock, no 
matter who made it, one can do no 
better than apply the six consider- 
ations previously mentioned. I have 
found this yardstick to be a most 
dependable guide in purchasing old 
things. I lean on it very heavily.

BELLS — Past and Present 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL 
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At the close of the 8th and begin- 
ning of the 9th century, the craft of 
casting bells, which had remained dor- 
mant since the time of the Roman tin- 
tinnabulum, reappeared, the same 
form being used although much larger, 
and a ring of metal added at the lip. 
When the bell was cast of bronze, it 
was brittle, and likely to break from 
a blow of the clapper on the inside, 
or a stroke of the hammer outside. 
So a slightly bulging ring, or collar 
at the lip was added, which also pro- 
tected it when set on the ground, and 
from this time on no bell of any note 
was cast without it, 


When the church sent missionaries 
from Ireland to England, Scotland, 
Wales and France, the riveted bell 
went with them. Later they in- 
creased in size, and were hung in 
elevated places. Larger loops were 
fixed to the tops of the bells, if they 
were to be rung by hand. The “clog- 
head” was the early type of round bel- 
fry in Ireland. 

Exodus 28-33-5 makes references to 
bells but authorities believe these to 
be mere jangling ornaments. The 
Hindus used them in pagan cere- 
monies, the Greeks in camps and gar- 
risons. Their petasos, hat-shaped 
bells, called customers to the fish 
markets. 


Bells have been cast in many forms. 
The “pot” and “bowl” being favorites 
in the Orient. In the West the cup 
form was found. “Pot” signified a 
hollow object of more or less straight 
sides, with its height exceeding the 
diameter, while “bowl”, was a con- 
vex object with the diameter far ex- 
ceeding its height. 


The deep dish or shallow bowl be- 
came the gong, an Asiatic instrument. 

In the ruins of ancient Nineveh 
and Babylon, small cuplike bells were 
found with finger loops. 

The Chinese and Japanese barrel- 
shaped bell was of almost equal thick- 
ness throughout, and of no particular 
note. It was struck horizontally on 
the outside by a heavy stock. 


Bells were fixed to the wall above 
the head of a prince or governor and 
a rope a mile or so long, attached, 
and laid along the main thorough- 
fare. As soon as someone tugged at 
the rope the bells sounded, and the 
governor sent for the petitioner, and 
his plea was heard. 

Ancient Chinese developed musical 
sequences in gongs, striking: one at a 
time, but no thought was given to 
harmony or chords. 
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In Spanish and English manu- 
scripts as early as A.D. 960, the bee- 
hive bell is shown. 

Later the smooth sides became 
ringed, giving the appearance of a 
true beehive. These apeared from be- 
ginning of the 12th to the middle of 
the 14th centuries. 

Bell founding was practically con- 
fined to monasteries, and the monks, 
appreciating the quality of bells 
eagerly sought to develop it. 

In the early 13th century, the bell 
broke away from all primitive de- 
signs, and the waist changed from 
convex to concave, becoming straight 
and pot-like. Later the bell took on 
gently inward-sloping sides and the 
lip which had been a collar or ring, 
now became a bulge of size, brought 
to a sharp end on the underside. 


The waist was very long, and about 
the same thickness from head to lip, 
the shoulders were narrow and the 
crown fully developed. Bead lines at 
the shoulder and above the lip be- 
came common. 


An example of this type was the 
Bell of Fontenailles, found in the 
town of that name near Bayeux in 
Normandy. 


From 1200 to 1300, the bell did not 
lose its archaic form, although the 
rounded head became flat, and distinct 
shoulders appeared. The waist be- 
came more concave and increased in 
thickness near the mouth. The lip 
was incorporated as a part of the 
whole, the waist joining it with no 
break. The part where the clapper 
struck was known as the “sounding- 
be Ww”, a most important part of the 
During this period the lip became 
established. The English was curved 
inside and out, while the Flemish was 
curved on the outside, but flat inside, 
sloping upward.

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Notes from the History of the Jeweler’s Art 


By ISOBEL GORDON 


Eligius, or Eloi, was born about 
588 in Chatelat near Limoges, and at 
a very early age showed great skill 
in the jeweler’s art. He was ap- 
prenticed to Abbon, a medallist of 
Limoges, and later in Paris Eligus 
worked with the royal treasurer and 
medallist Bobbon, where he quickly 
gained the favor of King Clotaire II 
with his skill in designing and mak- 
ing a beautiful jeweled throne for 
which the king had supplied the gold. 
To the amazement of all, Eligius 
constructed two thrones of the gold 
and presented them to the king and 
it was thought he was endowed with 
miraculous powers. However, some 
knew he had learned the art of al- 
loying the gold so that he could 
make it double in amount. A Chron- 
icle states of Eligius that “He made 
for the king a great number of gold 
vessels enriched with precious stones, 
and he worked incessantly, seated 
with his servant Thilla, a Saxon by 
birth, who followed the lessons of his 
master.” Eligius founded two insti- 
tutions for goldsmithing: one for the 
production of domestic and secular 
plate, and the other for ecclesiastical 
work exclusively so that no worker 
in profane lines should handle the 
sacred vessels. This . school was 
established in 631. In honor of the 
fine pieces of jewelry which he de- 
signed and constructed, Eligius re- 
ceived the official post of “tresorier” 
or medallist to King Clotaire II, and 
later held the same position under 
the succeeding reigns of Dagobert, 
Clovis II, and Clotaire III, and his 
name occurred on gold coins made 
during these reigns. 

Eligius also was skilled in diplo- 
matic matters and was entrusted by 
King Dagobert with political missions 
which he completed with entire suc- 
cess He was consistent in trying to 
carry out his beliefs and one of his 
strongest oppositions was to the insti- 
tution of slavery, and he did what he 
could for his belief in freedom by 
buying as many slaves as he could 
and then giving them their liberty. 

In 640 Eligius was made bishop 
of Noyon, and when he died in 659 
he was canonized both for his holy 
life and for his zeal in artistic crafts- 
manship. He is called the patron 


saint of jewelers and under his pro- 
tection the French jewelers and gold- 


smiths founded a guild in the thir- 
teenth century. 

Matteo del Nassaro, a son of a 
shoemaker in Verona, achieved great 
skill in gem cutting. One superu 
production of his is a crucifix cut in 
a blood-stone in which he made the 
red patches occur in suitable places 
to represent drops of blood. He also 
worked in Paris in 1531, where he 
formed a school and craft shop, and 
where he was afterwards made En- 
graver of the Mint. 

In the fifteenth century jeweled 
arms and trappings became very 
elaborate. Pius II wrote of the Ger- 
man armor: “What shall I say of the 
neck chains of the men, and the 
bridles of the horses, which are made 
of the purest gold; and of the spears 
and scabbards which are covered with 
jewels?” Even the spurs were orna- 
mented with jewels, and often dam- 
ascened with gold. 

The inventory of the jeweled cups 
and reliquaries of Queen Jeanne of 
Navarre reads like the contents of a 
museum. She had gold and jeweled 
dishes for banauets, and one jewel 
is described as “a demoiselle of gold, 
represented as riding upon a horse, 
of mother of pearl, standing upon a 
platform, of gold, enriched with ten 
rubies, six turquoises and three fine 
pearls.” Another item was “A fine 
rock crystal set in gold, enriched 
with three rubies, three emeralds, 
and a large sapphire, set transpar- 
ently, the whole suspended from a 
small gold chain.” 

Bracelets have always been wanted 
as an ornament by man. In ancient 
times they were generally made of 
some solid substance, could be easily 
removed, and were effective as a mis- 
sile — in which capacity they were 
often used by the savages. Some- 
times a flat circlet of steel was kept 
in the head covering and the natives 
of India attained such skill in throw- 
ing those rings that they could cut 
off a man’s head at a fair distance. 
Other savages of the Upper Nile 
wore heavy spiked bracelets which 
could be used as deadly weapons. 
The savage medicine-man had brace- 
lets which had small pendant bags of 
dried skin containing small stones or 
other rattling objects, and the same 
love for a tinkling ornament on ank- 
lets as well as bracelets character- 
ized the Eastern jewelry. 
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The early examples of Egyptian 
art as found in the royal tombs at 
Abydos in jewelry had some note- 
worthy bracelets. One important 
circlet was composed of alternating 
plaques of gold and turquoise, each 
having inscriptions, and crested with 
the figure of a hawk. The gold 
plaques were cast work. Each tur- 
quoise plaque was pierced twice, and 
each hole had been begun at each 
side so as to meet in the middle as 
is the usual fashion in most early 
piercings of stones. Another brace- 
let was strung on a plait of gold 
wires and oxen hairs, had beads of 
turquoise, amethyst and gold, the 
smaller beads sometimes arranged 
in groups with three in a row. The 
center had a circular gold disc of two 
gold plates, soldered together at the 
edges, the upper plate pierced and 
curling over inwards like the petals 
of a flower.

Facts about 


Among luxuries and ornaments the 
diamond has always held the highest 
rank. Probably this has been a fact 
for three or four thousand years. 
Though it is often small in size the 
fascinating and sparkling beauty of 
the gem, because of its unrivalled 
brilliancy, was the original and is still 
the present cause of its attracting 
universal admiration, and no other 
substance has yet been found that can 
compare with it. This jewel, with no 
essential color of its own, absorbs the 
strong solar ray and reflects it with 
added instensity so that when the dia- 
mond blazes on the crown of state, is 
proudly worn so its radiance glows 
from the breast of titled men, or 
sparkles from the hair or competes 
with the lustrous eyes of a beauty, its 
magnificence is apparent to all who 
behold it. 

Diamonds are usually found covered 
by a rough coat which is the product 
of the chemical action of the crystal- 
line formation. Nearly all other crys- 
tals, including the quartz, are much 
more brilliant in their natural state. 
The ancients do not seem to have 
known that the diamond could be cut. 
They knew it only in its natural con- 
dition as a stone, having eight tri- 
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angular surfaces, and in every direc- 
tion presenting a double pyramid. 
Louis de Berqueu, who was an art- 
ist in Burges about the middle of the 
fifteenth century, conceived the idea 
of cutting it by rubbing one diamond 
against another. However, this would 
not give a polished surface so he 
sprinkled the surface, against which 
the diamond was rubbed, with dia- 
mond dust mixed with oil and the 
surface obtained in that way was reg- 
' ular, smooth, and perfectly polished. 
| When it was discovered that facets 
* could be produced in the diamond, it 
' took an experienced artisan to judge 
how each particular stone should be 
cut to produce the best effect.

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smallest flaw, or foul, as it is called, 
greatly diminishes the price of the 
diamond; and if it is tinged with yel- 
low or brown, a fault which is usually 
technically called “off color,” its value 
is much lessened and may be reduced 
from a third to one half. 

The Koh-i-noor, belonging to the 
Crown of England, is thought by 
many as being cut with its facets too 
large and not sufficiently numerous. 
They believe it would have been better 
if the large upper surface, called the 
table, had been cut in small facets, 
made to slope towards the edge. _ 

Hardness is an important quality 
by which valuable stones are distin- 
guished. When the Koh-i-noor was 
cut it was found that it required a 
whole day to produce facets which 
could be commonly formed in three 
hours. It was also found to be neces- 
sary to increase the rapidity of the 
rotation of the wheel on which the 
diamond powder was spread. 

The diamond is heavier than rock- 
crystal and lighter than white sap- 
phire, though it has almost the same 
weight as the white sapphire of 
Brazil, called goutte d’eau. The white 
zircon is heavier than the sapphire 
and even more closely resembles the 
diamond. ie

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Joseph M. W. Turner 


From History of the 19th Century 
by Edwin Emerson, Jr., 1900

Joseph M. W. Turner, considered 
the most celebrated English artist of 
the 19th century, was born in 1775, 
and died in 1851. 

Displaying his artistic talents at an 
early age, he achieved a national rep- 
utation by his “Battle of the Nile,” 
but did not reach the apotheosis of 
his fame until Ruskin sang his 
praises. One of his most discussed 
pictures was that of the “Slave Ship,” 
which has in turn excited the most 
scathing ridicule and the most ex- 
travagant admiration. 

Thus George Inness, the American 
artist, wrote of him: “Turner’s ‘Slave 
Ship’ is the most infernal piece of 
clap-trap ever painted. There is no- 
thing in it.” 

Thackeray confessed with delight- 
ful frankness; “I don’t know whether 
it is sublime or ridiculous.’’ 

Ruskin has recorded: “I believe if 
I were reduced to rest Turner’s im- 
mortality upon any single work, I 
should choose ‘The Slave Ship.’ Its 
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daring conception, ideal in the high- 
est sense of the word, is based on the 
purest truth and wrought out with 
the concentrated knowledge of a life. 
Its color is absolutely perfect, not one 
false or morbid hue in any part or 
line, and so modulated that every 
square inch of canvas is a_ perfect 
composition; its drawing as accurate 
as fearless; the ship buoyant, bend- 
ing, and full of motion; its tones as 
true as they are wonderful; and the 
whole picture dedicated to the most 
sublime of subjects and impressions— 
the power, majesty, and deathfullness 
of the open, deep, illimitable sea.” 
The picture, having first been ac- 
quired by Ruskin, finally went to 
America. About this time Turner’s 
canvases began to command fabulous 
prices. ‘Van Goyen Looking for a 
Subject’’, sold in 1833 for a few hun- 
dred pounds, was resold in London 30 
years later for 2,510 guineas. At a 
Turner sale in 1878 hitherto unsold 








canvases and _ unfinished sketches 
brought over 73,000 pounds, or about 
$365,000. Over a hundred of 
Turner’s paintings and as many 


sketches and drawings, dating from 
1790 to 1850, are now in the National 
Gallery in London.

New York City 
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Art Versus Posterity 


A midwestern museum recently 
made an offer of $5,000 for a marine 
painting by a hitherto unknown 
American artist. A collector who 
came to the United States from Rus- 
sia more than twenty years ago had 
picked up the painting for $400. 

The work, “Approaching Storm,”’ 
by Martin Johnson Heade, is in a col- 
lection of once rejected American 
paintings of the early 19th century 
lately on view in the Boston Museum 
of Fine Arts. Present day critics 
pronounce them to be far superior 
than the American paintings which 
the taste of that generation, long ago, 
approved and made well known. 

The fact that once again the judg- 
ment of a new age contradicted that 
of an earlier one brings up an ancient 
question: “What has posterity done 
for us?” 

It is difficult to say, of course, but 
perhaps posterity’s enchantment lies 
in the fact that we never know what 
it may yet do, particularly in the 
case of creative artists and collectors.

Picture Framing 


The proper framing of pictures is 
of utmost importance. Frames should 
be chosen as carefully as furnishings 
and should not detract from the pic- 
ture itself. Fine old oils demand rich, 
beautiful, but not necessarily elabo- 
rate frames, usually gilt, as gold 


helps to harmonize rich colors without | 


competing with them. Modern oil 
paintings require a more simple fram- 
ing in most instances although an- 
tique frames are often used when the 
theme is not too modern. Mats are 
not usual but are sometimes effective 
if used with ultra-modern pictures. 
These are most effective if a natural 
colored linen is used and the mat is 
narrow. Antique frames can be pur- 
chased quite reasonably in antique 
shops and if damaged, can be expertly 
repaired by craftsmen in this field. 
They can also be cut to size if neces- 
sary. Modern frames can be antiqued 
to the satisfaction of many, but are 
not nearly as beautiful as the antique 
frames. Gilt frames harmonize with 
either modern or traditional settings.

This ancient log house was the birthplace of 
Mark Twain’s paternal grandmother, Pamela 
Goggin, who married Samuel B. Clemens in 
1797. No information has yet come to light 
regarding this earlier Samuel Clemens’ par- 
entage. The old house, which stood near 
Body Camp in Bedford Country, was destroyed 
by fire on April 21, 1949—exactly 39 years 
from the death of Mark Twain at his home 
in Redding, Connecticut. It was occupied by 
a Negro family, two of whom, Ella and Mose 
Cunningham, were burned to death. The 
part on the right was built by Pamela’s father, 
Stephen Goggin. The remainder was added 
later. 
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“THE MYSTERIOUS STRANGER” 


In Mark Twain’s Ancestry 
By JIM WALSH 


The authors who interest me most 
are the Englishman, Charles Dickens, 
and the American, Mark Twain. Of 
all places in the United States that I 
haven’t so far visited, Twain’s home 
town of Hannibal, Missouri, is the 
one I’d most like to see. Failing that, 
I have done some research into the 
great humorist’s Virginia ancestry. 

My research activities came about 
through a chain of circumstances. I 
wrote to Samuel Charles Webster, 
grand-nephew of Twain (whose real 
name, of course, was Samuel Lang- 
horne Clemens), telling him I had 
enjoyed his book, ““Mark Twain, Busi- 
ness Man.” A friendly correspon- 
dence resulted, and Mr. Webster men- 
tioned me to the late Dixon Wecter, 
who was editor of Twain’s unpub- 
lished books and manuscripts, and 
author of “The Love Letters of Mark 
Twain.” 

Only a few months before his death, 
which occurred in 1950, Mr. Wecter 
wrote to me from California, saying 
he had been unable to solve some 
of the mystery associated with 
Twain’s paternal grandfather, Samuel 


_B. Clemens, and asked if I would be 
willing to do some research on the 
subject in the county courthouse at 


Redford, Virginia. I was glad of the 
opportunity. Vinton, Virginia. where 


'I live, is only about three miles from 


‘the line that divides Roanoke and 
m1631 | 


Bedford counties, and the town of 
Bedford is less than an hour’s ride 
from my home by bus. 

So I made several trips to the ad- 
joining county seat. But alas! Sam- 


uel B. Clemens remains a man of 
mystery. No one has yet been able 
to find out even what the B. in his 
name stands for. Possibly the great- 
est of Mark Twain’s books, as it is 
certainly the bitterest, is “The Mys- 
terious Stranger.’”’ It occurs to me 
that the title might very well be used 
in referring to his own grandfather! 

Mark Twain’s early days are so 
completely associated with Missouri 
that probably the majority of his 
admirers don’t know the Clemens 
family history is included to a con- 
siderable degree in early Virginia ar- 
chives. Nevertheless, it is true that 
the mysterious grandfather, Samuel 
B. Clemens, was living in Bedford 
county shortly before the nineteenth 
century began, and married Pamela 
Goggin, a Bedford girl, in 1797. The 
young lady’s name _ probably was 
taken from the heroine of Samuel 
Richardson’s once popular tearful 
romance, “Pamela,’”’ but the family 
pronounced it “Pa-ME-lia,” and it 
was sometimes spelled with an “i” 
before the final “a.” 

When I went to the Bedford court- 
house, I was obligingly given access 
to all available records, and I must 
admit I experienced a queer sensation 
when I held in my own hands the 
yellowed slip of paper on which 
Pamela asked permission of the coun- 
ty clerk of court to marry Samuel 
Clemens. Besides her signature, it 
contained that of her brother, Pleas 
(short for Pleasant) Goggin, as a 
witness. It read: 

“Sir Please to grant Samuel Cle- 





mens License to intermarry with me 
being of lawful age. 

(Signed) Pamela Goggin.” 

And this is the way the marriage 
bond posted by Samuel Clemens read, 
with spelling and punctuation as in 
the original: 

“Know all men by these presents 
that we, Samuel Clemens & Samuel 
Hancock, are held and firmly bond to 
James Woods Esq. Governor or Chief 
Magistrate of the State of Virginia 
in the Sum of One Hundred and fifty 
dollars which payment well and truly 
is to be made to the said James Woods 
or his successors. We bind ourselves 
and each of us, ours and each of our 
heirs executors and Administrators 
jointly and severally firmly by these 
presents sealed with our seals and 
dated this 23rd day of Oct. 1797. 

“The condition of the above obliga- 
tion is such that whereas there is a 
marriage shortly intended to be had 
and solemnized between above bound 
Samuel Clemens & Pamelia Goggin. 

“Now if there shall be no lawful 
cause to obstruct the said marriage 
then this obligation to be void else to 
remain in full force and_ virtue. 
Signed and acknowledged in the pre- 
sence of —————. 


(Signed) 
Saml Clemens Saml Hancock.” 


Goggin is still a familiar name in 
Bedford county, and so is Moorman. 
(Pamela’s mother, Rachel Clark 
Moorman, married Stephen Goggin, 
Jr.) Clemens, however, is less fre- 
quently found. 

Samuel Clemens and Pamela Gog- 
gin were married, and in due time 
Mark Twain’s father, John Marshall 
Clemens, was born. John went to 
Tennessee as a young man, after hav- 
ing previously lived in Kentucky and 
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married Jane Lampton, a belle of the 
backwoods. They had moved on to 
Florida, Missouri, when their son, 
destined to become perhaps the greav- 
est American author up to now, was 
born on November 30, 1835. 

Mark Twain apparently had no in- 
terest in his Virginia ancestry, and I 
have found no trustworthy evidence 
that he ever visited the Goggin home- 
stead in Bedford county. This old 
house, south of Route 122 in the Body 
Camp section, was built by Pamela 
Goggin’s father, Stephen Goggin, who 
had been an officer in the Revolution- 
ary War. He and his wife, Rachel, 
are buried in an unmarked section of 
the old Quaker Baptist Church ceme- 
tery near Chestnut Fork. (The 
church was formerly known as Lower 
Goose Creek meeting house.) Mr. and 
Mrs. Goggin were Quakers. The ori- 
ginal church building was erected 
around 1754 by the Society of Friends 
(Quakers) and was taken over in 
1824 by the Baptists. The church 
building now standing was constructed 
in 1898. As for the Goggin home- 
stead, it was destroyed by fire on April 
21, 1949. Two Negro school teachers 
—Ella and Mose Cunningham—who 
then occupied it lost their lives in the 
flames. 

A year-by-year check of Mark 
Twain’s life indicates that he cannot 
have been in the Commonwealth of 
Virginia more than a handful of 
times. About a year before his death, 
in April, 1909, he accompanied his 
friend and patron, Henry Huddleston 
Rogers, on a tour of inspection of the 
Virginian Railway, which was under 
Rogers’ control. The trip was made 
just after completion of the Virginian 
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UTICA

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line from Norfolk, Virginia to Deep- 
water, West Virginia, and Twain was 
with Rogers at Norfolk. It was 
planned for him to accompany the 
capitalist to Bedford county, where 
there is a town named Huddlestown 
in honor of Mr. Rogers, but Mark be- 
came ill at Norfolk and returned to 
New York. 

All the evidence indicates that 
Mark Twain had little interest in his 
Bedford relatives and cared about 
them less. Mr. Webster has told me 
of finding a letter written by Mark to 
his brother, Orion, in which Orion 
mentioned having learned the Clemens 
family had relatives by the name of 
Goggin in Bedford county. Mark, 
Mr. Webster says, “blew Orion up for 
digging up relatives for him when he 
was busy. He said he didn’t want 
any more relatives—he already had 
more than he wanted. After pitching 
into Orion for a page or two he said 
he wasn’t mad—yet—but would be on 
any further provocation.” 

Concerning the Bedford county 
Samuel Clemens, Dixon Wecter said 
that “he popped up out of nowhere 
to marry Pamela, then disappeared.” 
There is no record in the Bedford 
clerk’s office of the names of Samuel 
B. Clemens’ parents or how long he 
had been living in the county when he 
married Mark’s grandmother.’ It is 
established that Twain’s father was 
the oldest of Samuel and Pamela’s five 
children and that he was only seven 
or eight when his father died. That 
made him the male head of the fami- 
ly, and a tradition exists that he 
worked as a very young man in a 
Lynchburg iron manufactory. 

At one time, the obscure Samuel B. 
Clemens owned at least ten slaves. 
After living in Bedford and Campbell 
counties, Virginia, he moved to Mason 
county, West Virginia, in or about 
1803, and is believed to have died 
there in 1805 or 1806 when he was 
crushed in a_ house-raising. And 
that’s about all known today of the 
paternal grandfather of Mark Twain. 
He died before cameras were in- 
vented, so no photos of him exist.

After Sam- 
uel’s death she remarried. Her second 
husband was Simon Hancock, brother 
of the Samuel Hancock who had 
signed Clemens’ marriage bond. An 
able researcher, Mrs. Pinkney Varble, 
of Covington, Kentucky, has written 
to me: 

“The marriage between ‘Permelia’ 
Clemens and Simon Hancock occurred 
May 20, 1809, in Adair county, Ken- 
tucky, with Robert ‘Traubie (of the 
famous Hugenot family) signing the 
bond with Simon. FPamela’s brother 
and sister were living there and so 
was S.mon Hancock. Famela went 
out from Virginia to marry her old 
sweetheart. He probabiy proposed by 
letter. The valuab.e old paper was 
unearthed last year in the Court 
House of Adair county by Mrs. Ruth 
Paul Burdette, a genealogist of 
Columbia, Kentucky.” (rior to the 
discovery of the marriage bond, it 
had been commonly believed that 
Pamela’s second husband was Samuel 
Hancock.) 

Mrs. Varble also wrote: 

“It is interesting to note that Simon 
Hancock and ‘vamela’ had a family 
of their own. They named their first 
son Samuel! Was he not sentimenta!- 
ly named, one wonders, for Samuel 


Clemens, Pamela’s first husband, that #* 


unfortunate young man who died so 
tragicaily? 
“Additional children were Pamela 





and Mary Ann (Polly) 
These two girls married consecutively 
(death making it legal) an English 
schoolmaster, William H. Saunders, 
who came to Adair county and opened 
an academy on the _ thousand-acre 
Simon Hancock plantation. One of 
these marriages (there is cont ntion 
about which one) produced Xanthippe 
Saunders, a girl child who grew up to 
be ‘Tip’ Saunders, the portrait paint- 
er. Some of her paintings hang in 
the galleries of the Kentucky His- 
torical Society, at Frankfort... .” 

Incidentally, the Bedford county 
deed book contains a record of Samuel 
and Pamela Clemens selling 93 acres 
of land on June 27, 1803, to Samuel 
Hancock. Also on file in the court- 
house is the will of Pamela’s grand- 
father, Thomas Moreman or More- 
men (he spelled it both ways), writ- 
ten on July 22, 1768, and entered for 


Hancock. §}<) 





probate, after his death, on November 
25, 1766. The old gentleman had 
three daughters and seven sons, be- 
sides his widow to whom he left hi 
plantation for her lifetime, some 
money and five slaves. Most of the 
sons also received a “Horse and Sadl 
(his spelling), a Feather Bed an 
Furniture,” in addition to land and 
other bequests. The daughters wer 
given slaves, furniture and smal 
sums of money. 

It is interesting to know that Mar 
Twain’s elder sister was name 
Pamela, in honor of her grandmother 
Her daughter, Annie, married Charle 
L. Webster, who was Twain’s partne 
in a book publishing venture, Anni 
became the mother of Samuel Web 
ster, in whose home she died abou 
two years ago, aged almost 100. 4

In a New Testament printed in 
Cerman in Philadelphia in 1844 are 
four lithographs depicting biblical 
scenes, all signed “Huddy.” The 
frontispiece bears the date “1844,” 
The title page reads:

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THE THREE B’S 


A Short Lesson in Metal Composition 
By GRACE KALER 


In music, we speak of the three 
B’s — Rach, Beethoven and Brahms. 
In art metals. there might be grouped 
with Brass and Bronze. a_ lesser 
known and almost forgotten alloy, 
Britannia Metal. 


Brass—An alloy having copper (60- 
90%) and zine (10-48%) as the 
essential components. The relative 
proportions of copper and zinc vary 
according to the purpose and color 
desired. Brass will assimilate a 
number of color effects, as blue, 
black, verd antique and _ other 
shades of green. The word “brass” 
probably connotes more names for 
different combinations of copper 
and zinc than does any other single 
metal term for any group of re- 
lated allovs. Some of the many 
designations given at various times 
are as follows: 

Hard Yellow Brass, which may be 
wrought when cold. contains about 
70% copper and 30% zinc. 

Red Brass—80% copper and 20% 
zine. 

Brass Wire, which must be tenacious 
and soméwhat ductile, contains 
70% copper, a small amount of 
lead and the remainder zinc. 

Cast Brass—from 30 to 40% zinc— 
although the best proportion is 
65% copper and 35% zinc. The 
particular usage for which the 
metal is intended determines the 
proportion of one metal to the 
other. 

Dutch Metal—copper, 80-85%; zinc, 
lb-20%, is used as a substitute for 
gold leaf and, in the Netherlands, 
especially for gilding ornaments. 

Mannheim Goid—copper, 75%; zinc, 

25%. resembles gold. 

Muntz Metai—copper, 60-6590; zinc, 
35-49%. is employed for making 
machine parts. 

Pinchbeck—copper, 85%-90%; zinc, 
10-15%. uamed for its inventor, 
Christopher Pinchbeck, who invented 
it in 1732 for use in making 
watches and clocks, also resembles 
gold. 


The history of brass is so closely 
linked to that of bronze that it is 
difficult to disassociate the two. 
Much which in the past has been con- 
sidered bronze might on analysis 
prove to be brass. 


BRONZE—-Bronze is a metal, with a 
high tensile strength. There is no 
single formula for bronze. One 
might suggest a formula of 90% 
copper and 10% tin as a norm for 


bronze, understanding that it is 
possible to vary the proportion of 
copper to other metals and the 
basic 10% for tin mav be divided 
among a variety of other non-fer- 
rous metals. A number of bronzes, 
Western and Oriental, as well as 
prehistoric and more modern, have 
been analyzed and the great major- 
itv of them contained from 80% 
to 90% copper. Although a basis of 
copper is essential to the compo- 
sition of bronze, the remainder of 
the alloy generally consists of 
greatly varying proportions of tin, 
lead and zinc, with traces of other 
metals. Tin is more often used with 
copper. but lead adds fluidity to 
the allov. while zinc does not so 
readily oxidize as the tin. Modern 
French foundries use an alloy of 
90% copper. 6.5% zine and 3.5% 
lead for sculpture castings, with 
sometimes even higher percentages 
of zinc, to produce a softer, more 
easily worked alloy. In modern 
work and some Mediaeval work, it 
would be difficult to make a sharp 
distinction between bronze and 
brass 


The natural color of new bronze is 
a rich gold. Modern taste prefers its 
bronze darker to such an extent that 
most people today think of bronze as 
naturally brown. The high copper 
content of bronze makes it possible to 
give it a finish or patina in a greater 
variety of colors than can be achieved 
in anv other metal. Copper com- 
pounds give manv variations of blue, 
green, red, black and brown. These 
colors are produred bv treating the 
surface with various chemicals. 

The versatility and fiexibilitv of 
bronze as a material for sculpture are 
amazing. Because of the tensile 
strength of the metal, a greater va- 
riety of forms can be created. Bronze 
can be shaped into the holdest mass, 
or it can be worked in the most deli- 
cate manner on even a miniature 
scale. The further versatilitv of 
bronze is evident in the surfaces that 
ean be achieved. Thev may be smooth 
and flowing, with sharn clear edgss, 
or they may accurately record the 
traces of the sculptor’s fingers on 
the wet clay or pliable wax. 

Surfaces of bronze shapes may also 
be decorated with incised lines or 
with reliefs of any height. The 
Chinese have perhaps expluited this 
possibility of the material inost fuily 
in their ceremonial vessels. 

In permanence, in workability, in 
tensile strength, in fluidity, in a 
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variety of forms and surfaces, there 

is no material for sculpture as versa- 

tile as bronze. 

Britannia Metal—A white alloy which 
contained no iead, superseding 
ordinary pewter, for tableware. Ag 
first made, in the middle of the 
18th century, Britannia metal wa 
strictly first-grade pewter. Al- 
though there were many variation; 
of the proportions, tin 85%, anti: 
mony 10%, zinc 3% and copper 
2% was a standard composition, 
Rismuth was also used at times 
It later changed its pewter-like 
character and adapted itself to the 
new factorv methods of manufac 
ture. Britannia could be spun more 
readily than pewter; it can be elec 
tronlated.

Storytellers Extraordinary are the 
group of French 18th century printed 
cottons which were recently on view 
at The Art Institute of Chicago. 
Minus the textured intricacies of 
silken brocades, they nevertheless 
are dramatic. Like Scheherazade, 
they have a thousand and one stories 
to relate, no less fascinating than the 
“Arabian Nights” that once cast an 
ineluctable spell over a cruel sultan, 
saving a queen’s life. 

The historical tale is perhaps the 
most significant recording made on 
cotton. A visit of Louis XVI, King 
of France, to Cherbourg in 1784 to 
nspect the harbor fortifications is 
sommemorated by one of these old 
orints. Printed in Nantes between 
i785 and 1790, the cotton was one of 
several historical prints in the dis- 
olay.

These 
restrictive laws, which had been in 
ferce in France since 1687, had been 
passed through the influence of the 
silk manufacturers, who were being 
ruined by the craze for the simpler 
ectton fabrics. 


— A COUNTRY SAMPLER — 


When an 1860 farmer took a wife, he also could count on getting some- 
one handy with the needle. After all the britches were patched, and the 
spinning wheel had come to a temporary halt, the needlework was next for 
her to take up. 

Some such pattern must have been followed by the farm woman who 
made the sampler we see here, signed “R C”. This piece is known to have 
been designed and worked around 1860 in Schoharie (New York) County, 
near the town of Broome. The comely hodgepodge of figures worked into 
the piece would indicate the needlewoman was used to having a small 
menagerie in her midst — a minimum of four cats, rooster, at least four 
birds, a horse and a dog appear in her work. Aside from the barnyard 
influence, there is a fireman with a broom and ladder, and two pickaninnies 
on a seesaw. 

Botany also shares in the sampler’s plot in the form of roses, fuchsia, 
pansies and the towering sunflower. Familiar household objects are also 
depicted: meerschaum pipe, violin, candlestick. goblet, and the master’s cane 
(or is it a shepherd’s crook?) in the mouth of the dog. ;

In 1929, Mr. James F. Ballard, 
noted New York rug_ connoisseur, 
presented to the city Art Museum of 
St. Louis, Missouri, sixty-nine rugs 
from his famous collection. He had 
acquired these rugs largely from 
other collections and dealers, and 
travelled more than 30,000 miles 
over various parts of the world. 
Twenty of these rugs form an ex- 
hibit circulated around our country’s 
museums by The American Feder- 
ation of Arts. 

In the group are excellent examples 
from Persia, Central Asia, The Cau- 
casus, Asia Minor and Turkey, rang- 
ing from the XVI century to the XIX 
century. 

In Mr. Ballard’s opinion, “The most 
interesting things that could be 
formed into a collection are early 
Oriental rugs; first, because of the 
extreme beauty of the colors and de- 
signs; second, because of their sym- 
bolic importance; and third, on ac- 
count of their historical and religious 
significance.” Above on the left, we 
have a Ghiordes prayer rug of the 
XVIII century, and next, there appears 


a Betrothal rug, both examples of 
customs belonging to ancient cultures. 

Oriental rugs, irrespective of their 
origin, may be divided into two main 
groups: luxurious court rugs, such as 
the extremely handsome medallion 
rug shown at the right, and peasant 
rugs, including those of the Nomads. 
The court patronage was a decisive 
factor in the manufacture of rugs, 
and popular rugs were often copies 
of the more elegant court designs, 
though they do not neglect their own 
typical, age-old patterns. 

The Ballard exhibition includes 
several fine examples of XVI and 
XVIII century Persian rugs. The 
elegance and richness of the designs 
and color combinations achieved by 
the court weavers of the Shah Tah- 
masp (1524-1576) equal the finest 
miniature paintings of that period. 
The variety of rugs woven in wool 
or silk was enormous. According to 
design, we distinguish Medallion rugs, 
compartment rugs, animal and hunt- 
ing rugs, floral rugs and prayer rugs. 
The various rug weaving centers 
such as Tabriz, Kashan, Ispahan and

The Germania 
Exchange Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


In arriving at the selection of the 
mechanical bank which ranks in sixth 
position, again we are confronted 
with one of which there is _ little 
known as to actual origin, namely, 
the Germania Exchange Bank. 

As is the case with some other top 
banks, there is no definite proof as to 


who manufactured or designed the 
bank, and again there is no patent in- 
formation to trace. There are, how- 
ever, certain salient features, such as 
the goat which is made in lead or 
white metal, and the general char- 
acteristics of the Germania Bank that 
would lead one to the top bank de- 
signer, namely Mr. Charles Bailey. It 
is known that Bailey made the Bis- 
mark Bank and this consists of a cast 
iron pig with a lead or white metal 
firure of Bismark popping out of the 
pig’s back. Also, since Mr. Bailey

So far all banks shown in these ar- 
ticles have been in original condition 
with no repairs. The bank pictured 
here has had some slight repairs 
made to the horns and une of the 
brackets hoiaing the barrel. It might 
be well to point out here that in the 
case of rare banks, minor repairs of 
this nature do not greatly atfect the © 
value. The bank is painted in pnght 
colors, the barrel being tan with red 
striping, the bracket feet are red, and 
the goat is painted in a realistic way 
with black tail and horns. To operate 
the bank, the coin is placed in the 
goat’s tail, then the handle on the 
spigot is turned. This causes the 
goat to rise on its hind legs, the coin 
automatically drops into the bank, 
and the goat stands up holding a gold 
mug in its two front paws. 

For sometime there has existed a 
story that this particular bank was 
made years ago in celebration of a 
brewery party that was held at a 
hotel in St. Louis, Missouri. How- 
ever, it is definitely the writer’s opin- 
ion that this was actually a mechan- 
ical bank manufactured for sale in 
stores, the same as the other mechan- 
ical banks. Some proof of this is 
brought out by the fact that the speci- 
men owned by Mr. L. C. Hegerty is 
painted differently than that in the 
writer’s collection. The barrel and 
the supporting brackets on his speci- 
men are japanned or lacquered and it 
was definitely painted this way ori- 
ginally. The painting on the Ger- 
mania bank in Dr. Corby’s collection 
is identical to that in the writer’s col- 
lection. Had this bank been manu- 
factured for any particular occasion 
as a one-time proposition all of them 
undoubtedly would have been painted 
alike. Then, too, had this bank been 
made for a special occasion to adver- 
tise a brewery, there would have been 
some other wording on the bank other 
than “Germania Exchanve Rank”, 
such as the name of the brewery or 
its product. 

It is interesting to note that in 
Pittsburgh, Pennsvlvania, there ex- 
isted a Germania Savings Bank which 
was organized April 8, 1870 and went 
out of existence sometime in 1919. 
This bank originated through Ger- 
man-American extraction and could 
conceivably have some bearing on the 
manufacture and naming of the Ger- 
mania Exchange mechanical bank. 

There are four of these banks 
known to exist in private collections.

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Inventions Background 


Though the invention of the incan- 
descent lamp is attributed by popular 
opinion and the decision of the courts 
to Thomas A. Edison, there were 
many experiments made before it was 
patented by Edison on January 27, 
1880. Some believe the first incan- 
descent electric light was made and 
used in 1840 by William Robert 
Grove, and in 1845 the following de- 
scription appeared in a magazine: “A 
coil of platinum wire is attached to 
two copper wires, the lower parts of 
which, or those most distant from the 
platinum, are well varnished; these 
are fixed erect in a glass of distilled 
water and another cylindrical glass, 
closed at the upper end, is inverted 
over them, so that its open mouth 
rests on the bottom of the former 
glass; the projecting ends of the cop- 
per wires are connected with a voltaic 
battery (two or three pairs of the 
nitric acid combination), and _ the 
ignited wire now gives a steady light. 
Instead of making the wires pass 
through the water, they may be fixed 
to metallic caps well luted to the 
necks of a glass globe.” 


In 1845 August King patented an i 
incandescent lamp in England. He | 


also acted as agent for the American 
inventor Starr, and the lamp became 


known as the Starr-King lamp. And | 


in 1859 Moses G. Farmer illuminated 
his house in Salem, Massachusetts, by 
a series of subdivided electric lights. 
In 1877 William E. Sawyer applied 


for a patent for an electric and en- [| 


gineering system and after he entered 
into a partnership with Albon Man in 
January 1878, the Sawyer-Man lamp 
was produced. All this activity re- 
sulted in Edison’s invention and there 
was some controversy between Edison 
with Sawyer and Man so a decision 
had to be made by the United States 
Court of Appeals. 

The first steam engine was made by 
Hero and exhibited in Alexandria in 
the year 150 B.C. It was known as 
the “aeolipile’” and was of the rotary

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A Virginia Steam Car of the Eighties

I am more experienced at writing 
about pioneer recording artists than 
old-time automobiles. In fact, I have 
never owned a car and _haven’t 
learned to drive. But I do feel that 
a fellow townsman of mine in Roa- 
noke, Virginia, shouldn’t be over- 
looked when early “horseless car- 
riages” are discussed. 

I’m thinking of 88-year-old L. E. 
Pagenhardt, who, with his brother, 
the late L. C. Pagenhardt, built what 
was probably the first motor vehicle 
that ever struggled over the muddy 
Virginia roads of the middle 1880’s. 
The story of this ancient “Surrey 
with the fringe on top” goes back to 
1884 when OI’ Dobbin ruled what may 
be loosely termed the highways of 
that period, and the average Ameri- 
can would have been strictly from 
Missouri if you had told him the day 
would come when the nation would be 
blessed—if that’s the word—with mil- 
lions upon millions of vehicles not 
drawing their motive power from 
horses. 

Mr. Pagenhardt, a retired Norfolk 
and Western Railway worker, and his

older brother were then living at 
Riley’s Water Station in the Shenan- 
doah Valley. The brothers had their 
own machine repair shop near the old 
Shenandoah Valley Railroad line at 
White Post, Virginia. They decided 
it would be fun to build a machine 
that would run without a horse. Un- 
like the Wright brothers half a gen- 
eration later, they didn’t experiment 
with flying. And it didn’t occur to 
them to develop something powered 
by gasoline. Instead, they went to 
work and turned out a “steamer,” 
some ten years or so before the once- 


derided “gasoline buggies’ came 
along. 
The steam carriage worked. The 


Pagenhardt boys—the surviving 
brother was only about 20 at the time 
—used the apparatus for a couple of 
years and had photographs made be- 
fore they sold the machine to a man 
in Ohio and lost track of it. They 
took long trips through Virginia, 
West Virginia, Maryland and Ohio, 
and measured mileage by pecks of 
coal. Mr. Pagenhardt says the car 
could make 100 miles on three pecks.

of Roanoke, Virginia, photographed in 1886, when he was 2 
beside a steam car built by his brother, L. C. Pagenhardt, and himself. 
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Given what then passed for a good 
road, and Dizzy Lizzie scorched the 
earth at 35 miles an hour. On the 
prevailing bad roads, speeds ranged 
from 18 to 20 miles. Mr. Pagenhardt 
doesn’t think anybody ever yelled 
“Get a horse!” but he says crowds 
lined up to watch the steam-puffing 
monstrosity go by. And drivers of 
horse-drawn vehicles had to get out 
and hold their animals until the steam 
car puffed out of sight. 

The Pagenhardt Steamer was good 
at hill climbing. Says its builder: 
“We could climb anything where there 
was a sign of a road.” 

For those who won’t be satisfied 
without technicalities, Virginia’s first 
automobile had a boiler 15 inches in 
diameter and 27 inches high. The 
boiler contained 59 one-inch flues and 
normally operated with 125 pounds of 
steam pressure. The cylinder had a 
four-inch bore and a four-and-half- 
inch stroke and turned a flywheel at 
1,200 revolutions per minute. The fly- 
wheel was attached to the rear axle 
by a chain drive, and the axle had a 
differential that permitted the car to 
go around curves without the wheels 
slipping. There was a 21-gallon 
water tank, with ejector, beneath the 
front seat. If the water ran low a 
hose could be thrown into a well or 
stream. This forced additional water 
into the tank. 

The steel-rimmed and steel-spoked 
wheels were plenty large—built that 
way to take the measure of the ruts 
and rocks that were feature attrac- 
tions of nineteenth century roads. 
Acetylene lights were provided for 
night driving. Safety devices in-

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ABOUT PAPER DOLLS 


By CLARA HALLARD FAWCETT 


“A very pretty invention,” the 
paper doll—so said a 1791 advertise- 
ment tor paper dolls, the earlicst set 
known to be printed. But the earliest 
set must have been made_ long 
before 1791 you may question. Paper 
dolls are nearly as old as the inven- 
tion of paper. True, there were paper 
dolls of a sort as early as the thir- 
teenth century, but they were merely 
paper figures, not dress manikins as 
we know them. Marco Polo in 1280 
spoke of paper funeral images in 
China, and a paper figure that was 
rubbed on the body in a purification 
ceremony, after which the effigy was 
thrown into the river, the sins of the 
person so treated supposedly floating 
away with the tide. (This might bea 
suggestion for anyone wanting a con- 
venient method of disposing of sin, 
but please, if there is a collector in 
the house, do not use a treasured 
item.) 

The paper doll that we know to- 
day, one with separate dress which 
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may be taken off the figure and re- 
placed by another, had its beginnings 
in England and was first advertised 
in a French publication, the Journal 
der Moden, in 1791, as follows: “A 
new and very pretty invention is the 
so-called English doll which we have 
lately received from London. It is 
properly a toy for little girls, but is 
so pleasing and tasteful that mothers 
and grown women will likely also 
want to play with it, the more since 
good and bad taste in dress or coif- 
fure can be observed, and so to speak, 
studied. The doll is a young female 
figure cut out of stout cardboard. It 
is about eight inches high, has simply 
curled hair, and is dressed in under- 
clothing and corset. With it go six 
complete sets of tastefully designed 
dresses and head-dresses which are 
cut out of paper. .. . The whole thing 
comes in a neat paper envelope which 
can be easily carried in a hand-bag 
or workbox to give amusement at 
parties or to children.”

Since that time there have been 
many variations of the “English doll.” 
Those who have followed the trend 
of the paper doll in this country know 
that there are paper dolls with sleep- 
ing eyes, real hair, “magic” clothes 
which do not need tabs to keep them 
on, “round-abouts,” “walking” and 
otherwise activated paper dolls. It is 
interesting to see the number of per- 
sons who pour over patents in the 
Patent Office at Washington, D.C., 
evidently with the purpose of watch- 
ing for old patents which have ex- 
pired and which might be used again 
with suitable changes. It was at the 
Patent Office that the writer dis- 
covered that “walking” paper dolls, 
“round-abouts” and others that we 
think of as entirely modern were first 
patented in the last century. 

Collectors of today, however, are, 
for the most part, far more interested 
in the era of the quaint bustle, the 
wide, billowy skirt, the pantalet, the 
doll which tells a story or a portrait 
doll of some well-known person of 
long ago, than they are in the modern 
doll. it may be true that portrait 
paper dolls of today are sought after 
especially by those who have an eye 
to the future, but this certainly is 
true of the portrait paper doll of an 
earlier period. Most collectors in this 
field would give an eye tooth to have 
a’set of the original Jenny Lind paper 
doll, not to mention Fanny Elssler, 
famous dancer of the 1830’s and the 
1840’s, Victoria, England’s great 
queen of the last century, and other 
notables in paper doll form which 
were the delight of youngsters of 
yesteryear. Many of these dolls are

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included in a book by the writer en-

One has to get dates from 
he advertising on the back of doll 
oiders mentioning at least one doll 
whose publication date has been estab- 
ished. 

On the back of the paper doll 
oider containing “Goody Two-Shoes,” 
he “Fourth-Series’’ mentioned above, 
is advertised as follows: “Fourth 
series—9 Kinds... Susie’s Pets, (il- 
ustrated in. the new book on paper 
lcils) Clara, Bride, Susan Lee, Emma 
nd Etty, Grace Lee, Nellie, American 
ady, Cinderella. 

‘This series is the best of them all, 
nd that is saying a great deal but, 
ve think when you have seen the 
Jolls, you will agree with us. First 
n the list stands Susie and her pets. 
ow pleased little Susie looks as she 
ppears with her little dog in her 
rms, but the dog is not her only pet; 
rou have only to put another dress on,

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Old English Sporting Buttons 


The button collector often decides 
to specialize after an introduction to 
the hobby which usually involves the 
acquisition of a little bit of every- 
thing. Everything, that is, except the 
more expensive buttons. These, the 
beginner usually believes, give him too 
few buttons for too much money. 
However, this feeling passes and a 
new. belief takes over after the value 
of buttons is better understood. 

A coin collection is valued more for 
its specialization than for the great 
number of coins in it. Gold coins are

not too plentiful, but just a few will 
add prestige to the collections which 
.they grace. The same standard ap- 
plies to buttons. The acquisition of 
a few of the rarer, choice buttons in 
a specialized field is more desirable 
than hundreds or even thousands of 
mediocre examples. 

It is through growth in under- 
standing that one guides his collection 
from quantity to quality. The first 
experience of finding many different 
varieties helps the collector to even- 
tually realize what specific buttons ap- 


peal to him the most. Through special- 
ization he learns the slignt varia- 
tions in values of different buttons 
and the collection itself takes on an 
added worth because of the association 
of similar buttons carefully arranged 
and catalogued together. 

It is not easy to predict which but- 
tons will become more valuable as 
time goes by, but one should not think 
so much of his investment for the 
future as the pleasure he derives from 
the buttons in the present. English 
sporting buttons are among the spe-

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cialized groups which offer an inviting 
field to the collector looking around 
for something a little bit different 
but not, at tne moment, too scarce or 
expensive. 

Fox-hunting, during the past two 
hundred years, was perhaps the most 
typical of ail British national sports. 
Because of the great amount of 
money involved in the upkeep of the 
stables, a pack of hounds, firearms, 
and riding habits, hunting was in- 
dulged in mostiy by gentlemen of 
weaith; though even the poorest man 
took pride in it as a national institu- 
tion. 

After the feudal system had given 
way to privately owned farms, it was 
necessary to get permission to cross 
the land belonging to each farmer 
over whose land the hunt was going 
to run. This was usually accom- 
plished because even the small faim- 
ers were proud to‘have a part in the 
hunt and enjoyed the thrili of watch- 
ing the running of the hounds and 
the picturesque field of riders in scar- 
let and black. lt was the bright at- 
tire which added a viv.d gaiety to 
the sport, and each riding habit was 
impeccable down to the last button. 

The stag, the hare, and the otter 
were all hunted before the fox became 
the supreme quarry. The fox was 
cunning, speedy, and elusive and this 
added zest to the excitement of the 
hunt. In the eighteenth century, fox- 
hunting began to assume an organized 
form under sporting squires and coun- 
try g.ntiemen who spent their entire 
leisurely life in riding and hunting. 
On their own lands they maintained 
stables of fine horses, kept packs of 
fox-hounds, and had from one to 
scores of hunters who lived on the 
grounds and rode with them almost 
daily. 

One gentleman kept thirty hunts- 
men who dressed in tawney coats. It 
is readily seen that with thirty men 
as a nucleus for a hunt and many 
more joining in for special occasions, 
hundreds of buttons would be re- 
quired for their clothing. This was 
only one of many hunts taking place 
all over the land, day in and day out, 
year after year. 


Various English button firms made 
the sporting buttons including Allen 
and Moore. The last named firm 
made more than three thousand dif- 
ferent dies for sporting buttons dur- 
ing the three years from 1848 to 1851. 

Just one hundred years ago, a con- 
temporary writer declared, “The most 
interesting and beautiful buttons of 
all depend on the skill of men em- 
ployed elsewhere, the die-sinkers.” 
(Their work was usually the making 
of dies for coins and medals). . “There 
is a series of stamped buttons gilt or 
silvered, which one may go and see 
as one would so many pictures—that 
sort of badge called sporting buttons. 
Members of a hunt or of any sport- 
ing association distinguished them- 
selves by wearing these pretty minia- 
ture pictures; here a covey of par- 
tridges with almost every feather in- 
dicated in the high finish; there a 
hound clearing a hedge; now a group 
of huntsmen and pack; and again a

fishing net meshing the prey, or the 
listening stag or bounding fawn. 

“in these small specimens of art 
the details are as curious a composi- 
tion as skiltul, the life of the living 
as vivid and the aspect of the dead as 
faithful as if the designer were busy 
on a wine-cup for a king instead of 
a button for a sporting badge. Here 
there must be a dead ground; there 
a touch of burnish; here a plain 
ground but there a piaiaed or rauiat- 
ing one; but everywhere the most per- 
tect lunisn that taient and care can 
give. 

“There is surely something charm- 
ing in seeing the smallest things done 
so thoroughly as if to 1emind the 
careiess tnat whatever is worth doing 
at ail is worth doing well. We no 
longer wonder as we did, that the but- 
ton branch is one of the most ad- 
vanced in the business of the die- 
sinker and medallist. 

“rhink of the skill in animal draw- 
ing required for the whole series of 
sporting buttons—from the red deer 
to the snipe! Think of the varieties 
of horses and dogs besides the game! 
For crest buttons, the lions and other 
animais are odd and untrue enough; 
but, out of the range of heraldry, all 
must be perfect pictures. And then, 
the word ‘pictures’ reminds us of the 
exquisite copies of paintings which 
the die-sinker makes. 

“There is a venerable man living 
in Birmingham who has seen four 
generations and watched their pro- 
gress in art; and he it is, we are told, 
—Mr. Lines, now above eighty, who 
has ‘finished’ (that is, discovered and 
trained) more designers than anv- 
bodv else ” 

Besides the horses and dogs, the 
red deer, snipe, partridges, and other 
subjects mentioned above that were 
pictured on these  uttons, there were 
also wild boars, elephants, lions, hunt- 
ing horns, powder horns, and dozens 
of other similar appropriate pictures 
or designs. 

In 1852 Messrs. Allen and Moore 
had one thousand dies in stock worth 
from ten shillings to twenty-four shil- 
lings each, A single die might occupy 
one man a month in making it, while 
another artist, more talented or with 
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more experience, could do it in two 
or three days. Fashions in sporting 
buttons passed quickly, some remain- 
ing in style for only a few weeks or 
even a few days! 

It is interesung to note the man- 
ner in wnich the designs were devel- 
oped. Some were carved tirst from 
wax and aiways in reverse. ‘lnis was 
de:cate, painstaking work. As the art- 
ist progressed witn the carving he 
tried out tne design by making im- 
pressions in red clay. Some of the 
buttons were sterung Stives, olners 
were finished in guit. Their size 
varied, but a good average for most 
of tne Lnglish sporting buttons was 
one and one-eighth inches in diameter. 

The steel die for stamping sport- 
ing or livery buttons was a biock of 
metai four or five incues in height 
and sligutly smatier at tne top than 
at the bottom. A contempo.ary re- 
port describes it as being “soit steel 
in the center surrounded by iron, to 
prevent its ciacking by expansion 
under the treatment it is to be sub- 
jected to. ‘Ine bar of iron is wound 
around the steel wnen hot and weided 
to it, and tnus it comes Irom the 
forge, rough and dirty. ‘tne steel 
Suilace ac the top is then polished; 
tne artist sketches his subject upon 
it from tne drawing befo.e ium with 
a pencil. When he is satisned with 
the drawing he begins to engrave. He 
rests his graver (a sharp po.nt of 
Stee!) across another graver, anu cuts 
away very gentiy for it is ai.ways easy 
to cut away more, but impossible to 
restore the most minute cp wnen the 
stroke has gone too deep. tie Keeps 
beside him a lump of red clay, which 
he now and then lays upon tne work, 
knocking it down smartiy tnrough 
a frame which keeps it in shape; 
and thus he has presentea to nim 
his work in relief and can judge 
of its effect so far. Littie brush-s in 
frames are also at hand, waerewith 
to brush away particies of steel, oil, 
and ail dirt. When the engiaving is 
done the most anxious process of all 
begins. ‘The steel must be hardened. 
The block is heated to a crimson heat 
—not to a ‘scaly heat,’ but a moderate

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THE OLD HOUSE 


By ETHEL HALL BJERKOE 


If you live in an old house in New 
England or in some other part of our 
country which was early settled, you 
will doubtless understand what I 
mean. If you live in a new house or 
one with but a few years back of it, 
you will probably believe I have a 
very fertile imagination. However, I 
assure you that an old house which 
has seen a couple of centuries pass, 
has a soul and a very sensitive one. 
It judges its owners and either wel- 
comes them or makes them very con- 
scious of its disapproval. 

My house in Connecticut is well 
over two hundred years old. For 
some ten years we passed it every 
time we drove from New York City 
to Portland, Maine. It sat withdrawn 
behind its long white picket fence, 
nestling close to the ground among 
its stately trees. It was very proud 
and yet kindly, too, like a gracious, 
well-mannered lady. Whenever we 
passed it, either on our way to Maine 
or on our return, a slight pang of 
covetousness pierced my heart. And 
yet, I am not one to covet another’s 
possessions. The pang, however, was 
slight, because I realized the old 
house had been in the same family 
for many generations. Then, too, it 
required much money to buy such a 
place; at least much more than we 
had at the moment. Often, however, 
we figured the distance between the 
village where this old house stood 
and New York City, wondering if it 
might be possible to live so far from 
the place where we had a small niche 
in the economic set-up which enabled 
us to earn a very necesary income. 
But always we realized our longing 
was unreasonable. 

After some years, we found we 
could purchase a small place nearby 
for weekends and holidays. Even 
though this was not in the same vil- 
lage with our beloved house, it was 
possible for us to see it almost every 
week. For several years it remained 
aloof and haughty, unapproachable, 
probably because the owners were 
somewhat haughty and unapproach- 
able. Then, suddenly, one day the 
windows were shuttered. Our hearts 
became sad as we saw the old place 
abandoned, dejected and _ forlorn. 
Month after month it became sadder 
and more lonely. The gardens were 
unkempt and wanton. As autumn ad- 
vanced, the golden leaves of the big 
maples fell slowly around the build- 


ing, as if offering tender protection 
against the coming snows, but with 
the heavy rains of late fall and the 
first small accumulations of snow, the 
elements seemed to glory in mocking 
its loneliness. The heavy snows of 
winter offered some kindly protection 
but without much friendliness because 
they drifted at the will of the gusty 
winds, blocking pathways and isolat- 
ing more completely the sad old place. 
And thus, several years passed while 
the deserted old house sat brooding 
and waiting. 

Meantime, our little place in the 
nearby town had responded to much 
hard work into a comfortable, con- 
venient and lovely country home. We 
had spent so much energy and money 
on this house, that weary and some- 
what disillusioned about restoring old 
houses generally, we vowed never 
again to undertake the converting of 
another into a home. But we did not 
forget the deserted homestead in the 
other village, and we never ceased to 
covet it. 

And then it happened! It was a 
dreary, soggy March Sunday. We 
kept close to the blazing fire in the 
large living room we had contrived 
from three small rooms. Some 
friends dropped in and we chatted 
over the tea cups. One asked “Did 
you know the Homestead is for sale?” 
My heart did a somersault. Could it 
be possible that after all these years 
of longing, there was some way in 
which we could own that house? The 
thought that someone else might have 
the opportunity of bringing it back to 
a home was intolerable. And yet, 
what could we do? 

Somehow, I have always found that 
if it is right for one to have some- 
thing or to do something, the way 
opens. And thus it did in regard to 
buying the house. On the day follow- 
ing that on which we had heard it 
was for sale, we had gone down to 
look it over. If it had appeared de- 
jected and forlorn from the outside, 
how much sadder it was within! The 
paint was peeling from the ceilings. 
Paper was hanging in strips from the 
walls. Dust lay thick over all the 
floors and window-ledges. The win- 
dow-panes were grimy with dirt and 
cobwebs. Mice scurried lazily at our 
approach and the murky light from 
our flashlights cast no glamor over 
the scene. It seemed a hopeless task to 
make this into the home we had 








dreamed of, especially since we had 
one that filled our every need. But 
the unexplained longing for this par- 
ticular house remained unquenched. I 
slept fitfully that night as I pondered 
and planned. The next morning I 
asked my husband “Would we be silly 
to buy it?” His answer “We would 
be crazy if we didn’t” was character- 
istic. By the end of the week it was 
ours. 

That was many years ago. Have 
we ever been sorry? I do not believe 
I need to answer that. The old house 
has absorbed most of our waking 
thoughts and time and taken a great 
deal of our money but when we come 
home from even a short time away, 
there is a warm welcome, almost 
human, awaiting us. We know that 
we really own this house, that it is 
happy because we have made it into a 
home again, that it has a family to 
protect, 

In the summer time, it seems to 
withdraw into itself since we do not 
need its protection as much as we do 
in the winter, but with the first cold 
of early fall and the log fires blazing 
in its huge fireplaces, it seems to in- 
crease in size and importance. In 
the spring, it becomes saddened as it 
realizes its care will not be needed 
to protect the family from the 
weather. 

It has been interesting to study its 
construction, to recognize its periods 
of growth; here a lean-to, there a 
widening of the end to include the 
old chimney, even a raising of the 
roof. We have studied the huge 
chimney root in the cellar and the 
old pegged framework in the attic. We 
have searched for secret panels, for 
loose boards in the attic that might 
conceal hidden treasure. We have 
studied the doors, some batten, some 
paneled, sometimes both in the same 
room. We have searched the tiny 
windowpanes for scratched names of 
those who lived here long ago and 
have imagined stories about them. We 
adore every handmade latch and 
hinge—hardly two alike in the whole 
house. We have worked over the old 
floor boards, uneven, some loose and 
with wide cracks between from which 
we have carefully and painstakingly 
dug the accumulated dust. 

The first winter in the house was 
very cold, one of the coldest for many 
years. At night, awakened by the 
groaning and thumping of the old 
house through its entire foundation 
from the heavy frost, we shuddered 
with it and hoped morning would soon 
come when the sun’s warmth ‘would 


give it comfort and surcease from its

inventor of the steamboat. William 
Symington, the Scottish engineer and 
inventor, in 1801 built the “Charlotte 
Dundas,” the first steamboat of the 
nineteenth century, and which had a 
double acting Watt engine that trans- 
mitted power by a connecting rod to 
a crank on the paddle-wheel shaft. 
Robert Fulton made a trip on this 
boat which was able to tow two 
barges 1912 miles in six hours. 

In 1804 John Stevens, the most 
celebrated boat builder and engineer 
of his day, constructed a boat on the 
Hudson, driven by the Watt engine, 
and which had the tubular boiler 
that Stevens had invented and pat- 
ented in 1803. 

In 1807 Robert Fulton built the 
“Clermont” which permanently estak- 
lished stcam navigation on the Hud- 
son River between New York and A\i- 
bany. He built an earlier steamboat 
in 1802-03 while studying and living 
in Paris but it had proved to have 
defects in the strength of the hull. 
While in Paris Fulton invented the 
submarine but could not interest any 
of the governments in it. After the 





“Clermont” proved a success he de- 
signed seventeen more steamboats, a 
torpedo boat, and a ferry. 

By many the creation of the 
electro-magnetic telephone is thought 
to be the unique triumph of the nine- 
teenth century. The telegraph and 
railroad can bring the peoples of the 
earth into intimate communication 
but the telephone can bring the fami- 
lies of the world into living contact. 
Prof. Bell’s conception of the tele- 
phone took form in 1874 and his first 
patent was granted in March 1876. 
In 1854 Bourseut had suggested an 
electric telephone, and in 1861 Philip 
Reis devised an electric telephone 
which would transmit musical tones. 
Daniel Drawbaugh of Pennsylvania 
was alleged to have an electric tele- 
phone in 1867 and his claims against 
the Bell interests were fought vigor- 
ously but without success, as was that 
of Elisha Gray who had filed a caveat 
in the United States Patent Office up- 
on the same day that Bell’s applica- 
tion for a patent was made.

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FAVORITE PIONEER 
RECORDING ARTISTS 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 28) 
Charles Pinto, who gave an excellent 
rendition of Toselli’s “Serenade:” 

The tenor explains his fondness for 
Maine, and makes clear the pleasure 
he finds in his present home at 49 
Fairview Avenue, New Providence 
Township, New Jersey, in the fol- 
lowing: 

“I followed my teacher, Bristol, with 
quite a few of his other pupils, to 
Maine for summer study and was solid 
on the idea. This was 1917. I purchased 
a ‘cump’ in Harrison, which I had made 
over into a cottage with two cabins, and 
from which 1 commuted to New York 
and Camden for recording work, and then 
radio programs. When my wite and I 
were married we carried on a sunimer 
school of instruction, to which students 
and teachers came for refresher courses. 
The war ended all that, so in 1946 1 sold 
the place, as we could not spend. sum- 
mers there anv more. Back in 1928 I 
purchased a ‘show place’ in Summit, 
New Jersey, but it was too much for 
me to carry, What with caretakers, etc., 
so that was sold and we came to New 
Providence Township in 1942. Not lik- 
ing that neighborhood. we tinally located 
our present home. which I hought. and 
we moved in on December 17, 1946. the 
rnost comfortable and satisfactory bun- 
galow we've ever been in. We hope we 
ere set for the rest of our lives, as we 
can go to Maine each summer for a 
short stay in another camp.” 

On this buovantlv optimistic note 
let’s dismiss the brilliant tenor and 
lovable gentleman, Charles Harrison, 
and pay our respects to the distaff 
side of the family. Though few record 
collectors suspect it, Mrs. Harrison 
was for several years a recording 
artist of considerable distinction. She 
was in fact, Beulah Gaylord Young, 
who has already been mentioned more 
than once in this article. 

The lady with the beautiful high 
soprano voice recalls that she had an 
audition with Columbia in 1911 and 
made some solo numbers. Like nearly 
evervhody else who worked for 
Columbia. she sang with the Peerless 
Quartet and did duets with Henry 
Burr. She was top soprano of the 
Victoria Ladies’ Quartet when she 
began her recording activities, and 
during an audition the recording 
manager asked if she would like to 
do some solo work. She would — and 
did. 
Then Beulah Gaylord Young heard 
Charles Harrison’s first record. She 
admired his voiee and decided she 
wanted to meet him. That record of 
“Cujas Animam” was an historic disc 
in more than one respect, for it not 
only launched Charles’ Harrison’s 
recording career, but also resulted, 
eventually, in the marriage of Soprano 
Young and Tenor Harrison in 1925. 
Prior to that, however, they had done 
much singing together on records and 
in recitals throughout the East. 

During her active Columbia period, 


Mrs. Harrison was the soprano of the | 


Columbia Mixed Quartet, usually with 
Clara Moister, Harrison and Wieder- 
hold as the other members. These 
singers also ‘were the soloists in the 
Columbia Light Opera Company, to- 
gether with another soprano, Idelle 
Patterson, Frank Croxton and Reed 
Miller. ‘A charming duet by “Young 
and Harrison” is the 1912 Columbia 
record of “Are You Going to Dance?” 


March, 1952 


from “The Count of Luxembourg” 
with “Where the Edelweiss is Bloom- 
ing,” from “Hanky Panky,” sung by 
the soprano, with Henry Burr as her 
partner, on the other side. 

Although Mrs. Harrison recorded 
mostly for Columbia, she was repre- 
sented in the February, 1914, Edisor 
Blue Amberol list with cylinder No. 
2218, “My Chain of Memories,” writ- 
ten by Mrs. Herbert Ingraham in 
memory of her husband, who had won 
prominence during his short life as 
a composer of song hits. The KF ebru- 
ary Edison Phonograph Monthly Re- 
view contained the soprano’s photo, 
one that showed her smiling happily, 
and a biographical note: : 

“Beulah Gaylord Young, for . three 
seasons of the Victoria Ladies’ Quartet, 
is well Known in club, concert and 
church work. She sang for nearly ten 
years in Summit, New Jersey, at the 
Methodist Episcopal Church; at present 
she is soloist at the 33rd Street Collegian 
Baptist Church, New York Citv. Her 
voice is of beautiful quality, perfectly 
placed, and her songs are always ex- 
quisitely rendered. That her records are 
bcund to become favorites seems already 
assured, although she is a newcomer 
to the ranks of Edison artists." 

I have one association concerning 
Mrs. Harrison, whom I have yet to 
meet in person, with which this sketch 
may close. For a good many years 
one of my favorite records has been 
a Columbia of a 1912 Irving Perlin 
success, “Run Home and Tell Your 
Mother.” Jt is sung by Molly Ames, 
soprano, with the Peerless Quartet in 
the refrain. The soprano’s voice is so 
fresh, youthfu! and attractive that on 
first hearing the record I wondered 
who the mysterious Molly Ames could 
be. In my imagination I gave her the 
nickname of “Pretty Molly,” be- 
cause I imagined her to be an ex- 
tremely pretty girl. “Molly Ames” 
made only one record, and I deciced 
that she probably was a now for- 
gotten vaudeville singer who had ex- 
perimented briefly with recording. I 
remember asking the late Albert 
Campbell, the top tenor of the Peer- 
less Quartet. who Molly Ames was, 
and he replied that he couldn’t re- 
member working with anybody by 
such a name. 

Then Charlie Harrison. in returning 
thanks for the “wonderful time’ he 
said he’d had at the John Bieling Day 
party, asked if he might bring his 
wife next time, because she too had 
been a recording artist. “She made 
records,” he casually wrote, ‘under 
the names of Beulah Gaylord Young 
and Molly Ames.” (He might also 
have mentioned, if he had thought of 
it, that they made a Pathé record of 
“Georgia Moon” in 1916 under the 
team name of Charles Harrison and 
Beulah Gaylord — probably the last 
record they sang together). Perhaps 
you can imagine my glee when I 
realized that the mystery of “Molly 
Ames” was a mystery no longer! 

I eagerly looked forward to the 
prospect of seeing not only my friend 
Charlie again, but “Molly Ames” as 
well, in September, 1951. Unfortu- 
nately, it turned out that there was 
no Bieling Day party last year, and I 
have still to meet “Pretty Molly.” 
Perhaps I shall have that privilege in 
1952. I certainly hope so!

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KATE GREENAWAY’S HAMPSTEAD 


Kate Greenaway, whose _illustra- 
tions of “little people” have charmed 
young and old for several gener- 
ations, died at her home, 39 Frognal, 
Hampstead, in metropolitan London, 
on November 6, 1901. On the fiftieth 
anniversary of this date, an exhibi- 
tion of her work was opened to the 
public at the Hampstead Central 
Library, a few blocks from her home, 
now known as “Greenaway House.” 


Hampstead is a residential part of 
London only three miles distant from 
the familiar West End. From Oxford 
Street, it is reached by taking a No. 
2 or No. 13 two-decker bus on Port- 
man Street going north by Regents 
Park and along Finchley Road. The 
fare to Frognal is 4d (or about 5c), 
and this stop is reached in about 20 
minutes. 


When Kate Greenaway moved to 
her new home, in 1885, Hampstead 
was a quiet village in the suburbs. 
The area on the heights, known as 
Frognal, was sparsely settled and 
the road leading to her house from 
Finchley Road was little more than 
a cart-path meandering in a norther- 
ly direction up the hillside toward 
Hampstead Heath. The site was well- 
chosen, for it was high enough on the 
ridge to afford a clear view of more 
populous London in the direction of 
Notting Hill. The “Heath,” with its 
broad fields and pleasing ponds, was 
less than a mile away and a constant 
source of delight. The house, stand- 
ing alone at first, was tentatively 
numbered “50,” but later on, when 
more neighbors arrived, was correctly 
numbered “39.” 


The collection of Greenaway mater- 
ial, which is the proud possession of 
the Hampstead Central Library, was 
presented by John Greenaway, Kate’s 
brother, shortly before his death in 
1938. A summary of this collection 
has been puplished recently in the 
November, 1951, issue of the ‘““Hamp- 
stead Independent Journal.” 

The “Summary of the Greenaway 
Collection” includes most of the well- 
known works of Kate Greenaway with 
many original sketches and proofs.

Books illustrated by her are also in- 
cluded, with some of the proofs. Other 
items include 90 original drawings, 
31 greeting cards with some proofs 
and two holograph letters. 

The exhibition, which was placed 
in the entrance hall of the library, 
was composed of a choice selection 
from the collection arranged in three 
large glass cases. It included the 
large 1884 calendars with original 
pencil sketch of one with proof; 
original pencil sketches of “girl with 
muff,” “lady with fan,” “boy with 
bouquet,” “boy and girl going away,” 
subjects which appear on “K. G.” 
greeting cards; a large paper, limited 
edition, of Spielmann and Layard: 
Kate Greenaway. published for John 
Greenaway and including an original 
pencil sketch; many of the popular 
books written and illustrated by Kate 
Greenaway; and some of the pub- 
lished articles describing her work 
and influence.

We know that at least 
one, an American, did. It was just 
an accident that we happened to be in 
London at this time; but it was no 
accident that we went to Hampstead 
to pay our respects to the memory of 
Kate Greenaway. 

S. J. Butcher, Chief Librarian, 
L. B. Saunders, an assistant, and Miss 
H. M. Slater of the staff were all 
very kind to the visitor from across 
the seas. They were curious to hear 
more about the keen interest in Kate

William Wilson Straley, 74, passed 
away at his home 607 West 38th 
Street, Kansas City, Missouri, Sunday 
January 20.

> Personally, I prefer to limit myself 
> entirely to American figure bottles, of 
which I have more than 300 different 
) ones, with just a few examples of 
Freneh and Italian for their artistic 
value. There is one added incentive 
to collecting the American figure bot- 
tles, namely that apart from their 
being typical Americana, the number 
of collectors of such bottles is rapid- 
ly increasing and hence the value of 
these bottles is steadily increasing. 


_After the advent of Prohibition and 
since the repeal of the Noble Experi- 
# ment there have been, to my knowl- 
edge, no figure bottles produced in the 
United States. The consuming public 
in general seems to care more for the 
contents than the bottle itself. Also 
taxes on alcoholic beverages have in- 
creased in such astronomical propor- 
tions, that distillers have cut corners 
- bottle manufacture, hence there 
has been little incentive to produce 
artistic or distinctive bottles and 
flasks. 

But in Europe, where the produc- 
tion of fermented beverages is of 
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rather moderate expense and where 
taxes are at a minimum, in compari- 
son to ours, the glass factories still } 
produce some outstanding specimens 
of the blower’s art, and these adver- f 
tise the products of the grape, malt f 
or barley, to me it seems far better fF 
than some of our gaudy labels. i 


Among the smaller figure bottles 
which challenges my curiosity is the 
skill which the makers of these bottles 
displayed to create bottles in such a 
shape that they could easily be hid- 
den on a person or in some bureau 
drawer or under a pillow. I don’t 
mean the flasks, for these were pro- 
duced in thousands of different shapes, 
all to fit in the hip pocket. I mezn 
the bottles in the shape of pretzels, 
slippers, clams, oysters, daggers, re 
volvers, hands, books, ete., which could 
hold a few good sniffs of hard liquor 
and could afterward be used as man- 
tel ornaments or étagére knick-knacks,

My bottle collection gives me a nos: 
talgic feeling. The collection brings) 
back the days of the “Gay Nineties’® 
when we had the pre-election torch-/ 
light parades, when the men in the 
various professions and trac 
marched up Broadway with high hats) 
and “Prince Albert” coats, theitl 
torches flaring, Sousa’s and other 
bands playing patriotic music, andj 
men wearing their party emblem but-f 
tons in their lapel and waving hand-) 
kerchiefs decorated with their candi-§ 
date’s picture. 


On those Fourth of July days, there 
were gatherings all over town and 
patriotic speeches delivered by elo 
quent orators, and at nights, other 
youngsters and I, built huge bonfires 
and set off our various fireworks, or 
went down to Manhattan Beach to 
watch the famous “Paine Fireworks.” 


Came Thanksgiving and Christmas 
in due time and the family gathered 
together, attended church services inj 
the morning, and joined in huge feast 
afterward. Under the Christmas tree, 
were usually some nice figure bottles® 
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as presents to the male members of 
the family. Who would have thought 
at the time that those figure bottles, 
they sold them for 75c to $1, those 
campaign buttons, those embroidered 
mottoes, those decorated handker- 
chiefs, and embroidered Mottoes of 
“God Bless our Home” or “What is 
Home Without Mother” as presents 
to mother or father, would became 
collectors’ items.

Unfortunately, the reproduction of 
popular or rare bottles has increased 
during the last few years and some 
of them are so well made, that they 
defy detection, especially the George 
Washington, the Granger, Carrie 
Nation, the violin, and the fish bottles. 
We must rely on the honesty of the 
antique dealers, to give us authentic 
ones only. 

I am glad to say that I have been 
fortunate in my dealings with my 
many friends in the antiques world.

Tom Thumb, Commodore Nutt, Min- 
nie Warren, the four Little People, 
who were exhibited at Barnum’s Mu- 
seum a short time ago. We have 
given correct portraits of each of 
them. No doubt you have seen the 
‘Little Folks,’. and will readily rec- 
ognize them when you see them in 
the Doll Book. We also give you the 
clothes which Mr. Tom Thumb and 
the Commodore wear when they are 
on. exhibition. 


“Mrs. Tom Thumb has five dresses, 
including the bridal dress, which we 
have put in the book with Mr. Tom 
Thumb, Minnie Warren has four 
beautiful dresses, and you will find 
her a very pretty little lady. Ida 
May and Jessie Jones have only to be 
seen to be admired.” 


There are collectors who have the 
paper General and Mrs. Tom Thumb, 
and these appear in the new book on 
paper dolls, but the writer has yet 
to find a collector who has all four of 
the “Little People.” Commodore Nutt. 
(illustrated here through the courtesy 
of Miss Blanche Marcionette of Med- 
field, Massachusetts) as are all the 
other dolls except Susie, has not had 
quite as much publicity as the Tom 
Thumbs, although he played quite a 
part in the famous P. T. Barnum Ex- 
hibition. He was a rival for the hand

The paper doll of Commodore Nutt 
is four and one-half inches tall and 
comes in an illustrated folder, as 
shown in the sketch. This folder is 
a typical example of all the folders 
for the four midgets. The little chap 
on the cover wears a green uniform, 
and the lettering is red outlined in 
black. The doll itself is flesh tinted 
and has light brown hair. The suits, 
too, are in color. Including the suit 
of the doll on the cover, three of the 
eight outfits belonging to the Com- 
modore are shown in the illustrations. 

The diagram of the chair illus- 
trated is opposite the page of direc- 
tions. Printing underneath reads: 
“This is an ordinary sized chair, com- 
pared with this little family. When 
you have dressed them up, you will 
realize how small they are, if you 
place them along side of it.” Both 
doll and costumes are printed back 
and front. 


Paper dolls which illustrate a story 
were as popular with children of a 
hundred years ago as they are to- 
day. “Goody Two-Shoes,” before men- 
tioned, published in the late 1850’s, 
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came in the decorative folder 
sketched. The original is six inches 
by nine and one-half inches and con- 
tains a doll nearly eight inches high 
together with three separate cos- 
tumes, hat, wig, neckerchief, card 
case, birds, sheep, a dog, A B C cards, 
and two shoes. Only two of the dress- 
es, the ragged one and the wedding 
gown are shown here. The third is 
exactly like the one on the cover de- 
sign, all attractively tinted.

On the Ides of March, Brutus, and 
other zealous patriots stabbed Caesar 
in en attempt to bring republican 
government by the people back to 
Rome. It was a failure. Two thou- 
sand years have passed and it has 
not yet been restored. Stabbing, 
banishment, or natural death may 
remove the person of the dictator. 
But the way back to real, self govern- 
ment is a long, long weary journey 
that few nations ever complete, once 
they have bent the knee to the glamor 
of personal power, whether voted or 
seized. Self government is a thing 
to be kept — not regained. 

The great and benign dictator Au- 
gustus showed great respect for the 
elected Senate and by royal decree 
tried hard to bring back the personal 
freedoms of the republic. He failed. 
His Golden Age was credited as the 
personal achievement of a powerful 
ruling person. His successors fiddled 
‘with personal power while Rome 
burned. 

The great republican patriot Claud- 
ius suddenly found himself on the 
throne, and set about his purpose of 
restoring the republic. He failed. 
Court intriguers had to be beheaded 
in greater and greater bloody num- 
bers before such a return was pos- 
sible. Claudius tried to recall the 
conquering legions from all over the 
world, but found they must go farther 
before a return ‘was safe, and he ex- 
tended the Roman Empire to _ its 
greatest and bloodiest extent. He 
seemed to be the only man in the 
world who fully understood how bad- 
ly he was failing in his purpose. 
The people had all forgotten real 
representative government. 

This is the year when rubber 
stamp candidates with rubber stamp 
mouths and rubber stamp lungs will 
be rending the air with eulogies of 
the Great Man they are supporting 
for president, for whom they will 
rubber stamp anything, even to giv- 
ing their scrawny, little, rubber 
stamp lives, if need be. Each will 
point in awe to the large campaign 
picture of the Great Man. Each will 
faithfully swear that he will faith- 
fully and eternally ride on the coat 
tails of the great one. 

The picture involved may be the 
ad color photo of the debutante Taft; 


the handsome photo of Warren; 
Eisenhower looking straight into the 
lens, posed as a combination of the 
Thinker and the Great Jehovah; “the 
war like Harry like himself,” as he 
assumes “the part of Mars;” the 
noble brow of Vinson with halo ad- 
justed. Each must be made to ap- 
pear as the re-incarnation of Caesar 
Augustus. For our people are be- 
coming disinterested in true repre- 
sentative government and are search- 
ing for idols on which to bestow 
greater and greater personal powers. 

We are spending billions to trumpet 
the theory of elected representative 
government to the world, and losing 
the sense of what it means at home. 
We have twisted the phrases in our 
constitution into double bow knots 
to make rosettes of power for our 
deified rulers. 

You can have the presidency to 
throw at any photo you like, if we 
can help to preserve the real power 
in the hands of men elected for their 
own stand and their own capacity to 
make our laws and determine our 
basic national policy. It is not too 
late to preserve Congress as_ the 
elected, representative law making 
power of the nation, if we will elect 
real congressmen and throw the rub- 
ber stamps into the discard. 

We shall have a wide choice of 
coat tail riders who are willing to 
“join the Congress and see the world” 
on a junket, with liberal thousands 
for salary on the side, and an oppor- 
tunity to vote it higher. Let us care- 
fully select from this horde the few 
who faithfully intend to represent the 
interests of all of the people in their 
various districts. 

We shall give some respect to, and 
probably vote for, the chiseling little 
shrimp who only promises “to get as 
many new post offices, army camps, 
rivers and harbors for this state as 
I can.”

“Fascinating is the collection of 
human heads. Perfectly shaped, 
about three to five inches high they 
are the size of the head of a large 
doll. The Jivaro Indians of Ecuador 
are the only head-hunters with the 
high degree of skill necessary to 
shrink the heads perfectly. Since the 
Ecuadorean government has cracked 
down on headhunting, they are in- 
creasingly harder to obtain. 

“An enormous collection of quilts 
includes one made by Mrs. Abraham 
Lincoln. One square, containing the 
single initial L, is from the satin lin- 
ing of Lincoln’s casket cut out a few 
hours before he was buried. Other 
quilts come from all over the world, 
and some are hundreds of years old. 

“The Napoleon desk is an item 
which never fails to amaze tourists. 
Made for Louis Napoleon, the desk 
has a hidden drawer for every letter 
of the alphabet, and enough secret 
niches to satisfy the most ardent 
reader of who-dun-its. Thousands of 
pieces of inlaid ivory, shell and rare 
woods, are in it. 

“The Dick Whittington clock stands 
more than fifteen feet high and it 
dates back to 17438. Carved of Eng- 
lish oak, it has large figures which 
depict the story of the beggar boy 
who came to London penniless with 
his favorite cat and became Lord 
Mayor three times. 

“The clock tells the second, min- 
ute, hour, day, month and year and 
has hidden chimes which play seven 
complete melodies. 

“A collection of locks and keys in- 
cludes specimens from all over the 
world, including ancient Roman, 
Phoenician and Chinese locks. Some 
are several thousand years old. 

“For the tourist interested in 
merican history, the museum !

To the 
right of this is shown an automobile 
of the period of 1902, and an auto- 
mobile of the more familiar and 
modern design of 1952. The wording 
“American Automobile Association 
50th Anniversary 1902-1952” in dark 
Gothic, is arranged in four lines at 
the top of the stamp. A two tone 
panel forms the bottom of the stamp 
and frames the wording “U. S. Post- 
age 3c”, in white face Roman. In 
the upper right hand corner is shown 
the emblem of the AAA’s, from which 
radiates a soft underlying tint as a 
background for the design.

A 3-cent stamp to commemorate the 
125th anniversary of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad was scheduled to 
be placed on sale at Baltimore, Mary- 
land, on February 28. 

The stamp is 0.84 by 1.44 inches 
in dimensions, arranged horizontally, 
printed by the rotary process, electric- 
eye perforated, and issued in sheets of 
50. An initial printing order of 110,- 
000,000 was authorized. 

The background of the design of the 
stamp portrays the charter granted 
by the Maryland Legislature in 1827. 
Superimposed thereon are three 
stages in the development of rail 
transportation. The first figure is the 
“Pioneer Car”, the original method 
used for passenger service. Then 
“Tom Thumb”, the first steam locomo- 
tive placed in service by the railroad, 
is shown, and lastly the modern 
streamlined Diesel. Across the top of 
the stamp appears the wording 
“United States Postage.’ Beneath 
this line in the upper left corner of 
the charter is the denomination ‘‘3c” 
in shaded face Roman. Superimposed 
on the bottom of the charter is in- 
scribed “The Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road Chartered Feb. 28, 1827.” On the 
bottom of the stamp is the lettering 
“125 Years of Rail Transportation,”

Moochers in Stamp 
Business, Too 

Several years ago a man was 
caught trying to sell “old” covers 
saying he had found a cache in Ten- 
nessee. He had some fake covers in 
reality, and posed as an uninformed 
person. Some bought never doubting 
the authenticity of the find. There is 
another such peddler loose in the 
east. Some one says that he is sup- 
posed to have had a genuine Mill- 
bury, and other rarities. 

Don’t buy from “found barrow 
lots from the Court House of some 
whistle stop ‘down south,’ ” until some 
expert verifies the material. If you 
have no expert near you, perhaps you 
will have a club that will give you 
assistance. 


Pros and Cons 

_There is some argument between 
rival groups about the revival of the 
“one big album” idea. Doubtless 
many fond parents and some older 
collectors will go further with their 
ideas of “general collecting’ because 
of the renewal of the “one album” 
idea. 

Of course, your collection is yours. 
Your own. You can house it to suit 
yourself, 

Some say the printed album has 
drawbacks. And the universal three- 
ring cover saves the funds _ for 
stamps. Later to be built into select 
ureas, or special favorite country 
groups. 

It is all very much “up to you.’ 
But it could be that you still prefer 
stamps to albums. Some prefer put- 
ting what surplus funds they have 
into stamps rather than albums. 
That again is up to you. 

Some think the printed-in album 
bas its drawbacks. And the universal 
three-ring cover saves the funds for 
all stamps; later to be built into 
select areas, or special favorite coun- 
try groups. 

Every high school scholar is used 
to the three-ring binder, also to 
punched pages and the loose leaf 
handling. Asked many times as to 
the “best”, one has to say “to suit 
your pocketbook, and what promotes 
your collection the best way.” 

In future years funds may allow 
changes, or you may remount into 
this or that “best” album. But to be- 
gin with you need stamps. The back- 
ground is of less import and it is 
your decision.

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Inflation Reflected

in Foreign Stamps 

An exhibit of postage stamps was 
used recently for the unusual pur- 
pose of showing how runaway in- 
flation hurts the public. 

German stamps, printed in the per- 
iod between World War I and World 
War II, have been assembled in a 
way to tell this economic story by 
Perham C. Nahl, associate director 
of the research department of Need- 
ham, Louis & Brorby, Inc., Chicago 
advertising agency. The collection 
was shown in a recent hobby show. 

Originally, a 20 pfennig demon- 
stration stamp. worth one-fifth of 
a mark, carried an average letter 
from Germany to a foreign country. 

As the country became disorgan- 
ized economically, with increased 
spending but no increased production, 
the currency value went down until 
it took ten thousand times as much 
postage for the same size letter, or 
2,000 marks. 

Still more currency was printed, 
and its value continued to decrease. 
Soon the same blue stamp formerly 
worth one-fifth of a mark, and then 
2,000 marks, was surcharge, or over- 


printed, with the value of 30,000 
marks. Finally, the figure went to 
20,000 marks, and then to 50,000 


marks in November, 1923. 

When return to a new gold mark 
ended the inflationary swing, it again 
took 20 pfennings to carry the same 
letter. Meanwhile, inflation had 
wrecked havoc on the German = econ- 
omy.

Civil War 
Round Table Doings 


There is no more enthusiastic group 
of collectors anywhere it seems than 
the Civil War Round Table whose in- 
terests center around collecting data 
regarding the Civil War and Lincoln- 
iana. We learn through Bert Sheldon, 
Washington, D. C., secretary of the 
organization that seventy-seven per- 
sons turned out for the January din- 
ner meeting, in our capital city. Dr. 
Francis A. Lord, chief speaker, re- 
viewed the character, trials and trib- 
ulations, officers and equipment, at- 
tributes and failings of the private 
soldier in the Union Army during the 
Civil War. 


The program announced for suc- 
ceeding meetings of the group in- 


cluded a talk by Dr. Louis A. Warren, 
a leading authority on Lincolniana 
who in addition to authoring several 
books on the subject, is director of the 
Lincoln National Life Foundation 
(Ft. Wayne, Ind.) and editor of its 
periodical called “Lincoln Lore.” Paul 
H. Gore-Booth of the British Em- 
bassy, will discuss British aspects of 
the Civil War at the March 18th 
meeting, and in April Dr. Robert L. 


Kineaid, president of the Lincoln 
Memorial University will speak. 
Stanley F. Horn, well-known author 


is scheduled to speak at the May 


meeting. 


We learn also from Bert Sheldon’s 
newsy comments that among CWRT 
members enrolled in the Lincoln 
Group are Don Allen, General Carl 
Baechr, Josh Billings, General U. S.

Our early Colonial and Continental 
paper money is most interesting. 


These quaint nearly square notes, 
printed crudely on thick paper, with 
their early colonial designs, were 
used quite extensively before and 
during the American Revolution. 

Under the rule of George III of 
England the notes issued by the 
thirteen colonies were in denomina- 
tions of pounds, shillings and pence, 
but the Continental notes of the 
revolutionary era ‘were issued in dol- 
lars and cents; in fact, dollars and 
cents were first used on these notes, 
way before our coinages in these 
notes, way before our coinages in 
these denominations. 

While the early Colonial notes 
were, for the most part, redeemed 
in hard cash, this was not the case 
with the Continental currency. 

Inflation due to the war, the lack 
of the Congress to support the paper 
money, and the fact that the British 
helped devalue the notes by flooding 
the colonies with counterfeits of 
them, soon made these very unpop- 
ular, and finally valueless. A good 
deal of wealth was lost by Americans 
because of this. The term “Not worth 
a Continental” started at the time, 
and is still used to denote something 
which is valueless. 

The notes are not rare today. Not 


125 


too many collectors collect them, and 
even now a good many of these notes 
can be secured in crisp new condition. 

The signatures which appear on 
many of them are very interesting, 
and many of the notes were printed 
by well known figures in history. 
Paul Revere, and Benjamin Franklin 
were the engravers and printers of 
some of them. ; : 

Vignettes were used to denote 
denominations on the Continental 
notes and a different one was used 
for each denomination, from the one 
dollar bills right up to the highest 
denomination. 

During the early part of the nine- 
teenth century paper money was 
used but was not very popular, and 
for a good reason, periodically, 
crashes would occur and banks issu- 
ing the notes would crash and money 
again would become worthless. Not 
until the new federal greenbacks first 
appeared during or after or after the 
Civil War did we finally have paper 
money that would maintain its value. 
However, it took many decades for 
many parts of the country to accept 
this currency in preference or on 4 
parity with coin. 

Today we must accept paper money, 
no gold coins being issued for circu- 
lation, and we may rest assured that 
the notes we have will not suddenly 
become valueless from the same causes 
of the past. What we now must 
watch is the danger of its becoming 
less and less valuable due to inflation.

These days it takes a dime for a 
tune from the Juke Box.

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Notes on 


Some Pre-war Currencies 
of the 


South Seas 


From a paper delivered before the New Zealand 
Numismatic Society 


“The quaint currencies and barter 
in use in the islands of the South 
Seas in pre-war days, and in some de- 
gree still in vogue was supplemented 
and sometimes superseded by the 
money of civilization introduced by 
white traders. The so-called ‘cast- 
iron’ dollar of Chile circulated over 
a large area in and about the Seven- 
ties of the last century and became 
an important item in their adopted 
currencies. 

“Its cast-iron appellation depended 
upon a rumor of a proportion of iron 
in its alloy. Rumor is known to be a 
lying jade but the Chilean dollar of 
this period certainly has a _ harsh 
and hard appearance very different 
from the fine silver of the nine 
decimo fine standard used by other 
South American Republics and else- 
where. The warships of these perti- 
nacious Republics made long cruises 
in the South Seas and the Peruvian 
sol and Chilean, Mexican and other 
South American dollars came with 
them to the natives. 

“The almighty dollar of the U.S. A. 
arrived with the whaling captains 
from Martha’s Vinevard, the traders 
from Boston and the straight-laced 
New England missionaries and im- 
mediately became of first importance 
in the native trade. German trade 
was strongly established in the South 
Seas in the Seventies, having its 
headquarters in the firm of Godeffroy 
and Sohn, and German coins were 
added to the mixture. Also the numer- 
ous and important British and French 
interests contributed their quota. The 
general trade with the natives was 
calculated in dollars and cents. 

“In Papeete, Tahiti, in the small 
retail trade prices were quoted in 
American currency, payment accepted 
from travellers in British gold or 
silver and the change handed back in 
French coin. 

“The handsome twenty-dollar gold 
pieces of the U. S. A. were dis- 
tributed freely over the islands of 
the South Seas by the notorious 
Captain Bully Hayes, who was very 
partial to this form of currency. 

“The beautiful coins minted by the 
German New Guinea Company for 
use in German New Guinea, bearing 
a splendid representation of the bird 
of paradise, were struck at the Ber- 
lin Mint and dated 1894, the artist 
designer and engraver being Emil 
Wiegand. The issue consists of ten 
denominations comprising: Gold, twen- 
ty and ten marks; Silver, five, two, 
one and half-mark, and Bronze, ten, 
five, two and one pfennig. During the 
Great War when Australian troops 
occupied German New Guinea, the 
Administrator, Brigadier-General 
Pethebridge, abolished this currency 





and replaced it by Australian coinage 
and notes. 

“The purely native currency of the 
South Seas is of great variety, shell 
money and indifferent forms being 
the commonest medium. The shell 
discs are usually about a quarter of 
an inch in diameter and about as 
thick as a six. penny-piece. They are 
pierced for stringing and are strung 
in lengths of from a foot to a fathom 
according to kind. The most valuable 
is the pink Papuan money which in 
1914 circulated at:a’ value of about 
ten shillings per foot. Higher values, 
called “Kesa’”, were used in_ the 
Solomons consisting of three or more 
large rings made from the shell of 
the giant clam. They are usually in 
sets of from three to fifteen and are 
used in important inter-tribal trans- 
actions such as war _ indemnities, 
compensation for murder, ana the 
purchase of wives. : 

“Amongst the many minor curren- 
cies the curious dogs’ teeth money 
of Papua is notable. Only the four 
canine teeth were used and they were 
strung on fibre and worn by the 
women as necklaces. Some of these 
necklaces number as many as three 
hundred teeth upon their length. 
Boar tusks also figured in the native 
currency of Papua.”

‘civilized world instead of an almost 
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legendary literary figure! Writers 
of the Victorian era have told of how 
a fortunate subscriber to the “parts” 
would go to the post office, receive 
the latest installment, and be followed 
in the twilight by a crowd of faith- 
ful Dickens fans (some of them per- 
haps unable to read or write), urging 
the subscriber to read the story aloud 
as he walked home, so that the eager 
group might know of the latest events 
in the lives of the beloved imaginary 
characters. In New York, when a 
steamer arrived from ©:gland with 
the latest installment of “The Old 
Curiosity Shop,’ a shout went up 
from the throng: 

“Is Little Nell dead?” 

No other author, before or since, 
has had such an effect on mass emo- 
tion because of his works of fiction 
as was exercised by Charles Dickens 
in his lifetime. 

In the packages sent to me by my 
cherished friend, Miss Doris Minards, 
the assistant secretary of the Dickens 
Fellowship, were half a dozen copies 
of the monthly parts of that master- 
piece of Dickens’ maturity, “Bleak 
House.” I have found it a source of 
great pleasure to examine them, not 
so much for the story, which I know 
almost by heart, but because of the 
intricate cover design and, most of 
all, the amusing advertisements, 
which show us what the people of one 
hundred years ago were reading and 
buying. 

A typical example is the issue for 
June, 1853. The cover design was 
drawn by Hablot K. Browne, who 
called himself “Phiz’? to correspond 
with the “Boz” nickname used by 
Dickens at the beginning of his 
career. (But neither of the words 
“Phiz” nor “Boz” appear on the “Bleak 
House” covers.) I am not an ardent 
admirer of Brown’s rather crude 
drawings, whose exaggerations, I 
think, are largely responsible for the 
erroneous popular impression that the 
Dickens people themselves are merely 
caricatures, but since the designs 
were made from hints Dickens gave 
the illustrator about the future course 
of his stories, they form an interest- 
ing subject for study. 

The meaning of some of the symbol- 
ical sketches [ can understand well 
enough from my knowledge of the 
story. Others baffle me. At the top 
is shown a considerable number of 
people, some of them blindfolded and 
some with their eyes open, running 
around more or less in circles. What 
I take to be law books and legal docu- 
ments are flying in different direc- 
tions. The blindfolded persons ap- 
pear to include a couple of judges. 
“Bleak House,” of course, is the 
most powerful attack ever written on 
the old-time English Court of Chan- 
cery, with its heartbreaking ineffi- 
ciency and delays, and this scene ap- 
parently symbolizes the Chancery 
satire. In the extreme right-hand 
corner is a man wearing a tall hat 
and with his thumb to his nose. Pos- 
sibly he is intended for Gridley, the 
“Man From Shropshire,’ whose anger 
at the Court’s procrastination some- 
times caused him to be committed for 
contempt. 
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Looking down the left-hand side, we 
find a man digging with a shovel. 
Rolls of foolscap are behind him. This 
again has some reference to the great 
suit of “Jarndyce vs. Jarndyce,” 
around which the book’s masterly plot 
centers. Below that we see a young 
woman, with a wolf—or perhaps a 
large dog—approaching her, and a 
man who seems just to have emerged 
from a body of water, carrying the 
globe in one hand. I’m not sure what 
this is meant to typify, but there is 
no doubt about the next picture, 
which shows poor crazy Miss Flite 
freeing the birds she had sworn to 
keep prisoner until that “monument 
of Chancery practice,” Jarndyce vs. 
Jarndyce, was settled. In the lower 
left hand corner, two men are play- 
ing battlecock and shuttledore—an- 
other symbolism of the way the Court 
of Chancery played carelessly with 
the lives of its victims. 


The center drawing shows “Bleak 
House,” the dwelling that gives the 
book its name, with a weather vane 
pointing to the east. (Bleak House’s 
owner, John Jarndyce, always said 
the wind was in the east when he was 
distressed by anything.) Moving to 
the right hand side, we find the old 
rags, bottles and bones merchant, 
Krock (destined to die from a highly 
improbable seizure of “spontaneous 
combustion”), chalking some letters 
on the wall of his shop. His fero- 
cious cat, Lady Jane, whom I regard 
as a libel on our lovable house pets, 
is at his feet. 

Below Krock is a lady of fashion, 
standing near a carriage with a 
servant behind her. Perhaps this is 
the proud and haughty Lady Ded- 
lock, who meets a tragic end and who, 
unlike her gallant old husband, Sir 
Leicester, never seems to me a real 
person. With all my devotion to 
Dickens, I doubt that anything more 
ridiculous has ever been written than 
the “ery” with which Lady Dedlock, 
on discovering that her illegitimate 
daughter still lives, ends one of the 
monthly parts: 

“O my child, my child! Not dead 
in the first hours of her life, as my 
cruel sister told me; but sternly nur- 
tured by her, after she had renounced 
me and my name! O my child, O my 
child! 

I don’t believe that in the entire 
history of the world any grief-stricken 
person has ever expressed heartbreak 
in such stagey terms—except in books 
and on the stage. 


Below Lady Dedlock stand a man 
and woman, their backs ostentatiously 
turned to each other, while a young- 
ster whom I take to be Cupid, though 
he is wearing a short dress, looks 
bewildered. I’m not sure whose un- 
happy love affair this is meant to 
depict—possibly the infatuation of 
the amusing young law clerk, William 
Guppy, for the heroine, Esther Sum- 
merson. Then comes a man busily 
writing at a desk (he might be Ebene- 
zer Scrooge’s clerk, Bob Cratchit, in 
“A Christmas Carol,” but of course 
isn’t), and at the very bottom are two 
men playing chess while a be-wigged 
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gentleman watches. That I take to

Only a few of the fascinating ad- 
vertisements can be mentioned. On 
the inside cover we find “Edmiston’s 
Pocket Siphonia,” a ‘‘waterproof over- 
coat” that could be folded up and car. 
ried in the pocket. A gentleman is 
shown wearing a silk topper, in acdi- 
tion to the Siphonia, and smiling 
pleasantly, although a drenching rain 
is coming down. “No Umbrella ie- 
quired” say the words above him. 

Preparations for personal clean- — 
liness and allure are prominent, just f 
as they are in today’s advertising, F 
For instance, there’s the “Victoria fF 
Regia Sponging Bath,’”’ apparently af 
shallow tray, of which we are told: a 
“The peculiar advantage this Bath fF 
possesses over all other Sponging 
batus 1s this,—the water cannot bef 
splashed over its sides.” An impres- F 
sive article of personal attire is “the F 
Gorget patent self adjusting shirt,” — 
but even more striking, perhaps, is — 
“the gentleman’s real head of hiait, 
or invisible peruke.” An elaborate f Vi 
diagram is included, showing how F. ff 
Browne, the manufacturer, measured 
gentleman’s topknots, to fashion these F 
superb heads of false hair. 


Anti-slavery agitation was at itsf 
height in England during the early F 
1850’s, and the “Bleak House adver- 
tiser” is full of publicity for “Uncle Bprice 
Tom’s Cabin,” in all sorts of editions. 
There was also “The Anti-Slavery — 
Reporter,” described as “the long> 
established official organ of the Brit-F 
ish and Foreign Anti-Slavery> 
Society.” as well as such books asf 
“The Key to Uncle Tom’s Cabin,’f 
“The American Slave Code,” ‘“Man-f 
uel Pereira; or, The Sovereign Rule} 
of South Carolina, with Views off 
Southern Life, Laws and Hospitality,’ F 
“The White Slave,” “Uncle Tom at 
Home,” ‘American Statesmen onf? 
American Slavery,” “The Cabin andp, "8: 
the Parlour,” “American Slavery asf, 
It Is,” “Slavery Poems,” and a paint-F ror, 
ing of “Uncle Tom and Little Eva.” Bprompt.

Profiles of 
Winston Churchill

While a member of Parliament, be- 

tween the wars, Churchill invited a 
fellow M.P. to dinner at his home. 
The visitor observed the tasteful sur- 
roundings and said: 
_ “It must be wonderful to be born 
into a rich and influential family. Yet, 
I can see how it might spoi] a man. 
Such an environment might make 
him extremely fussy.” 

“Not at all,” replicd Churchill. “My 
tastes are very simple. I am easily 
Satisfied with the best of everything.”

In July, 1949, Bernard M. Baruch 
paid a visit to Churchill at the lat- 
ter’s country home at Chartwell Man- 
or in Kent. They were photographed 
strolling across the lawn in front of 
Churchill’s long rambling house. 
Churchill’s French poodle followed 
his master who wore a pair of carpet 
slippers and his informal “boiler” 
costume. When the photographer 
asked the two to get a little closer, 
Churchill glanced at his ample paunch 
and remarked. 

“T don’t think we can get any closer 
than we are!”

Churchill once consented to sit for 
Jacob Epstein, the noted sculpture 
who tells all his subjects: “Sitting for 
me, or for any artist, is good for the 
subject. It improves your thinking 
and, at the same time, keeps you away 
from creditors.” 

Churchill! has been the only Epstein 
subject who refused just to sit and 
think. Winston took a secretary with 
him and dictated throughout the ses- 
sions.

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Battle of Plum Creek, Last Important 
Indian Battle of Western Frontier 


By Naomi Talley 


Almost the last conflict with 
Indians in the Southwest was the 
battle of Plum Creek near the present 
site of Lockhart, the county seat of 
Caldwell County, Texas. This battle 
took piace August 12, 1840 when 
1000 Comanches moved on the little 
settlement of Lockhart Springs, in 
the fertile valley of Plum Creek. 

Out to avenge their losses in the 
Council House fight at San Antonio 
in March of that year, the Comanches 
swept down the vailey of the Guada- 
lupe, killing, burning, stealing, in 
the greatest single raid ever con- 
ducted by Indians in the Southwest. 
On August 6, they sacked Victoria, 
Texas, and on August 8, sacked and 
burned Linnville, on Lavaca Bay. At 
Linnville, tue innabdstants barey 
escaped with their lives by taking to 
boats in the bay, where they watched 
their homes and stores burn to the 
ground. Here the Indians killed Cap- 
tain H. O. Watts, Coilector of Cus- 
toms, and cap.ured his young wife. 
They aiso capiured a Mrs. Cusby, a 
grauduaughier of Daniel Boone. Other 
inhabitants of the town were also 
killed. 


With 1500 stolen horses loaded 
with plunder, and driving cattle 
ahead, the Comanches moved through 
the rich countryside, leaving de- 
struction and deaih in their wake. 
They were a ludicrous and terrifying 
sight, those who glimpsed the caval- 
cade reported, the long string of 
painted savages, some marching at- 
tired only in tall silk hats, some 
dragging behind them the tails of 
frock-tailed coats; others were rid- 
ing, their horses’ tails tied with 
brightly colored ribbon streamers, all 
loot evidencing the Indians’ conquest 
of Linnville. 

The interior ,settlements got word 
of the coastal depredations and of 
the oncoming Indians, and organized 
several companies of volunteers. Sev- 
eral detachments of Texas Rangers 
were called out. One detachment of 
a hundred and fifty men from 
Fayette, Lavaca, and Colorado coun- 
ties arrived too late to take any part 
in the action. The forces actuaily en- 
gaged in the battle consisted of 87 
volunteers and 13 friendly Tonkawa 
Indians under the command of Gen- 
eral Edward Burleson. Included in 
this detachment were Captain Ben 
McCullough, Barney Ranaall, Arch 
Gibson, and Alsey S. Miller who had 
ridden ahead of the Indians to arouse 
the settlers and collect forces. The 
three squads were commanded by 
Captain Ward, Captain Matthew (Old 
Paint) Caldwell, and Captain James 
Bird. General Houston, general of 
militia, assumed command. 


Early in the morning of August 
12 the Indians emerged from the 
timber east of Lockhart in the direc- 
tion of Plum Creek. They were sur- 
prised by the sudden appearance of 


the settlers, waiting to give battle. 
Instead of rushing into the fight, as 
was their custom, the Indians delayed 
until they could drive to safety their 
pack mules, loaded with plunder from 
Linnville and Victoria. 

General Houston, not versed in the 
methods of Indian fighting, also de- 
layed attack. Consequently, the In- 
dians were first to begin firing. Im- 
patiently, Captain McCullough told 
the general that “that’s not the way 
to fight Indians.” The general then 
ordered an advance of the entire line 
and two columns galloped forward 
under the leadership of Burleson and 
Caldwell. 

The Indians dismounted half their 
forces and used the remaining half 
as cavairy. General Houston then dis- 
nounied his men within view and 
range of the enemy, to the displeasure 
ot his officers. After several men 
were wounded, the general was urged 
to remvunt his men and charge at 
full speed. Houston foliowed tneir ad- 
vice and the Texans succeeded in 
breaking the Indians up in small 
groups and squads and they fled in 
broken order. The fight was ccn- 
tinued for several miles. 

Outstanding incidents in the fight 
included a hand-to-hand confiict pe- 
tween four whites and five well- 
equipped Comanche braves, and a 
rescue from scalpers of a Dr. Sweit- 
zer, the bitter enemy of Captain Ben 
McCullough, by McCullough’s brother 
Henry. Young Henry haa uismounted 
and was firiig on the enemy from 
behind a small tree. One of the men 
nearby shouted, “They’ll catch him.” 
Looking up, Henry saw eight or ten 
Indians pursuing his brother’s enemy. 
The Indians had wounded Sweitzer, 
pinning his left arm to his side with 
an arrow. Henry leaped to his saddle 
and speeded to the rescue. His com- 
panions joined him and they reached 
Sweitzer just in time to save his 
scalp. 

During the fight, as the Indians 
were retreating, one of their captives, 
the granddaughter of Daniel Boone, 
was killed. The other captured wom- 
an, Mrs. H. O. Watts, was wounded 
but was resoued alive. She survived 
until 1878 when she died in Port 
Lavaca. 

This is a true account of the Bat- 
tle of Plum Creek, obtained from ex- 
isting records in Texas libraries and 
private families.

AND MAUSER 


The Two Great Competitors 


By A. ENGELHARDT 


C. E. Lenz in his fine book “Muzzle 
Flashes” tells us how Samuel Rem- 
ington lost an order fcr 200,000 Rem- 
ington rifles for Prussia because a 
single cartridge misfired when the 
Emperor William I attempted to fire 
the rifle before finally signing the 
order of purchase. Mr. Lenz here got 
all his dates badly mixed. In the 
first place it was not Prussia 
where the story happened, nor the 
German Kaiser — there never was 
such a man as a Prussian Kaiser --- 
but something similar did happen in 
Austria and the Kaiser in question 
was the Austrian Franz Joseph II. 
The records don’t mention whether 
Samuel Remington was present or 
not—if he was it was his own care- 
lessness that lost him the order, be- 
cause the cartridge that misfired was 
one of Austrian make and Franz 


Joseph did not fire the rifle to clinch 
the contract, but because many of 
his advisers were against it and in 
favor of the Austrian Wanzl rifle 
and he wanted to make sure himself. 
The Remington in question was 
specially prepared in Austria to shoot 
what later was known as the Wanzl 
rim-fire cartridge. 

Prussia never even thought of 
adopting the Remington. When it be- 
came clear that the Dreyse model 
1862 was obsolete, and even the model 
1870 did not prove satisfactory, the 
rifle made by Paul Mauser was 
adopted and introduced in 1871. This 
is the same rifle Samuel Remington 
so “cleverly” abandoned, after hav- 
ing secured all the rights to it from 
the brothers Paul & William Mauser. 
And it served him right for the way 
he tried to cheat these two poor 
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devils, trusting him to help them out 
of all their difficulties. This is on 
of the few cases in history where 
excessive smartness found its ow 
due recompense. 

It is remarkable how many time 
in a short 25 years the interests of 
these two firms, the Remingtons and 
the Mausers, under their various firm 
names, have clashed and how many 
times it fell to the luck of the Maus. 
ers to replace the, up to that time 
so widely used, Remington single 
shot rifles. 

The story of how the smithy of 
Eliphalet Remington became _ the 
great firm of Eliphalet Remington 
and Sons has been told in great de 
tail by C. E. Lenz and others, so we 
need not repeat it here. But a few 
words on the beginnings of the two 
brothers Mauser, inventors of the 
above mentioned rifle and founders 
of the Mauser firm are necessary, 
although Smith in his book “Mauser 
Rifles and Pistols” has told it in con- 
siderable detail. 

As a consequence of the invasion 
of Germany by the French in 1806

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the Augustinian monastery of Obern- 
dorf was secularized. Sometime later 
+King Frederic I of Wurtemberg de- 
cided to transfer part of his arsenal 
at Ludwigsburg to the empty mon- 


astery buildings. A skeleton staff of. 


workers was transferred as_ well. 
Among these was Franz Andreas 
Mauser, a cobbler by trade. He dedi- 
cated himself to his job with such as- 
siduity and cleverness, and _ learned 
so well the difficult trade of a gun- 
maker, that he managed to become a 
master gun-maker at Oberndorf, 
where he remained until pensioned 
off. 

Among his numerous descendants 
only three are of interest to us. 
Franz the third brother — the two 
' older brothers married and remained 
in Oberndorf—emigrated to the U. Ss. 
and later was connected with the 
Remington organization, Wilhelm, 
born in 1834 and Paul, born 1838. 
The latter always was the real driv- 
ing spirit of the firm. As a 
twelve year old he used to work in 
| his spare time in the arsenal shop 
and after having finished primary 
schcol in 1852 entered it as apprentice 
gun-maker. Soon he was showing 
considerable ability, thinking up new 
methods to speed up his ‘work and 
| making new tools, thus being able to 
| produce more work in shorter time 
than his fellow-workers. This ability 
of his was evidently appreciated by 
his superiors, because, when he had 
to leave for his military service in 
the spring of 1859 he was sent to 
join the artillery at the arsenal in 
Ludwigsburg and released from mili- 
tary service to return to work in 
Oberndorf in December of the same 
year. During his stay in Ludwigsburg 
he saw there a collection of models 
of early breechloaders and then and 
there decided to undertake the con- 
struction of a usable gun on the 
breechloading principle. After his re- 
turn to Oberndorf, besides working at 
the arsenal he started to ‘work on his 
own, together with his older brother 
Wilhelm. The first result of their 
labours was the construction of a 
small breechloading cannon, which 
they offered to the army of Wurtem- 
berg, in 1860. In spite of having re- 
ceived a sum of money as a present 
from the king for their work, their 
gun was not accepted by the military 
authorities. Up to World War I the 
model of this gun could be seen in 
the Royal Army Museum in Stutt- 
gart, and for all I know may be still 
there. 

3ut_ soon the brothers understood 
that their limited means did not allow 
them to dally with artillery and they 
wisely switched to rifles. Taking as 
their basis the Dreyse, Paul con- 
structed a self cocking, breechloading 
bolt action rifle. In agreement with 
the old saying that no prophet is 
appreciated at home, he had no suc- 
cess in Germany and therefore sent 
his rifle, through the local Austrian 
diplomatic representative to Austria. 


tThe royal order was dated July 31, 1811 

and work was actually started on 
November 5, 1812. At the beginning 
flintlock muskets and cavalry sabres 
were manufactured. 
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There it was shown by the Austrian 
Minister of War to Mr. Samuel Nor- 
ris, Remington representative in 
Europe, telling him, that he would 
have accepted this rifle for use by 
Austria if the transformation of the 
Austrian muzzle-loaders according to 
the Wanzl system had not already 
progressed so far. Mr. Norris was 
so much impressed by this new rifle, 
that he immediately got in touch with 
the Mauser brothers, came to Obern- 
dorf and signed a contract with them, 
according to which the brothers sold 
him the rifle and undertook to develon 
the system for his account in Liege. 
The respective patents were to be 
taken out in his, Norris’ name, the 
brothers Mauser receiving a stipu- 
lated percentage of the expected 
earnings. 

The result was the rifle model 
C 67/69 for which a U. S. patent was 
granted in the name of Samuel Nor- 
ris and William and Paul Mauser as 
assignors under No. 78,603 dated June 
2, 1868. In this patent all the im- 
provements made by the Mausers up 
to that date were included, even an 
alteration allowing the use of metallic 
ammunition in the Chassepot rifle, 
which was really all Norris was in- 
terested in. 

The illustrations show the details 
of this rifle, which was already in- 
tended for use with metallic cartridges 
and clearly shows the tendency to 
place the bolt handle at the rear of 
the bolt, later perfected in the Bel- 
gian Mauser of 1889. The main- 
spring is still outside the action, with 
ene end attached to the bolt-handle, 
while the other is free and arranged 
oe opposite the center of the 

olt 


The rifle was submitted by Norris 


to the Royal Military Shooting 
School in Berlin, which later became 
the Rifle Testing Commission at 
Spandau. Before action was taken a 
break occurred between the brothers 
Mauser and Norris, the former claim- 
ing that the latter had not lived up 
to his financial obligations. 
However that may have been*, the 
brothers saw themselves obliged for 
lack of means to return to Oberndorf

where Paul set up a small shop in 
the house of his father-in-law where 
the two worked on perfecting their 
guns. At this time, Wilheim who 
handied the outside work, while Paul 
was the aciual inventor, was called 
to Potsdam to confer with the author- 
ities. As a result of this interview 
their rifle was accepted, under date 
of December 2nd, 18/1, as the official 
rifle of the Prussian army to replace 
the Dreyse, which had shown a 
marked inferiority to the French 
Chassepot in 1870. The new rifle was 
to use a metallic cartridge of 11 mm 
caliber with reinforced nead and a 
charge of 5 grams of black powder 
— tne well known Mauser mod. 71 
cartridge. But in spite of this ac- 
ceptance the board very wisely in- 
sisted that Mauser change some of 
the parts of his rifle, especially the 
Safe.y and the arraugement of the 
mainspring. Finally on February 14, 
13/2 rau: submitted a new lock, in- 
cluding the type of safety that has 
become characteristic for Mauser type 
ritles to this day. The main spring 
became a coiled one and was wound 
round the firing pin inside the lock 
the bolt handle being placed forward, 
about the middle of the bolt. 

During the following years the 
Mauser Brothers bought the Obern- 
dorf factory from tne Government 
and started to produce rifles not only 
for the Wurtemburg armyt but also 
for several foreign Governments, 
notably China and Serbia. Wilhelm 
Mauser died on on January 13, 1882, 
from overwork during the negoti- 
ations for the Serbian order. 

Shortly before this one of the few 
instances, where the Remington rifle 
managed to outclass the Mauser, hap- 
pened in the Western Hemisphere. 
The Argentine Government was using 
the Spanish Remington but considered 
rearmament. The Mauser 1871 was a

Who’s Who In Firearms! 


Up until a short time ago I thought 
I knew about Herschel Logan of 
Salina, Kansas. Not personally that 
is, but as a collector and commer- 
cial artist of some repute, as one 
of the Kansas “gang’’ which _in- 
cludes such as Frank Wheeler, Frank 
McDaneld, Doc Eustis, Sgt. Mairich 
and Theodore Dexter, as author of 
quite a few articles in such publica- 
tions as Muzzle Blasts, HOBBIES, the 
American Rifleman, the now defunct 
Gun Report and two books entitled: 
Hand Cannon to Automatic and later, 
Cartridges. Checking further into his 
activities in preparation for this little 
write-up, I learned to my amazement 
that here was a man whose life had 
many facets and one who has lived an 
extremely full and well spent life, and 
one well worth looking into. 

Born on April 19, 1901 in Magnolia, 
Missouri, Herschel went through the 
usual assortment of schools at Win- 
field, Kansas, where he spent most of 
his childhood and then studied at the 
Chicago Art Academy. It wasn’t long 
after he started there that he decided 
that art was to be his life’s work and 
has been at it ever since—having 
spent some thirty years as a com- 
mercial artist. His most productive 
period seems to have been during the 
thirties during which time he won 
numerous prizes for his woodcuts, 
linoleum blocks and fine art works 
which he worked on as a hobby. Some- 
where along the line the “gun-bug” 
bit him and where before he spent 
his time in home art work for arts 
sake alone, he now drew the weapons 
he had collected for his pleasure and 
for article illustrations. The result 
of this change in hobbies has brought 
him fame in a second field and where 
his first arms book brought forth 
comment, his second brought forth 
loud commendation for a job extreme- 
ly well-done.

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UNUSUAL SHELLS 


By DOROTHY FREAS 


To those whose interest in shells is 
superficial, the clams and oysters, or 
the moon shells or conch, are famil- 
iar shells, and would not call for 
much curiosity. 

However, there are thousands of 
different shells, some with odd facts 
associated with them, about their 
form or habits. 

The Argonaut, which really has no 
shell except when carrying eggs about 
in the sea, is an example. The fe 
male, who looks like a squid, de- 
velops the shell from two arms, in- 
stead of the mantle, and fills it with 
eggs. Until they develop, she clasps 
the shell, but discards it when it is 
empty. These are very fragile, and 
are not plentiful in collections, be- 
cause water and rocks usually destroy 
them before they are thrown upon 
the beaches. 

Almost reversing this, the small 
Spirula shell is found abundantly on 
some shores, but the living animal 
is never captured. Tiny white coils of 
pearl-lined shell, they are enclosed in 
a lobe of the mantle which produces 
the shell. 

The Aspergillum shell has never 
decided whether it will be a univalve 
or a bivalve. It begins life as a tiny 
bivalve, with two perfect shells, then 
it starts to grow a tube for several 
inches, surrounding these two valves, 
but not hiding them. They terminate 
the tube except for a perforated knob 
on the end, thus giving the common 
name of “watering-pot shell” to this 
species.

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_For its own protection, the Car- 
rier shell (Xenophora) which is a 
flattened top shape, adds ornaments 
during each growth period, cementing 
pebbles or bits of shell to its upper 
surface. Some members of this fam- 
ily are dainty in their choice of shells 
to add, but other members fasten 
large pieces of broken shell to their 
own, completely hiding their own 
under a jagged covering. At rest on 
the ocean floor, they would blend en- 
tirely with their pebble and broken 
shell surroundings. 


In the class, Scaphapoda, there is 
just one group of shells known as the 
tusk shells. These are the shape of 
an elephant tusk. The large end bur- 
rows in sand, as the foot protrudes 
from it, and feathery cilia search the 
water for minute ocean life, for food. 
Slim, and long, sometimes six inches, 
these rate a place in the unusual shell 


group.

In fishing, j-shaped, or rather 
closer to u-shaped, hooks were used. 
With these and the nets went weights, 
some with holes through, some 
grooved. 

‘'he use of the baked clay “slugs,” 
shaped somewhat lke !+mons and 
about the size of a brazil-nut, is not 
known. Stones just like them are in 
net bolas made in the South Sea Is- 
lands. ‘They may also have been 
sling “stones.” 

Adzes nave been cited, but not 
their peculiar character. ‘Lhey were 
stone usually in a J-shape. ‘The blade 
was fastened at une top of the J, the 
curl being on the handle. It is said 
the ancient blaaes were made of 
shell, but they are not found in the 
burials. On handles used in modern 
times metal bits are lashed. 

Wedges are of three general char- 
acters, stubby short ones, leng celt- 
like ones, and long ones with a pro- 
nounced curve. The last are said to 
have functioned in prying off planks 
and slabs. 

Knives were made in the familiar 
oval leaf form, but there are no 
leng spears. The points fitted in the 
slots in the harpoons seem to have 
been triangles with concave bases. 

The bows were short, very flat, 
with a constricted center and sinew 
backing, painted usually in red, white, 
and blue or red and black. The ar- 
rows were typical with nicely made 
small points or with elk-horn tips 
and supplied with colored stripes at 
the feather end to mark ownership. 
Quivers were pouches made of other 
skin or other furs. 

The mallets, used to pound the 
wedges and drive stakes in fish weirs, 
are well made, with flaring faces and 
a cap. In the East they ‘would be 
called “bell shaped pestles.” Some- 
time pits are worn in the face and 
sometimes, as with the pestles, the 
edges of the face are battered off. 

Although this is a long list of arti- 
facts, is is incomplete. Anthropolo- 
gists say that the lower Klamath 
tribes developed between 500 and 800 
kinds of artifacts, indicating a craft 
skill approaching that of the Eski- 
mos. 

Oddly enough the major surviving 
tribes, with practically identical cul- 
tures, — the Yuroks, Hupas, and 
Karoks, — conform three language 
stocks with origins far distant,—the 
Algonquins, the Hokans, and the 
Athabascans. How they preserved 
their ancestral languages and all de- 
veloped the same rich culture is 
something to wonder about.

strong competitor — in fact it was 
alreaay used by some provincial 
troops, but it finally lost out to what 
later became the “Remington Modelo 
Argentino 1879” on account of this 
being cheaper and less complicated 
than the Mauser. 


Between the years 1880 and 1884 
Mauser went on developing his model 
187i, adding a tubular magazine 
under the barrel. In this form the 
ritie, still of 11 mm caliber was ac- 
cepted by the German army under 
the name of model 1871/84. 


His many experiments had shown 
Paul that given the propellant, cur- 
renuly iu Uce In thuse times, vamely 
black powuer, the ballisticaliy best 
caliver for a repeating rifle would 
be ¥, 5 mm (around 360). He also 
added the two locking iugs to the 
bolthead, since that time incorpor- 
ated inio all the Mauser rifles. With 
this rifie Paul went first to Mngland, 
but being re.used there, went straignt 
to Consvantinople, where his rifle was 
accepted after a thorough trial in 
competition with many ochers. The 
resuit was an order for one-half mil- 
hon rifles and 60,000 carbines cal. 
9,5 mm of the Turkish moael 1827, 
with tubular magazine under the 
barrel. Ali the ritres up to this model 
have the big screw forward of the 
bolthandle, the loosening of which al- 
lows the bolt to be wichdrawn. ‘Lhis 
was abandoned beginning with the 
charger loaded German army rifle 
model 1888 generally called ‘“Mann- 
licher” in the U. S., and which has 
a modified Mauser action. It still 
has the bolthanule in the middle of 
the bolt, where its base serves as an 
additional locking lug. 


This transaction with the Turks 
must have been the one also referred 
to by Lenz as having caused the 
downfall of the firm of E. Remington 
& Sons and their subsequent absorp- 
tion by Schuyler, Graham and Hartiy. 


It is interesting to note that this 
order was never completed. After 
having manufactured 220,000 of these 
rifles, and following the adoption 
by belgium of a new Mauser rifie, 
the model 1889, of 7.65 mm cal. us- 
ing a nickel plated steel jacketed 
bullet and a load of smokeless pow- 
der, the specifications for the re- 
maining rifles were changed to a 
clip loading rifle, the model 1890, 
of 7.65 mm. caliber, similar to the 
Belgian type and using the same am- 
munition. At the same time the 
order was increased to a total of 
700,000 ‘rifles. 

Again Mauser ard Remington meet 
cn already familiar ground — Ar- 
gentina, where the “Remington Mod- 


elo Argentino 1879” had been adopted 


in preference to the Mauser 1871 now 
decided to switch to the Belgian type 
Mauser rifle of 7.65 mm caliber under 
the official designation of ‘Mauser 
Argentino Modelo 1891’§. This was 
later replaced by the “Mauser Ar-

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An Eight Thousand Mile Collecting Trip 
Southern San Luis Obispo County 


By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


In our last installment, we described 
the Shell Beach area and its variety 
of gemmy materiais, which never 
ceases to amaze the local collectors. 
The next community on Highway 101 
is Pismo Beach, famous for the huge 
Pismo clams which reach over eight 
inches in diameter. Each one is a whole 
meal. The sand usually covers the 
gravels of Pismo Beach but petrified 
wood and agate have been found. 
However, the sandy beach offers a 
unique drive along the breakers for 
many miles. Our route however is 
towards Nipomo, which lies half-way 
from Arroyo Grande to Santa Maria. 
The former is the last large commu- 
nity in southern San Luis Obispo 
County. In the gravels of the 
Hausna Creek just east of Arroyo 
Grande are some interesting stones. 
The Biddle ranch has what appears 
to be an ancient beach, in which 
are agates and occasional petrified 
woods. Further up the Hausna in 
some rather precipitous hills, an old 
onyx munes offers one some good 
Mexican onyx. It is not a trip to 
be undertaken to fill a half hour 
however. The road is not too good 
and there is a short but stiff hike 
from it up a Wide wash to the mines. 
The onyx is mostly an ivory soap 
white, but the typical orange streaks, 
of the Mexican material is found and 
rarely, green. Before leaving the Ar- 
royo Grande region we should men- 
tion that the Mid-coast Mineral Club 
meets there the first Friday of each 
month in the Recreation Hall, op- 
posite the City Hall on the main 
street of the town. The President of 
the club is Jim Jones of San Luis 
Obispo, but the Vice-president is 
Harry Sorenson, of Arroyo Grande. 
In his bakery window you will see 
encouragement to visit, in the form 
of various gemstones of the district. 
Mr. Sorenson will also give you full 
directions to any local collecting 
areas. From Arroyo Grande south 
seven miles in rolling country the 
area known as the “Mesa” is about 
three hundred feet above the coast 
country. To the uninitiated, this is 
a most unlikely looking area for col- 
lecting. Flat fields usually planted 
to peas or beans. However, the Big 
Bend country of central Washington 
looks much the same and there too, 


many of the same types of gem 
materials will be found. It is claimed 
that in the fields in any direction 
from Nipomo, one can find agates. I 
have yet to find a field where they 
did not exist. The hills two miles 
east of Nipomo are weathered basalt. 
It is in this material that the quartz 
family minerals occur. The Dana, 
Brown, and Mehlschau ranches all 
have been worked by collectors for 
years, yet still good material is 
turned up after each plowing. The 
area is so big that there is always an 
abundance of agate to be found. The 
similarity to the Columbia Basalt 
flow of Oregon and Washington, is 
apt to make one wonder if this too, is 
not part of the great rift which 
opened up prior to the Miocene age 
in the latter two states, allowing the 
black lava to spill over great areas 
of the coast regions adjoining the 
Pacific—if in fact the oeccan was 
located as it is now. The gas vugs 
or holes in the lava, became the’ re- 
pository of fluids. Out of these, small 
needle-like crystals of iron, or calcite 
formed. Then, each season the vug 
would fill with water carrying with it 
a small amount of silica. As the 
season advanced, the vug would dry 
leaving its deposited minute layer of 
silica. By this process, the vug was 
gradually filled, the silica enclosing 
the original needle-like xls. This is 
termed sagenite. The forms may be 
like a radiatirny branched group, or 
a shrub, or trees; all in clear agate. 
The desirable type will polish evenly 
without the enclosed material pulling 
out in what is termed pits. Many 
types of cloudy inclusions, providing 
scenic views are to be found. The 
sagenite may be white, cream ‘colored, 
yellow or shades of brown. While the 
usual piece is about one to two inches 
in length, some pieces with dimensions 
of seven by ten inches—all of solid 
sagenite, have been found. The 
Pacific Museum at Shell Beach dis- 
plays such a piece. Besides the 
sagenite, fine specimens of enclosed 
marcasite are found here. This 
is white iron pvrite in dendritic form. 
Its fine fern-like design in the clear 
agate is very attractive and makes 
into most interesting ring and brooch 
sets. The agate may be wine-colored 
also carrying the marcasite. This is 
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sometimes found in veins indicating 
the same type of mineralization as 
veins carrying gold. Other types of 
gemmy material found in the Nipomo 
fields are carnelian, cloudy agate, 
rarely orbicular white rings in clear 
agate, and several types of inclusions 
in agate. Near the highway south 
of Nipomo an outcropping shows some 
common opal. Its chief interest is 
simply that of the mineral for speci- 
mens. So far I have not seen any 
with colors such as would lend itself 
to jewelry sets. Just north of the 
Santa Barbara county line a _ rcad 
turns off towards the east to Cuyania. 
Here recently a large and important 
oil fizld has been opened up. Somme 


‘wells flow as much as 4000 gallons a 


day of good gravity crude. Other 
wells are being brought in every 
month. South of Cuyama about 9 
miles there is a deposit of alabaster 
of nice white to salmon cream color, 
The material is not in veins, but in 
lenses, usually small with a six foot 
lense being large in the deposit. The 
matrix is a clay type material and 
the chunks of alabaster are easily 
separated. This material carves easily, 
and can be turned on a wood lathe, 
just as wood 1s turned. The finish 
is with fine sand paper and last a 
cloth with red rouge. This puts a 
fine lustrous polish on it. For such 
items as lamp bases, flower dishes, 
vases, etc., it offers a very fine 
natural material. The country in 
this region is fairly high with snow- 
covered mountains just above, in all 
winter months, so it is suggested one 
go prepared if the Cuyama district 
is to be prospected. When it is wet, 
off the macadam it will be gumbo at 
its best. In the summer months, it 
offers a fine pien'e area as well as 
much of interest to the minerologist. 
Just one last hint. Near the a'abaster 
pit, I found what would be in another 
locality called a thunder ege. Agate 
in a dark coating. It may be that 
there are thunder eggs to be foun 
there, but on my visit, it was so dark 
I could not prospect the ar-a. 

Next month we will go on south 
towards the Mexican border.

The 
most lived in looking place we found, 
was the home of rockhound, whose 
wife and daughter also cut and 
polished stones. We were snowed in 
eleven days, with folks we had never 
even dreamed of a few minutes be- 
fore. They drive 75 miles for grocer- 
ies and coal, and are cut off from 
everything from November to April, 
but mayve less contact with a selush 
world makes them better people. 

This section of the West is ideal 
for sportsman and hobbyist.

One is the tale of two fishermen 
who, after much persuasion and 
against their better judgment, con- 
sented to let their wives accompany 
them on a long planned fishing trip.

Jade min- 
eral claims have been filed, worked 
and forsaken, but jade comes to no 
particular party or person. Mr. James 
Kraft, the Chicago foodman and jade 
expert tells in his wonderful jade 
book, which he published privately and 
gave to his vast circle of friends, 
of one girl who appeared to wander 
lazily about until her mother called 
“Marcia, are you really hunting?” 
Marcia rudely awakened from a savy- 
dream, came up with “Sure, here’s 
some” and gave a kick at the nearest 
stone, which did prove to be a nice 
jade boulder 99% buried under 
ground. To you to whom jade means 
green, there are neariy 200 hues 
of jade, and it is very hard to match 
one chunk with another. This same 
vicinity has turned up midnight 
biack jade, yellow jade, and one 
chunk with a perfect demarcation of 
both green jade and black in the 
same place divided by a straight line. 

We were once hunting for agates 
in the evening when it started to 
rain. As the agates were infiltrated 
with uranium salts, the water made 
the agates show up like a candle in 
a dark night. One of the partners 
from the nearby ranch house saw us 
walking about in the rain and oc- 
casionally stooping, wiping some- 
thing, then calling one to the other. 
(We were seeing a shining agate 
covered with damp earth, picking it up 
and wiping it orf to see if it was 
werth saving te work into a gem 
stone, and shouting each to the otuer, 
our good or bad luck). The man rode 
up on his cattle pony, with his hired 
man and his wife. The ranch man 
asked rather indulgently, not wish- 
ing to arouse us, I suppose, what 
we were doing. I told him, and he 
replied he had ridden cattle for al- 
most 50 years over this tract and 
had yet to get off a horse to pick 
up a rock except to take one out of 
his horse’s hoof. I could have told 
him one such moss agate had sold 
for as high as $100.00, many for a 
dollar each, and he could have made 
much more with agates than he ever 
did or would make with cattle. The 
three got off their animals, examined 
some of our finds and began search- 
ing nearby, all coming back at in- 
tervals: to ask “Is this oné good?”; 
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and if we said “Yes,” they gave it 
to us. When it got dark, they tried 
to get us to spend the night at, the 
ranch house, but we had our faithful 
trailer, thanked them and stayed in 
the agate field until the next day. 
A jade find more than a foot square 
and more than three feet wide was 
discovered in a nearby field. This 
chunk was too big to fit any local 
saw, and was finally sold to a hardy 
soul from Indiana, who took the load, 
and had it sawed at a friend’s grave- 
stone manufacturing plant. He then 
turned up in Salt Lake City at a 
rock convention with the chunk in 
eight-inch cubes. This would be a 

thrilling find for any rockhound.

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Miniatures in Agate 


After deciding that cutting and 


polishing cabochons’ was _ strictly 
child’s play, K. Tsusaki, Chicago 
lapidary, decided to get off the beaten 
path and do something really different 
and difficult with his uncut rocks. In 
the accompanying photograph you see 
the result of his experiments. The 
vases, cut from Montana Moss Agate, 
measure about one-and-one-half 
inches high, the covered box is cut 
from petrified wood and is mounted 
on a carved teakwood stand. 

To complete one of these diminutive 
vases Mr. Tsusaki reports, requires 
three days. Those who are familiar 
with the hardness of agate can readi- 
ly understand why the process takes 
so long, and those who are not famil- 
iar with it will be interested to know 
a sharp knife applied with pressure 
will not scratch the surface of this 
stone. Most amazing is the fact that 
each of these tiny vases has been 
completely hollowed out by the patient 
Mr. Tsusaki. At the present time he 
is making one of Tiger Eye which is 
reported to be really outstanding. We 
cannot imagine one more superb than 
these pictured which are on display 
in Roberts’ Rock Shop in the An- 
tique Mart. All are from Mr. 
Tsusaki’s private collection and are 
not for sale. 

Mr. TsusaKki’s collection has also 
been on exhibition at the lapidary 
classes of the Chicago Park District.

gentino Modelo 1909” of the same 
caliber, which is practically an exact 
copy of the German army rifle of 
1898. This now uses a gilding metal 
boaitail type bullet. 

Before that — in 1893 — Spain, 
after first trying out the Turkish 
model had decided to adopt’ an 
improved -Mauser rifle, the model 
1893 of 7 mm cal., which replaced the 
Spanish 11 mm Remington. Both of 
these rifles, as well as also some of 
the same type in 7.65 mm, saw 
service in the Spanish American war 
and the model 93 became the father 
of the U. S. Springfield of 1903. 

Thus we see that since 1867 and up 
to the adoption of the new small 
bore repeaters the two giants — 
Mauser and Remington — constantly 
meet, Remington representing the 
old primciple, a very fine single shot 
rifle, adopted by a considerabie num- 
ber of governments and used in 
emergencies by many more, notably 
by France in 1871 and again in 19165, 
while Mauser after 1844 represents 
the new repeater, first with the tubu- 
lar magazine under the barrel, knuwn 
since the days of the Jenkins and 
Volcanic, and later with the clip 
loaded small bore, that has subsided 
to our days, where finally after many 
ineffective trials a Mauser auto- 
matic rifle was adopted during the 
later years of the war to meet an- 
other American made automatic rifle 
— the Garand. Military secret covers 
the information, whether some of 
these were made in the Remington 
plant, which would have given the 
Remingtons, the constant losers in 
former contests, the final knock-out 
blow, ending in the complete disap- 
pearance of their old adversary. 


§ At this time an Argentine engineer 
constructed a Remington rifle, aitering 
the block and adding a handle to it, 
similar to the Mauser boithandle. In 
this form it is claimed that this rifle 
fired the new Mauser cartridge as fast 
as the Mauser. Only a few were made, 
and are very difficult to obtain now. 
They were not accepted on account of 
psychological reasons.

“The Most Interesting City in America” 


(Continued from the February Issue)

If you were reading this page in 
the February HOBBIES, you and the 
author were left standing on the 
corner of Royal and Canal Streets in 
“America’s: Most Interesting City”— 
New Orleans. We were dreaming 
about the many Mardi Gras parades 
that had passed that corner. But 
your ‘author couldn’t stand in that 
spot teo,.long — she had planned to 
see two-sof New. Orleans’ famous 
cemeteries. fy 

Your writer boarded the first 
street cax going northwest on Canal 
and rode*the.sho¥t distance to the 
G.M. & O. station, then walked north- 
east to Conti Street, and there it 
was! The oldest cemetery—St. Louis 
No. 1! Just behind this 7-foot wall! 
She made it to the gate almost ina 
run for here is the most interesting 
of New Orleans historic burying 
places. It has been in use since 1788. 
Here the burying is all done above 
ground; the wealthy have impressive 
tombs; some organizations have ver- 
itable skyscraper tombs; and the

famous explorer; Paul Morphy, the 
chess player; Gavyarre, the historian; 
and Etienne de Bore who first made 
granulated sugar. Among the many 
cards of this cemetery are: Kropp 
5860 and 16981, Tichnor 71841, Curt- 
eich 8A-H827, and one other publish- 
er’s name omitted, 45904. 

From St. Louis No. 1 your author 
made a hurried dash to the car and 
to the upper end of Canal Street to 
Metairie Cemetery where she saw 
many beautiful tombs including one 
in which ‘soldiers of the armv of 

i ied, and which is 


cemetery through spite bv a black- 
balled applicant for membership in 
the old Metairie Jockey Club. Cards 
bicturing this cemetery include: 
Kropp 16986, 16989, and 30763; and 
Curteich A-44708. 

And there we were out of time, and 
had to pass up St. Roch’s Cemetery 


with its famous chapel. This chapel 
has a charming storv. It was erected 
in 1871 by Father Thevis who built 
it with his own hands as a Thanks- 
giving offering because none of his 
parishioners had died during the yel- 
low fever epidemic of 1866 and 1867. 
There is legend that love will come 
to girls who pray there after visit- 
ing nine churches. We found these 
eards of St. Roch’s: Kropp 16987; 
Curteich 8A-H836; Metrocraft 47234; 
and three eld ones—I*. M. Kirby Co., 
New: ‘Orleans. unnumbered; and a 
number 124 Publisher unlisted; and 
a lovely “Vhostint” 5364, 

On the way to her train that night, 
a very tired card collector passed the 
famous and unusual U. S. Custom 
House. It is on a solid block bounded 
by Canal, Decatur, Iberville, and 
Peters Streets. The corner-stone for 
this building was laid in 1846 by 
none cther than Henry Clay. Curteich 
card 1B-H1340 is an excellent view 
of this extraordinary building. 

As the train pulled out of the 
station that night your author settled 
down to look over her cards — both 
those whose subjects she had just 
seen, and those of other sights she 
would see on her return trip, and on 
other future visits. Here was a view 
of Lee Circle. showing the library 
and Shriners Temple (Curteich 7A- 
H38125). Here were views of the 
United States Federal Building Jo- 
cuted on South Street across from 
Lafayette Square (Curteich 1B-H502), 
and Lafayette Square itself (Kropp 
2). Here was a view of Margaret 
Square and statue in memory of 
Margaret Haugherty. the benefactor 
of the orphans of the city (Kropp 
16984). Two views showed the won- 
derful New Charity Hospital erected 
at a cost of $12,000,000 (Curteich 
9A-H943 and Kropp 19841). Three 
cards pictured St. Charles Avenue 
out under the gigantic live oaks. This 
five-mile long avenue is considered 
one of the most charming in the 
country. These cards are Kropp 
19360, 23859, and 29581. 

City Park is the subject of several 
cards in the group. City Park covers 
a tract of 1,382 acres, and contains 
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the city stadium, Delgado Museum 
and other points of interest. The 
stadium (Kropp 15243) seats 27,000. 
The Grecian Peristyle on the shores 
of a winding lagoon is the subject 
of Curteich 8A-H835 and Kropp 
16988. The lagoon, stone bridge, and 
swans are pictured on Metrocraft 
47893; Anseman Drive in City Park 
is attractively depicted on Curtéich 
9A-H782; and the world-renowned 
Suicide Oak in City Park is on Kropp 
card 18598N. 

Here also were several cards of 
Audubon Park, which covers the his- 
toric land where Audubon completed 
many of his bird studies, and the 
plantation where de Bore first made 
his granulated sugar. Here too the 
famous Cctton Centennial Exposition 
was held in 1884. Kropp 167380 N 
shows the lagoon in this park, with 
the tower of Loyola University in the 
background. Kropp 22628 N is the 
swimming pool in Audubon Park. 
Colour-picture 19434 is a view of the 
formal gardens and entrance to the 
Zoo, and Tichenor 119610 is the 
famous bird cage which is visited by 
thousands of people yearly. 

There were three cards of*Loyola 
University, the famous Jesuit school 
which faces’ Audubon Park and is 
adjacent to Tulane University. These 
cards were Kropp 29788, Curteich 7A- 
H2850, and Metrochrome 47255, 

Several cards were of Tulane Uni- 
versity which was once the University 
of Louisiana founded in 1834. Tulane 
got its name from Paul Tulune, a 
wealthy merchant of New Orleans, 
who gave more than a million dollars 
for the education of the youth of 
Louisiana. ‘lhe University has more 
than 4,000 students. Kropp 23846 is 
a view of Gibson Hall. Mason M 
20170 shows the University as seen 
from the park, as does also Curteich 
7A-H2851. Kropp 18308 is an air 
view of Tulane’s famous stadium, the 
Sugar Bowl, which was thus named 
because it stands on what was once 
part of de Bore’s sugar plantation. 

There were several other cards 
which pictured outlying scenes. There 
was a view of the monument at 
Chalmette where the battle of New 
Orleans was fought. A view shows 
the ruins of the home on the de La 
Konde plantation where the wounded 
Edward Pakenham died after his de- 
feat by Andrew Jackson. There was 
a picture of the Regatta on Lake 
Ponchartrain, one of “The President” 
a famous excursion boat on the Mis- 
sissippi, several views of the Huey 
Long Bridge over the Mississippi, and 
ene of the state capitol at Baton 
Rouge. 

What collector ever went home 
from any trip with a group of newly 
acquired cards, that he could wait to 
get out his old card collection and 
compare, cull the duplicates, piece 
the sets together, etc. This writer 
was no exception. As soon as she 
could gracefully get away to herself, 
she took down the package in which 
Louisiana cards were stored “for the 
duration” and opened it to see what 
else she had from “America’s Most 
Interesting City.” The first thing to 
meet her eye were two views pub- 
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ished by Acmegraph Co., Chicago, 
pnd advertising Hart’s Alimentary 
flixir and Lac—Bismo (Hart). They 
ad been sent to the doctors of the 
ountry back in 1912. The views pic- 
byred were 4957—Spanish Tile Roof 
House in Old French Quarters, and 
963—Mme. Begue’s Famous Cafe 
bnd Typical Street in Old French 
uarter. The Vieux Carre’ didn’t 
sem too dressed up for tourists in 
those days! 
The author had almost forgotten 
hat she had that group of cards 
opyrighted in 1900 aad 1901, by the 
Detroit Photographic Co. They are 
lightly smaller, have a space beside 
the picture for the message, and have

There was another set of cards, 
ery beautiful, with lovely colors, 
und well preserved. They also have 
un solid siae for the address, and date 
from 1906 and 1907, but the publish- 
ers name is omitted from every card 
of this set. They include: 5010—City 
Hall; 5011—Tulane University; 5012 
Howard Library and Lee Monu- 
nent; 50183—Confederate Memorial 
all; 5014—Christ Church Cathedral; 
5020 — Haunted House; 5021—Army 
of Tennessee Monument; 5023—City 
Park; 5026—Avenue of Oaks, Audu- 
bn Park; 5028—Courtyard, French 
Quarter; and 5031—Lugger Landing. 
There were Rotograph cards of 
New Orleans in 1904; but we found 
nly one No. 38640 showing the 
athedral. Also there were lovely 
fucks from 1906 — “Post Card Ser- 
es No. 2108”? New Orleans, La. Four 
pf these were: The Custom House, 
Southern Pacific S. S. Landing, The 
J. S. Mint, and Memorial Hall. In 
907 there were cards copyrighted by 
. B. Mason. These include: Lover’s 
ane, Audubon Park; Y.M.G.C. Row- 
ng Club; Audison Place; and Royal 
‘treet, showing the Commercial Hotel; 
so Sugar Mill and Quarters near 
Yew Orleans. Two American News 
0, Polychrome cards show City Park, 
ind Sophie Newcomb College. An 
mericrome card of the same com- 
bany shows a deck scene. This last 
Ss from 1916.

if Chicago made a view of the Lobby 
if the Old St. Louis Hotel. In this 
jew the hotel is out of use and the 
aster is off the walks, but the 
louble row of beautiful Grecian col- 
imns: shows that it was once a very 
legant place. 
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Several cards are from those made 
in 1906 and 1907 by Adolph Selige 
Publishing Co. in Leipzig. They also 
bear the name of Henry J. Holle or 
Sam Alltmont of New Orleans: Num- 
ber 2319—Jewish Orphans Home b& 
w); 2326—The Hibernia Bank and 
Trust Building (b&w); 2351—Audu- 
bon Place; 2463—Ursulines Convent; 
2377—Arrival of Rex, Mardi Gras; 
2382—Coliseum Park. 

Kropp 1153 (1907) is Howard 
Memorial Library (b&w), and two 
unidentified black and white cards 
show Horticultural Hall at Audubon 
Park, and St. Charles Avenue. There 
is an interesting old view of the 
Morgan State Bank on the corner 
of Charles and Iberville Streets. Ad- 
ded to these are a number of cards 
from the twenties and thirties that 
are somewhat less interesting. A- 
mong them are many Kropps, Tich- 
nors, Curteiches and Masons all 
showing the places already mentioned. 

There were two cards that were 
“different.” A very nice oid Tuck 
Card of the “University Girl Series” 
No. 2627 shows a Christy Girl dressed 
in green seated above the seal of 
Tulane. The other had attached a 
small embroidered satin stitched 
sleeve patch in the shape of a pennant, 
and these words: 

“If these colers you ictlieve 
Then pui this emblem on your sieeve.” 

We thcught to finish this time, but 
here at hand are letters, cards and 
information about new cards, artists, 
collectors, collections and sources-- 
more than we can use! We had long 
ago planned to celebrate’ Paul 
kevere’s Kide in April and so we 
shall. Lut we hope to return to New 
Orleans for a concluding article in 
May.

THE HISTORY OF GAME CARDS 


By FREIDA CLARK 


Playing Cards as we think of 
them today have not always had 
Spades, Hearts, Diamonds and Clubs 
as their pips or symbols. Cards for 
pastime, whether for Divining the 
Future, Gaming or Educational pur- 
poses have for several centuries been 
referred to as Playing Cards or the 
equivalent in the tongue spoken. It 
seems that all countries have many 
games that may be played in the 
home for pastime and educational 
purposes as well as the cards that 
were used for gaming in China, 
Hindustan and Egypt. They did not 
have our familiar symbols but they 
were masters at gaming. 

The early cards as used by the 
Chinese had symbols representing 
their money value, because it was 
more convenient for gaming, and the 
general name for cards in China was 
“Che-pae” which literally means 
“paper tickets” though tney inv.nted 
several games for amusement and 
educational piirposes. They were also 
called “ya-pae” meaning bone or 
ivory tickets, of which substance 
they were also made. The cards most 
commonly used at one time were 
called “che-pae” meaning “a _ thou- 
sand time ten thousand cards.” ‘lhese 
decks consisted of tuurty carus divided 
into three suits of nine cards each 
with three single cards which were 
superior to all others, namely the 
“White flower” (Pih-hwa), Red Flow- 
er (Hung-hwa) and Tseen-Wan or “a 
thousand times ten thousand.” An- 
other set is “The Hundred Beys” 
Cards; also one called “A Thousand 
Times Ten Thousand Men’s Name” 
cards, containing the names of per- 
sous famous in Chinese history. A 
third game is called “Keuma-paon” 
or Chariots, Horses and Guns which 
seemingly was derived from Chesa— 
a game known in the old world Cen- 
turies before it came to Europe. 

The Japanese today have games 
which may have been derived from 
these games called the “Flower Game” 
and “A Thousand Poems,” and an- 


other for the children which is 
called Questions and Answers. 

The Hindustani had symbols rep- 
resenting ten suits, the Fish, Tortoise 
Boar, Lion, Monkey, Hatchet, Um- 
brella (or Bow), Goat, Boodh and 
Horse. Each suit was composed of 
12 cards, which were round. These 
are supposed to represent the Incar- 
nation of Vichnou, though some of the 
historians think they were for im- 
parting and impressing knowledge 
into the minds of the youth while 
others think they were for gaming 
purposes. 

The Persian Cards though differ- 
ent were of an Oriental nature, the 
suits having some characteristics of 
the Hindustani. The Persian cards 
differ in the respect that they all 
seem to be pictorial while the Hindoo 
cards have low values which show 
only the pips or symbols as do French 
cards, wnich are the present day 
cards and may be found throughout 
the world. 

The Gipsy used the cards for divina- 
tion purposes, from their earliest 
known habits, and whenever found 
today they usually still want to “read 
your future—with cards.” 

The characters were changed and 
adapted to the country as carus came 
into Lurope. it is thougnt tne oldest 
printed or stencilled cards of Euro- 
pean make was about 1440 A. D., 
and the suits were Bells, Llearts, 
Leaves and Acorns which were the 
German suits and Coeur (heart), 
Carreau (diamond), Trefle (club) and 
Pique (Spade), svmbols on the old 
French cards, while the Italian cards 
bore Coppe (cup), Spadi (swords), 
Denari (money) and Kastoni (batons 
or clubs) for their symbols. Tar- 
ochini or Tarots, thought by some 
to have been derived from the Egyp- 
tians consisted of 78 cards — the 22 
atouts and the four suits which con- 
sisted of 14 cards—10 lower values 
and the King. Queen, Chevalier and 
Valet. The Atouts are numbered one 
to twenty-one in Roman numerals 


at 
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with the clown, buffoon or Fou. (This 
seems to be the first appearance of 
the modern day Joker). The Tar. 
ochini or Tarot cards were used for 
divination or predicting the future 
and other gumes, though there is mn 
definite record of names or how 
games were played. 

The Germans have been given 
credit for being the first to apply 
cards to instructing young persons by 
endeavoring to teach them different 
sciences illustrated by cards which 
had historical tales, bars of music, 
astronouucal syinbols, mathemac:ca! 
problems, quotations from poems 
‘with the pips cr a small card printed 
in the corner to convince the users 
they were enjoying a game in. 
stead of being taught or lcarning, 
This idea was so tavorably accep.ed 
that France and England adapted 
some of the German games to their 
country. 


Dr. Thomas Murer, Germany, in-§]i 


vented a set of instructive cards for 
his Children’s use in the art of 
reasoning and learning in 1ov7. When 
Louis AiV was eight years old he 
was a aull and reiuctant pupil s0 
Cardinal Mazarin invented sume in- 
struction cards that illustrated lables, 
A game illustrating historical events 
was later issued in France, also gaines 
to commemorate the Revolucion, the 
Empire and the Reign of the Orleans 
famuy and of Napoleon If. The 
French issued a pack of cards in 
1680 to teach heraldry, one for music 
in 1808 and in 1820 one on _ botony 
and one on astronomy. England fol- 
lowed in 1675, and they adapted some 
German cards. Germany issued a 
deck to teach heraldry in 1700 and 
Venice issued one similar in 1707. 

Practica: cards for teaching spell- 
ing and arithmetic were issued in 
1606 in London. None of these vere 
suitable for gaming or fortune tell- 
ing but they are fine examples of 
print work. A deck of grammatical 
cards was printed in England in 16¥6. 
Astronomical cards were early a 
dapted in Nuremburg, which was one 
of the greatest centers in Europe fur 
card making. Italian cards were 
were made in about 1570 and French 
in 1620. Yhe astconomical cards of 
the 18th and 19th ceniuries show the 
signs of the Zodiac and are thought 
to nave been inspired by the Tarots, 

Many of the Game cards issued in 
the 19th and early 20th century can 
still be gotten and they are varied 
and many. Rules for the games ar 
often missing but the cards are i 
teresting and vaned. 

The United States began issuing 
game cards and have issued many 
including those that promote the 
study of Biblical places, quotations 
from the New Testament; the geo 
graphical location of the biblical 
places; geometrical figures; quota 
tions from various poets; decks— 
games—to promote the study 0 
music; and the ever familiar gamé 
of “Old Maid” which old and youn 
at sometime or other have played. 

Many games that are familiar t 
adults today were issued by the Cin 


cinnati Game Company, and anotherg© 


owned bv them, called The Fireside 
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Game Company. Cards listing the 
yvariouS games issued by them were 
enclosed in the various decks, as 
was a book of instructions on how 
to play the game. Some of the cards 
read like this:

Noel’s Game of Music issued by 
Warner C. Williams, Indianapolis, 
181s is an interesting game deck 
which sold at that time for 75c and 
included a printed sheet of instruc- 
tions and bars from a Lullaby, Soft 
Shoe Dance and Reflections. Mr. 
Noel was a music instructor and 
thought this game, played ‘similar to 
Authors would enable children to 
learn music more easily. 

Dr. Bushby, his family including 
his wife, son, daughter, son-in-law, 
the muk maid, the chauffeur, gar- 
dener, gardener’s wife and son and 
their cook, and many others in this 
deck make it most interesting. An 
animal game handsomely lithographed 
in colors has such tities as tfeter 
Cottontail, Johnny Chuck, Peter 
Jack, Reddy Fox, Billy Mink, Paddy 
the Beaver, et cetera. 

There have: been games to teach 
children A, B, C’s as well as how 
to name pictures of articles. A very 
beautiful deck with the back covered 
in foliage and Easter lilies, outlines 
highlighted, gives the Story of Christ 
from Conception to his Resurrection. 
Each card has a scene and passage 
of Scripture dealing with the life of 
Christ. Another game with the back 
design similar to this except with 
daisies on the back has garden 
flowers in natural colors as the game. 
Another game is depicting birds in 
natural color and haunts. 

Many of the older games can be 
found, though the instructions on the 
play is often missing. Any collector 
will be well rewarded for his time 
and effort if he will collect and study 
these game cards. Often a surprise 
of an old deck will be his reward. 

Who can say when Game Cards 
originated — because are not all 
cards game cards — even though we 
Usually refer to some as Playing 
Cards ? Are not they game cards 
0?

The accompanying excerpt from , 
German “Wappen-Lexicon”, or Dic. 
tionary of Coats-of-Arms, may prov 
of considerable interest to many read. 
ers. In the first place it is conceded 
by many authorities, that Heraldry, 
in a small way, started in ancient 
Germany, during the reign of Henry; 
the Fowler, 919-936. “He helped lay 
the foundation of chivalry” is the 
way an encylopedia phrases it. It is 
said he encouraged the lady friends 
of his military men to accompany 
them to pageants where they con. 
tested for honors in horsemanship 
and marksmanship. The winners were 
not only rewarded by receiving the 
flowers, handkerchiefs and “meun- 
ches” or sleeves, thrown at them from 
the side-lines by their young friends, 
but also by having special sym»ols 
painted upon their shields. Thus 
Heraldry had its birth. 

It is not our intention to try t 
translate this page from the Lexicon, 
but to let you have the fun of doing 
it yourself—whether or not you are 
or have been German students. The 
writer was one once, but in this case, 
for any of us, all that is necessary 
is to get the gist of the article, s0, 
here are some suggestions. 


1. 4 figures are dates; “14 Jahrh”, 
14th century; crosses before the 
dates in parantheses, died. 

2. You can pick out the main name, 
Zweiffel, and its various spell- 
ings, also the name as it is now 
used—Jungherz, with its spell- 
ings. 

3. Some words are spelled nearly 
like our own, and easy to trans- 
late: Familie; Linie, the family 
line or lineage; Ende; Namen; 
Haus. 

4, These few words may be helpful: 
gegrindet-established; Koln 
Cologne (in our geographies); 
bereits—prepared; zu—to; Her: 
zog and Graf—titled men as 
counts and dukes; Berg—moun- 
tain; blieb—remained; Stamm- 
hof—family household; Nach- 
kommen—descendants; heissen— 
called. 

. At the bottom of the page are 
references, and also the name 
and address of the editor of that 
particular page. He, or some 
others, might have furnished the 
material on other names.

The colors, red, and silver, signify 
courage and magnanimity; and sin- 
cerity and peace. 

The words describing various at- 
titudes of different animals are in- 
teresting, and that difference usually 
pertains to the ferocious beast, and 
domestic or gentle wild animal. For 
instance, a wolf or lion in the posi- 
tion of the deer, here, is “salient”, 
and the deer, “springing”; if lying 
down, the lion is “couchant”, and the 
deer, “lodged’’; if a tiger is standing 
on all fours, looking at you, it is 
“statant guardant”, a deer ‘“‘at gaze”. 


the writer of the letter which accom- 
panied the article gave his address as 
Kolin, or, Cologne.

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Swiss line, according to the spelling. 
In Montana and Idaho the name is 
found in county histories. And Chi- 
cago, and suburbs have the name 
listed with both spellings. 

However, the most interesting and 
fullest acounts of those of the Zweifel 
name were in a Swiss Dictionary of 
History and Biography of several 
volumes, filled with photographs of 
their outstanding men, and sketches 
of the Coats-of-Arms. Three pages 
were filled with allusions to these 
nearly 100 men who had held respon- 
sible positions in governments, schools, 
navigation, science, photography, law, 
and agriculture. Some had been con- 
suls to other European countries. 

Four cantons were represented— 
Argovie, Glaris, Saint-Gall and Zu- 
rich. The family originated in Glaris, 
and a Coat-of-Arms was described 
and sketched. 


Swiss Coat-of-Arms 


The volumes are written in French 
—the blazon for Zweifel; D’azur a 
une bande d’or chargee de trois coeurs 
de gueules. In English Heraldic 
terms: Azure on a bend or, three 
hearts gules. In familiar terms: A 
blue shield across which is a diagonal 
band, one-third the width of the 
shield; and on this “bend” three red 
hearts. Any symbol on a bend, must 
“run the way of the bend’, therefore 
instead of their being point down as 
you would look straight at them, the 
hearts are diagonal also. If you 
turned the shield so the band were 
straight, then the hearts would be 
points downward. 

The bend represents the suspender 
that holds the shield to the uniform, 
and is granted only to one of high 
military command. The hearts only 
say that this man’s heart is in his 
work. This, then, is the Armorial 
Bearing for the Swiss family of Zwei- 
fel originating in Canton Glaris. 


The Zweiffels Again 

Heinrich Jungherz, you see, was a 
von Zweiffel—as noted in the German 
text. He was the writer of the His- 
tory of the von Zweiffel family. A 
few years ago he wrote to Pearl S. 
Buck, author, as he had found the 
Buck Family history in Aachen, and 
the family traced back to the ‘Metz 
knight family—de Buck, and also 
counts the Aachen noble family Bock- 
Buck as a part, and has as a family 
Coat-of-Arms that of the Knight de 
Buck—the deer Coat-of-Arms”. In 
Mrs. Buck’s reply to Mr. Jungherz, 
she said they were not of that branch 
of the family. He continues: 

“The Barons v. Zweiffel have the 
same escutcheon, and they are des- 
cendants of younger sons of the Mat- 
frid clan, one of the oldest families 
of Lorraine whose chief holdings were 
the earldoms of Metz and Jiilich. The 
ancestral grounds of the Zweiffels 
are in the vicinity of Aachen, in the 
county of Menschau. 

“Similarities exist between the de 
Bucks of Metz and the v. Zweiffels, 
and if one considers the Bocks of 
Aachen there are also narrow or close 
geographical connections. This all 
leads to the assumption that it is a 
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matter of the same family.” Then 
Mr. Jungherz states that he had 
hoped to clarify the matter through 
correspondence in this country but 
“because of the terrible times” gave 
up the search. He continues further 
about the three families: “I am en- 
closing my specially printed leaflet 
(the part in German text) so that 
you can see that the v. Zweiffel fami- 
ly is today living under the name of 
Jungherz. I have also established a 
geographical connection with my an- 
cestors and the Buck family. On the 
13.5.1633 (May 13, 1633) the court- 
yard of the Abbey at Aachen was re- 
arranged. John Buck and Joan 
Junkher (v. Zweiffel) were named as 
the planners for this piece of ground. 
One could very easily presume that 
the American Buck family since 1893 
has carried the research into its 
European background and past fur- 
ther.” 

He then writes he would appreciate 
the address of any member of the 
Buck family who is connected with 
the history of this family. His ad- 
dress in 1951 was Heinrich Jungherz, 
Siemenstrasse 25, K6élin—Ehrenfeld, 
Germany. 

Despite “feelings”, there are many 
who still wish to know more about 
their European background, and this 
may be an opportunity for some of 
you, not only to get information on 
this family, but on others, for there 
are many profesionals over there who 
will dig out the old records. 


Source of this Material 


Martha Hill (Mrs. Rudolph P.) 
Hommel owner of “Gargoyle An- 
tiques” in Richlandtown Pa., so kindly 
sent the German page; the letter from 
which I have just quoted; and the 
following article on the Seidenstrickers 
written by her late husband who was 
killed in an automobile accident about 
two years ago. 

Their associations with Mrs. Pearl 
Buck came through Mr. Hommel’s 
inter2st in China and his book “China 
at Work”. And as intimated, he was 
an authority on early American, par- 
ticularly Pennsylvania, history. 

His Father was Dr. Fritz Hommel 
also an author, “Ancient Hebrew 
Traditions as Studied From Their 
Monuments”—he was Prof. of Orien- 
tal languages—could read, write and 
speak 40 different languages—in the 
University of Munich. He had six 
sons, three are Prof. and two Minis- 
ters—so that Mr. Hommel had at his 
fingertips all of his brothers and his 
father to help him, when delving 
into family histories in Europe—and 
it was always correctly and scholarly 
done.

“The name Sydenstricker (Seiden- 
stricker in High-German) means silk- 
knitter, and belongs to the category & 
of names derived from the occupation ti 
of an ancestor. We found twenty-five F 
different speilings of the name Seiden- & 
stricker, including the translation in- 
to English as Silknitter. ; 

“The first record of a member of 
the Seidenstricker clan is in list 155 
C, in the Pennsylvania German 
Pioneers, of Johann Heinrich Seyden- 
stricker who arrived in Philadeiphia 
on the ship Nancy, Thomas Coatan, 
Master, from Rotterdam and _last 
from Cowes, who took the usual oaths 
on Friday, August 31, 1750. Johann 
Heinrich signed with his mark and 
the clerk wrote his name: J. Henry 
Seydenstiker. It is interesting to ob- 
serve that on the same ship arrived 
Henry William Stiegel, who became 
famous as an ironmaster and glass 
maker at Manheim, Lancaster County, 
Pa. Nothing further seems to be 
known of this early immigrant, 
Johann Heinrich Seydenstiker. 

“Fourteen years later we find the 
record of further Seidenstricker ar- 
rivals. The ship Brittania, Captain 
Thomas Arnot, from Rotterdam, ar- 
rived in Philadelphia, and the 112 
adult males were herded into the 
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men and children, were 250. Among 
the signers, being the males over 16 
years old were 
Johann Philip Seidenstricker 
Old Philipp Seidensticker 


“These signed their own name: an- 
other signed with his mark (QO), to 
which tne clerk affixed the name: 

Henry (O) Seidenstreicher 


“The ‘whole freights’, as the record 
has it, was assigned to the com- 
mercial house of Benjamin & Samuel 
Shoemaker. The usual procedure fol- 
lowed, those who had been able to 
“pay for the trip to Philadelphia were 


"free to go and all others were sold 


for 2 term of years of serviture to 
pay for their pasage. People thus 
sold were called redemptioners. 

“In the absence of further details, 
we may assume that there were others 
besides the three Seidenstrickers men- 


*Fitioned, who came on that ship, per- 


haps a wife and minor children, 
among them Sebastian, who turns up 
later in Lancaster County, Pa. 

“There appeared in the tax lists 
Sof Coventry townships, Chester Coun- 
ty, Pa. a Phillipp Seidenstricker, 
‘from 1766 to 1771. These townships, 
North, South, and East Coventry, 
situated south of Pottstown, Pa., 
jacross the Schuykill River, were for 
‘tax purposes grouped together as 
Coventry Rates. The entries are the 
following: 
11766 Phillip Sitenstriker, shoemaker 

no acres, no horses, 1 cattle, no 
sheep, no servants.

CREST CORNER 


Part I 
HAZEL KRAFT EILERS 


It has been three years since I 
have had the pleasure of appearing 
“pen-wise” in the Crest Corner, and 
I am now holding the torch higher 
than ever for genealogical research 
and family history. 

My youngest brother was telling me 
recently about a conversation he had 
with some men while traveling cross 
country from Portland to Chicago. 
They became involved in a discussion 
of ancestors as apparently all the 
men could trace their lineage back a 
good many generations and were just- 
ly proud of it—but why, when my 
brother announced that he was the 
son of immigrant parents, should a 
dead silence ensue? 

There is a considerable difference 
in leaving for an unexplored world 
in 1620 to face unknown dangers, but 
even in 1898 it must have taken con- 
siderable thought, courage and gump- 
tion to uproot home ties and leave 
family and friends behind to face an 
unknown world and unknown dangers, 
although of a different type. So what 
motivated this twenty year old black 
haired, dark eyed Irish lass to take 
such a step? The universal anveal 
of opportunity; advancement, not 
only for herself but also for her un- 
born children; and the opportunity to 
work. 

I doubt if we in this country can 
appreciate the feeling and be able to 
realize what it would be like to grow 
up in a country and know that your 
parents’ past would be your future. 
The move was also a necessity, as the 
plot of land held by the family would 
only support so many and the over- 
flow from each generation had to 
emigrate, and the generation before 
my mother’s chose Australia. She 
could be sure that if she did not leave 
her parents, her own children would 
have to leave her. 

As was characteristic of the earliest 
settlers, people from one community 
in the old world would tend to band 
together in a new community in the 
new world, as home ties are always 
strong. And so Martha sailed from 
Queenstown to New York and settled 
in Stueben Co., N. Y. near the family 
of her uncle. (He, incidently, had 
served in the Civil War, was cap- 
tured, held as a prisoner, starved, and 
when released ate too much too fast, 
and as a result died.) Several years 
later Martha returned to Co. Cavan, 
Ireland to visit her parents before 
her pending marriage in America, 
and when her father pleaded with her 
to remain in Ireland she responded: 
“TJ would rather scrub floors in Ameri- 
ca than take the best this country has 
to offer’’. 
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To shorten the story, she married 
a Canadian boy—an imimgrant also 
(although he could duck across the 
border at will and visit his Mennonite 
parents in Fort Erie.) In true 
Horatio Alger style these two started 
humbly and through hard work and 
long hours and perseverance they not 
only helped lay the foundation for a 
thriving business, but also bore five 
children in six years while boarding 
the unmarried Canadian brothers! I 
can remember one story of how every 
piece of string and wrapping paper 
that came into the house was trea- 
sured for use in packaging their own 
product, as every penny had to do 
double duty. But where else would

The Immortal Vanity 
Fair 

Someone once wrote of “the graves 
of magazines” and _ unfortunately 
many of the magazines which lie in 
these graves have been forgotten 
completely. Not so with Vanity Fair 
which made its appearance in the 
publishing world in 1879, and died a 
“not so quiet” death in the late 1930's. 
Published by Condé Nast Publica- 
tions, Vanity Fair featured material 
of the foremost writers, photogra- 
phers, artists, and cartoonists of the 
day, many of which are contributing 
to our present day entertainment, 

William Steig was one of the favor- 
ite cartoonists of Vanity Fair, as he 
is now a favorite with readers of 
the New Yorker. In the November, 
1933, issue we find his cartoons cap- 
tioned, “Political Gasbags” depicting 
the typical politician in various 
phases of campaigns, including the 
inevitable family portrait. Steig still 
finds humor in everyday happenings, 
and his lampooning of human nature 
has endeared him to readers of all 
ages. 

Masterpieces of modern artists 
were reproduced monthly, in full 
color. Pictures by Renoir, Manet, 
Corot, Gauguin, and other artists, 
with a short sketch of the artist’s 
life, were readily received by the art 
hungry public’ 

Paul Gallico was writing sports for 
Vanity Fair in the 1930’s, George 
Jean Nathan reported on the theatre, 
Erskine Caldwell and Irvin S. Cobb 
were regular contributors to the short 
story section. A regular feature was 
entitled We Nominate for the Hall 
of Fame, which pictured outstanding 
people in every field and a short sy- 
nopsis of their lives and deeds which 
made them eligible. 

Probably the most talked about and 
written about family in the 1930’s 
were the Roosevelts. They were 
praised, criticized, and lampooned by 
various publications and for various 
reasons. In December, 1933, they 
were called The Royal Roosevelts, 
not in a sarcastic manner, but so 
labeled because Franklin Roosevelt 
held the highest position in the land, 
and according to Vanity Fair, “Here 
we have a man who meets the Ameri- 
can demand for a merry monarch.” 
The President was pictured sporting 
an ermine trimmed robe and a royal 
crown. Mrs. James Roosevelt was 


shown as the queen mother; Eleanor 
Roosevelt was amusingly pictured in 
full regalia, astride a galloping horse 
and the caption read. ‘“‘Mrs. Roose- 
velt, Colonel of Hussars.” Turrets 
were superimposed on a photo of Hyde 
Park and dubbed “The Royal Summer 
Residence’, complete with uniformed 
guards. Thus the fanciful imagina- 
tion of the art editor ran riot in an 
effort to show the Roosevelt family 
if America should offer a crown to 
its ruler. Fact and fancy were 
beautifully combined in this publica- 
tion. 

A full page study of Robert M. 
Hutchins called him “the youngest 
national oracle” and mentioned him as 
“possible Presidential timber.” 

Many familiar items were adver- 
tised in Vanity Fair in the Sep- 
tember, 1933, issue, but at astonish- 
ingly low prices. The Dollar Steam- 
ship Lines advertised “Go as you 
please, around the world—$749, first 
class.” You could spend forty-eight 
days in India for only $2,680 per 
person, Stetson hats could be had for 
$5. up, and Finchley’s were selling 
taileoat and trousers for $60. 

The Editor’s Uneasy Chair printed 
comments from readers. One de- 
manding soul inquired why they did 
not print more information about 
familiar celebrities such as_ facts 
about their love lives, eating habits, 
favorite sports and family lives, to 
which the editors replied “Why can’t 
you be satisfied?” This reader un- 
doubtedly welcomed the birth of the 
“fan magazine’ which includes the 
facts she wanted. We were quite 
pleased with the issues we read, and 
feel the publishing world is fortunate 
indeed that Vanity Fair has not been 
relegated to the grave of forgotten 
magazines.
